Tasso  Siler  was  born  November  3,  1879,  in  Siler  City,  North 
Carolina.  He  was  the  son  of  Henry  Harrison  and  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Murchison  Siler.  He  married  Miss  Mary  Vallie  Phillips,  Septem- 
ber 18,  1901,  in  Siler  City,  North  Carolina.  To  Reverend  and  Mrs. 
Siler  were  born  eleven  children:  eight  daughters  —  Mrs.  John 
Manna,  Jr.,  Mrs.  J.  R.  Luther,  Mrs.  Robert  A.  Porter,  Mrs.  W.  T. 
Studdert,  Mrs.  Charles  P.  Adams,  Mrs.  C.  B.  Radcliffe,  Mrs.  Thel- 
ma  Thomas,  and  Mrs.  Charles  Ross;  and  three  sons — Wade  H.  Siler, 
Robert  W.  Siler,  and  Floyd  F.  Siler. 

He  completed  High  School  and  attended  Emory  University. 

The  Reverend  Siler  served  churches  in  High  Point,  Stanley, 
Atkinson,  Newton  Grove,  Council,  Jacksonville,  Swansboro,  and 
Kelly,  all  of  which  are  located  in  North  Carolina. 

For  eight  years  he  was  a  school  teacher  and  evangelist,  and 
his  active  pastorate  extended  over  a  period  of  47  years,  during 
which  time  he  served  the  churches  listed  above. 

The  death  of  the  Reverend  Tasso  Siler  occurred  on  March  24, 
1960,  shortly  after  he  retired  from  the  active  pastoral  ministry.

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NEW  RIVER  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

Constifution 

1.  NAME.  The  name  of  this  association  shall  be  the  New  River 
Baptist  Association,  co-operating  with  the  North  Carolina  State 
Baptist  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

2.  PURPOSE.  The  purpose  of  this  association  shall  be  to  pro- 
mote Christian  fellowship  and  co-operation  among  the  churches 
affiliated  with  the  association;  to  uphold  the  doctrines  and  prin- 
ciples of  our  Baptist  faith  and  to  encourage  the  churches  to  be 
loyal  to  and  practice  these  doctrines  and  principles;  to  promote 
the  preaching  and  teaching  of  God's  Word,  and  the  enlisting  and 
training  of  all  Christians  for  service;  to  promote  missions,  benevo- 
lence, stewardship,  christian  education,  and  the  winning  of  all 
men  to  Christ  to  the  end  of  the  earth.  To  co-operate  with  the 
North  Carolina  State  Baptist  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  in  a  world  mission  program. 

3.  MEMBERSHIP.  A.  This  body  shall  be  composed  of  Pastors 
of  affiliated  churches  and  missions  and  elected  messengers  from 
the  churches  and  missions  affiliated  with  the  body.  Each  church 
and  mission  shall  be  entitled  to  three  elected  messengers  plus  Pas- 
tor for  the  first  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof  and  one 
additional  messenger  for  each  one  hundred  members  or  major 
fraction  thereof  above  the  first  one  hundred,  provided  that  no 
church  or  mission  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  eight  messengers. 
When  such  messengers  are  approved  by  the  credentials  committee 
and  the  association  they  shall  be  seated  and  entitled  to  participate 
in  the  affairs  of  the  body.  Such  messengers  shall  be  duly  certified 
in  the  annual  church  letters  to  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

B.  Churches  from  another  association  of  Missionary  Baptist 
Churches,  or  newly  organized  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  may  pe- 
tition by  letter  for  membership  in  this  association.  The  letter  of 
petition  shall  be  submitted  to  the  missions  committee  not  later 
than  thirty  (30)  days  preceding  the  annual  session.  Upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  missions  committee,  the  church  may  be  received 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present. 

C.  Any  church  may  be  granted  a  letter  of  dismission  to  unite 
with  another  association  by  presenting  a  written  request  of  same 
to  the  clerk  of  the  association  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  association,  to  be  voted  on  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  association.  The  association  may  withdraw  fellowship  from 
any  church  which  fails  to  cooperate  over  a  period  of  time  in  ful- 
filling the  purposes  of  the  association. 
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4.  OFFICERS.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  mod- 
erator, vice-moderator,  clerk,  treasurer,  and  historian.  These  offi- 
cers shall  be  nominated  and  elected  by  the  association  during  the 
1st  or  2nd  session  of  the  annual  meeting.  They  shall  serve  until 
the  close  of  the  following  annual  session  of  the  association  or  until 
their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  installed.  These  officers  shall 
be  nominated  from  the  floor  and  elected  by  standing  vote  unless 
another  plan  is  adopted  by  2/3  majority  vote  by  the  annual  asso- 
ciational  meeting.  The  moderator  and  the  vice-moderator  shall  be 
limited  to  not  more  than  two  (2)  successive  years  of  service.  The 
duties  of  these  officers  shall  be  those  usually  incumbent  upon  such 
officers. 

If  the  association  employs  a  superintendent  of  missions  and/ 
or  an  Executive  Secretary,  these  workers  shall  be  considered  as 
officers  of  the  association.  Such  additional  officers  shall  be  elected 
as  the  association  shall  deem  necessary  to  its  most  effective  work. 

5.  AUTHORITY.  The  association  is  an  autonomous  body  and 
therefore  reserves  the  right  to  determine  its  own  policies  and  di- 
rect its  own  business.  This  body  shall  never  exercise  any  authority 
over  any  church  or  churches  which  are  affiliated  with  it  or  which 
may  have  been  affiliated  with  it;  but  the  association  will  stand 
ready  to  lend  any  assistance  or  counsel  to  any  church  making  re- 
quest for  such  help. 

6.  ORGANIZATION.  This  body  shall  encourage  and  promote 
such  associational  organizations  as  Sunday  School,  Training  Union, 
Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Brotherhood,  and  such  other  organi- 
zations which  are  in  keeping  with  the  purpose  of  the  association, 
with  their  full  staffs  of  officers  and  programs  necessary  for  the 
promotion  of  the  work.  The  chief  officer  of  each  organization 
shall  be  elected,  or  approved  by  the  association  and  shall  function 
as  an  officer  of  the  association. 

7.  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE.  The  association  shall  have  an 
executive  committee  consisting  of  the  pastor  of  each  church  and 
mission  and  one  lay  member  from  each  church  and  mission  which 
shall  be  nominated  and  elected  for  membership  in  the  executive 
committee  by  the  church  or  mission.  The  quorum  of  the  executive 
committee  shall  be  composed  of  at  least  one  representative  from 
fifty  (507^  )percent  of  the  associational  churches  and  missions.  The 
officers  of  the  association,  namely  moderator,  vice-moderator,  clerk, 
treasurer,  historian,  superintendent  of  missions  and/or  executive 
secretary  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  the  executive  committee 
and  shall  serve  as  officers  of  the  committee,  unless  the  association 
directs  otherwise.  The  chief  officer  of  all  associational  organiza- 
tions and  chairman  of  standing  committees  are  to  become  ex  of- 
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ficio  members  of  the  executive  committee.  Ex  officio  members 
will  not  have  the  right  to  vote  unless  they  are  also  members  of  the 
executive  conamittee  elected  as  representatives  of  their  respective 
churches  and  missions. 

The  executive  committee  shall  attend  to  all  matters  of  the  as- 
sociation between  sessions;  promote  all  progress  authorized  by  the 
association;  and  carry  out  all  directives  given  by  the  association. 

It  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  association  of  all  work 
carried  on  and  all  finances  handled.  The  executive  committee  shall 
not  have  the  power  to  create  or  initiate  any  new  work  or  project 
not  contained  in  the  reports  and  recommendations  of  the  previous 
meeting  of  the  association,  except  such  matters,  projects,  and  new 
work  deemed  necessary  by  three-fourths  majority  of  the  executive 
committee  members  present  for  the  advancement  of  the  associa- 
tion's work.  The  executive  committee  shall  hold  regular  quarterly 
meetings  and  special  sessions  at  the  call  of  the  moderator. 

8.  MEETINGS.  The  association  shall  hold  annual  meetings  of 
the  body  at  such  time  and  place  as  it  may  determine.  The  execu- 
tive committee  may  have  the  power  to  change  the  stated  time  and/ 
or  place  of  the  annual  meeting  in  case  of  emergency  or  necessity. 
The  executive  committee  shall  promote  such  regular  meetings  of 
its  worker's  council,  its  promotional  organizations,  and  its  standing 
committees  as  shall  prove  most  effective  for  carrying  out  the  total 
purpose  of  the  association. 

9.  COMMITTEES.  The  association  shall  have  the  following 
standing  committees  named  by  the  moderator  and  general  officers 
of  the  association  and  approved  by  the  association  before  the  close 
of  the  annual  session  to  serve  until  the  close  of  thei  next  annual 
session,  namely:  program  committee,  nominating  committee,  cre- 
dentials committee,  budget  committee  and  missions  and  evange- 
lism committee,  and  such  additional  committees  as  seems  needed. 
All  organizations  of  the  association  shall  name  their  own  officers 
and  leaders  except  the  chief  officer. 

Any  other  committees  deemed  necessary  by  the  executive  com- 
mittee and  not  elected  or  provided  for  by  the  annual  meeting  nor 
otherwise  provided  for  in  the  constitution  shall  be  elected,  or  ap- 
proved, by  the  executive  committee. 

10.  AMENDMENTS.  This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any 
regular  annual  session  of  the  association  by  a  two-thirds  majority 
of  the  messengers  present,  provided  notice  of  such  change  has  been 
given  in  writing  at  the  previous  quarterly  executive  committee 
meeting  and  provided  it  is  read  in  the  first  session  of  the  annual 
meeting  and  voted  on  in  another  session  of  the  annual  meeting. 
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11.  BYLAWS. 

1.  In  parliamentary  procedure  the  body  shall  be  governed  by 
Kerfoot's  Parliamentary  Law. 

2.  The  fiscal  year  for  the  association  shall  be  from  the  first 
day  of  October  to  the  last  day  of  September  inclusive.  Annual  re- 
ports to  the  association  shall  cover  this  period. 

3.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  association  shall  be  in  the  month 
of  October.  The  exact  days  and  place  shall  be  recommended  by 
the  nominating  committee,  or  other  committee  authorized  by  the 
association,  and  approved  by  the  body.  The  executive  committee 
may  make  such  adjustment  in  the  time  and  place  of  the  annual 
meeting  as  may  become  necessary  because  of  circumstances  which 
develop  after  the  close  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  whole  body. 

4.  All  officers  of  the  association  must  be  members  of  churches 
within  the  association,  in  good  standing,  and  recognized  for  their 
knowledge  of  and  loyalty  to  Southern  Baptist  doctrines  and  pro- 
grams. 

5.  Duties  of  the  officers  shall  be  as  follows: 

THE  MODERATOR  shall  call  to  order  and  preside  over  the 
meetings  of  the  association  and  the  executive  committee,  and  di- 
rect the  affairs  of  the  association  in  an  orderly  manner  and  chris- 
tian spirit.  (He  may  for  good  reason  ask  other  officers  or  members 
of  the  body  to  preside  at  times). 

THE  VICE  -  MODERATOR  may,  if  the  moderator  so  directs, 
preside  over  the  sessions  of  the  association  or  executive  committee. 
He  shall  preside  over  other  meetings  in  the  absence  of  the  mod- 
erator and  shall  assist  the  moderator  in  such  ways  as  he  may  direct. 

THE  CLERK  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  record  of  all  busi- 
ness of  the  association  and  the  executive  committee,  and  of  all  rec- 
ommendations of  the  association  or  executive  committee.  At  each 
meeting  he  shall  be  prepared  to  read  all  minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting.  All  records  for  at  least  one  year  shall  be  on  hand  at  each 
meeting. 

THE  TREASURER  shall  receive  all  funds  of  and  for  the  as- 
sociation, not  otherwise  designed  and  shall  disburse  all  funds  in 
accordance  with  the  adopted  associational  budget,  or  according  to 
the  specific  instructions  of  the  association  upon  receipt  of  a  bill 
or  voucher  properly  authorized. 

He  shall  keep  accurate  records  of  all  monies  received,  with 
sources  and  designations  of  same.  He  shall  make  reports  to  the 
regular  meetings  of  the  executive  committee  and  annual  meeting 
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of  the  association  and  have  the  same  approved.  The  executive 
committee  shall  have  the  treasurer's  reports  audited  at  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year,  and  report  the  same  to  the  annual  association 
for  approval.  (It  is  wise  to  have  the  treasurer  bonded  and  insured.) 

THE  HISTORIAN  shall  write  in  orderly  form  the  events  of 
the  association,  beginning  with  its  organization.  The  association 
should  request  the  churches  and  individuals  who  may  possess  his- 
torical information  about  the  association  to  make  it  accessible  to 
the  historian.  He  shall  make  records  of  current  events  of  each 
fiscal  year  and  read  his  annual  chapter  to  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  association  for  adoption. 

6.  All  associational  organizations  and  regular  committees  shall 
make  reports  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  executive  committee 
and/or  to  the  association.  The  executive  committee  shall  exercise 
authority  over  these  organizations  and  committees  only  to  the 
extent  of  determining  whether  they  are  working  within  the  bounds 
of  the  organizational  programs  as  approved  by  the  association. 

7.  A  place  shall  be  made  on  the  order  of  business  for  miscel- 
laneous business  at  each  session  of  the  association. 

8.  A  sermon  on  doctrines  and  one  on  missions  shall  be  provid- 
ed for  at  each  annual  meeting.  Addresses  on  assigned  topics  re- 
lating to  phases  of  our  Baptist  work  shall  be  provided  for  by  the 
program   committee. 

9.  Messengers  to  the  association  shall  be  accorded  equal  rights 
and  privileges  of  the  floor,  provided  each  messenger  who  desires 
to  speak  shall  rise,  address  the  moderator,  and  be  recognized  be- 
fore he  begins  to  speak.  No  messenger  shall  be  entitled  to  speak 
on  any  subject  more  than  twice  until  other  messengers  desiring  to 
speak  have  been  heard.  Upon  request  of  a  messenger  and  by  con- 
sent of  the  body,  the  moderator  may  invite  a  visitor  to  speak  dur- 
ing a  discussion. 

10.  The  bylaws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  of  the 
association  by  a  majority  vote  of  messengers  present,  provided 
such  amendment  has  been  read  to  the  body  not  later  than  the  sec- 
ond session,  and  is  voted  on  before  the  last  session. 

AMENDMENT 

Amendment  that  this  constitution  and  by-laws  be  adopted 
only  tentatively  until  the  executive  committee  meets  in  order  that 
our  people  may  have  an  opportunity  to  study  and  make  changes 
they  so  desire.  In  this  way,  we  will  not  be  taking  the  time  of  this 
body  in  a  lengthy  discussion.

REPORT  OF  CHILDREN'S  HOMES 

The  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  Incorporated, 
is  a  multiple  service  agency  providing  Christian  love  and  nurture 
for  more   than  800   deserving   boys   and  girls  annually. 

The  three  homes  are:  Mills  Home  at  Thomasville  with  311 
children,  Kennedy  Home  at  Kinston  with  165,  and  Odum  Home  at 
Pembroke  with  24  children. 

There  are  160  children  in  Foster  Homes  and  40  others  who 
are  assisted  by  Mother's  Aid.  Case  work  supervision  is  afforded 
30  college  students  annually. 

Children  attend  public  school  and  participate  in  all  school 
activities.  Opportunities  for  Christian  commitment  and  spiritual 
growth  are  afforded  on  the  campuses,  in  the  cottages,  and  through 
the  Churches. 

Relatives,  pastors,  social  service  agencies,  and  interested 
friends  make  inquiries  about  admission  of  children  in  need  of  care. 
When  applications  are  received,  well  trained  case  workers  make 
a  thorough  study  of  each  situation  to  determine  the  need  and  the 
best  possible  plan  of  care  for  the  child. 

The  Social  Service  Department  of  the  Children's  Homes  affords 
case  work  services  throughout  the  state.  Individuals,  families, 
pastors,  and  Churches  are  entitled  to  this  help  upon  request. 

The  Baptist  Child  Care  Program  is  supported  through  the  Co- 
operative Program  31.5  per  cent.  Thanksgiving  Offerings  31.1  per 
cent,  Once-A-Month  Offerings  21.9  per  cent.  Special  Gifts  and 
Endowment  15.5  per  cent. 

Income  for  the  past  three  years  has  not  been  sufficient  to  meet 
minimum  needs.  Many  children  have  been  denied  a  Christian 
home  whom  we  should  have  served.  An  increased  Thanksgiving 
Offering  is  imperative  this  year. 
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John  E.  Roberts  became  Editor  of  CHARITY  AND  CHIL- 
DREN, June  1,  1960.  We  invision,  under  his  editorship,  this  paper 
making  an  increasing  contribution  to  the  total  life  of  our  Baptist 
people. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  will  continue  to  love  and  serve  de- 
pendent children.  No  other  object  is  so  worthy  of  service  and  sac- 
rifice. Many  areas  of  unmet  need  confront  us  each  day.  Your 
continued  interest  and  increasing  support  will  help  us  meet  them.

REPORT  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA  HOMES  FOR  AGED 

We  thank  God  for  the  marvelous  work  that  Brother  James  M. 
Hayes,  Sr.,  has  done  during  the  past  nine  years.  No  man  could 
have  worked  harder,  or  accomplished  more,  than  this  dedicated  man 
of  God. 

On  July  1st,  I960,  this  heavy  and  challenging  responsibility  was 
laid  upon  the  shoulders  of  Brother  William  A.  Poole;  truly,  this  man 
of  God  will  build  and  expand  the  ministry  to  the  aging  of  the  King- 
dom of  God. 

At  the  present,  there  are  sixty  applicants  on  the  waiting  list,  and 
new  inquiries  and  applications  pouring  in  daily.  We  now  have  a  total 
of  106  residents  in  our  three  Homes:  Resthaven — 20;  Albemarle — 34; 
Headquarters — 52.  Even  with  our  new  facilities,  it  is  not  unrealistic 
to  say  that  we  could  fill  rooms  up  to  500  in  the  next  two  years.  We 
must  attempt  great  things  for  God  and  expect  great  things  from  God 
as  we  plan  for  the  future  in  our  ministry  ta  the  ever-growing  number 
of  the  aging  who  need  the  loving  care  of  North  Carolina  Baptists. 

One  of  the  life-lines  in  our  work  is  the  vital  relationship  that 
we  have  with  the  Pastors  and  Churches  in  our  convention.  We 
could  not  operate  without  this  very  important  and  blessed  tie  that 
binds.  We  are  increasingly  depending  upon  the  prayers  and  the 
financial  support  of  the  churches. 

Psalm  71:9  "Cast  me  not  off  in  time  of  old  age,  Forsake  me 
not  when  my  strength  faileth." 

God  help  our  churches,  in  the  new  association,  not  to  cast  off 
one  of  God's  aging  children,  and  neither  forsake  them  in  the  time 
of  life  when  they  need  us  m.ost. 
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Let  it  be  known  throughout  our  churches  that  there  is  noth- 
ing to  hinder  any  needy  aging  person  in  our  midst  from  coming 
to  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Home  for  the  aging  except  for  lack 
of  space.

REPORT   ON    CHRISTIAN   EDUCATION 

Baptist  of  North  Carolina  carry  on  their  Christian  Education 
program  primarily  through  our  seven  Baptist  colleges.  This  pro- 
gram of  Christian  higher  education  ranks  second  only  to  Texas. 
About  8,000  students  are  enrolled  each  year  in  these  colleges  .  .  . 
more  than  one-eighth  of  all  college  students  in  North  Carolina. 
All  seven  of  our  colleges  are  fully  accredited,  and  all  of  them 
major  in  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences.  Six  of  our  seven  Baptist 
colleges  are  co-educational;   Meredith  is   for   women  only. 

Lack  of  sufficient  FUNDS  is  our  most  serious  problem,  as  we 
face  a  large  increase  in  operating  expenses  on  the  one  hand  and 
a  great  need  for  enlarged  facilities  on  the  other.  The  annual  op- 
erating expenses  of  these  seven  colleges  total  more  than  $10,000,000. 
Of  this  amount  the  Cooperative  Program  provides  only  $1,500,000, 
which  is  not  nearly  enough. 

A  45  Million  Dollar  Christian  Education  program  of  Enlarge- 
ment is  being  projected,  studied,  and  planned  by  a  Special  Com- 
mittee of  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  It  is  our  understanding 
hhat  this  Enlargement  program  will  come  before  our  coming  Bap- 
■ist  State  Convention. 

Forty-Five  Million  Dollars  seems  like  an  enormous  sum  to 
raise  during  the  next  10  years,  but  according  to  facts  and  figures 
"'^^en  by  our  Baptist  Council  on  Christian  Education,  the  price  of 
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a  package  of  cigarettes  or  a  carton  of  soft  drinks  .  .  .  just  25  cents 
per  week — given  by  Baptist  church  members  in  North  Carolina — 
would,  in  just  5  years,  provide  50  Million  Dollars  for  our  Chris- 
tian Education  Enlargement  program.

This  is  more  than  a 

slogan.    It  is  the  deep   conviction   of  the  American  Bible  Society 

and  of  all  who  recognize  their  stewardship  of  the  Word  of  God. 

If  the  people  of  the  world  are  to  know  Jesus  Christ  the  one 

hope  of  men  and  nations,  they  m.ust  have  the  Bible. 

Each  person  must  have  the  Bible  in  his  own  language  because 
it  speaks  to  his  heart  as  no  other  language  can  speak. 

But,  in  most  countries,  people  cannot  afford  even  the  cost  of 
printing  the  Scriptures. 

The  Bible  is  the  essential  tool  of  missions  and  evangelism. 
The  missionary  uses  it  in  all  his  work.  The  Bible  itself  is  a  mis- 
sionary. It  can  go  where  the  human  missionary  cannot  go.  It  can 
stay  on  after  he  must  leave — and  keep  on  speaking  to  a  person's 
heart. 

The  American  Bible  Socitey  is  an  active  partner  of  Southern 
Baptists.  It  serves  every  form  of  Southern  Baptist  mission  work 
at  home  and  abroad.  It  helps  missionaries  to  translate  the  Bible. 
It  publishes  without  note  or  comment  and  distributes  without  prof- 
it, usually  below  cost. 

During  1959  the  American  Bible  Society — 
— donated  more  than  a  million  Scripture  volumes  for  distribution 
by  the  Chaplains  to  our  Armed  Forces  and  to  patients  in  Vet- 
erans'   Hospitals,     providing    a    vital    link    between    the    home 
churches  and  the  men  and  women  in  service. 
— approached  its  125th  anniversary  of  supplying  Scriptures  for  the 
Blind,  far  below  cost,  in  Braille  and  other  raised-letter  systems 
and  on  Talking  Book  records. 
— rejoiced  that  some  part  of  the  Bible  has  been  published  in  1151 
languages:  the  full  Bible  in  219,  a  Testament  in  271   more  and 
a  Gospel  or  other  complete  book  in  661  more. 
— continued  to  supply  Scriptures  in   such  strategic  areas  as  West 
Germany  and  other  lands  along  the  Iron  Curtain,  Africa,  Latin 
America,  Japan,   Korea  and  India  —  and  to  many  Chinese  now 
living  in  other  countries  outside  the  communistcontrolled  China 
mainland. 
— distributed  a  total  of  more  than  171/2  million  Scripture  volumes. 
This  was  an  increase  over  the   15  million  volumes  averaged  in 
recent  years,  but  still  short  of  urgent  needs. 
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Last  year  all  the  Bible  Societies  of  the  world  together  dis- 
tributed over  27  million  volumes  of  Scriptures.  But,  that  is  less 
than  the  number  of  people  who  learn  to  read  each  year! 

Many  people  around  the  world  now  wait  for  the  Bible — wait 
for  gifts  to  the  Bible  Society  to  make  up  the  difference  between 
the  cost  and  the  price  they  can  pay.    How  long  must  they  wait? 

SOUTHERN  BAPTISTS   SUPPORT  THE  WORK 

Because  the  Bible  Society  serves  mission  work — and  Southern 
Baptist  missionaries  depend  on  the  Society  for  Scriptures  they 
need  for  their  people — Southern  Baptist  churches  believe  in  the 
missionary  importance  of  giving  to  the  American  Bible  Society. 

One  year,  1958,  Southern  Baptist  churches  led  all  denomina- 
tions in  gifts  to  the  American  Bible  Society.

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NEW  RIVER  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

Constitution 

1.  NAME.  The  name  of  this  association  shall  be  the  New  River 
Baptist  Association,  co-operating  with  the  North  Carolina  State 
Baptist  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

2.  PURPOSE.  The  purpose  of  this  association  shall  be  to  pro- 
mote Christian  fellowship  and  co-operation  among  the  churches 
affiliated  with  the  association;  to  uphold  the  doctrines  and  prin- 
ciples of  our  Baptist  faith  and  to  encourage  the  churches  to  be 
loyal  to  and  practice  these  doctrines  and  principles;  to  promote 
the  preaching  and  teaching  of  God's  Word,  and  the  enlisting  and 
training  of  all  Christians  for  service;  to  promote  missions,  benevo- 
lence, stewardship,  christian  education,  and  the  winning  of  all 
men  to  Christ  to  the  end  of  the  earth.  To  co-operate  with  the 
North  Carolina  State  Baptist  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  in  a  world  mission  program. 

3.  MEMBERSHIP.  A.  This  body  shall  be  composed  of  Pastors 
of  affiliated  churches  and  missions  and  elected  messengers  from 
the  churches  and  missions  affiliated  with  the  body.  Each  church 
and  mission  shall  be  entitled  to  three  elected  messengers  plus  Pas- 
tor for  the  first  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof  and  one 
additional  messenger  for  each  one  hundred  members  or  major 
fraction  thereof  above  the  first  one  hundred,  provided  that  no 
church  or  mission  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  eight  messengers. 
When  such  messengers  are  approved  by  the  credentials  committee 
and  the  association  they  shall  be  seated  and  entitled  to  participate 
in  the  affairs  of  the  body.  Such  messengers  shall  be  duly  certified 
in  the  annual  church  letters  to  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

B.  Churches  from  another  association  of  Missionary  Baptist 
Churches,  or  newly  organized  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  may  pe- 
tition by  letter  for  membership  in  this  association.  The  letter  of 
petition  shall  be  submitted  to  the  missions  committee  not  later 
than  thirty  (30)  days  preceding  the  annual  session.  Upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  missions  committee,  the  church  may  be  received 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present. 

C.  Any  church  may  be  granted  a  letter  of  dismission  to  unite 
with  another  association  by  presenting  a  written  request  of  same 
to  the  clerk  of  the  association  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  association,  to  be  voted  on  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  association.  The  association  may  withdraw  fellowship  from 
any  church  which  fails  to  cooperate  over  a  period  of  time  in  ful- 
filling the  purposes  of  the  association. 
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4.  OFFICERS.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  mod- 
erator, vice-moderator,  clerk,  treasurer,  and  historian.  These  offi- 
cers shall  be  nominated  and  elected  by  the  association  during  the 
1st  or  2nd  session  of  the  annual  meeting.  They  shall  serve  until 
the  close  of  the  following  annual  session  of  the  association  or  until 
their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  installed.  These  officers  shall 
be  nominated  form  the  floor  and  elected  by  standing  vote  unless 
another  plan  is  adopted  by  2/3  majority  vote  by  the  annual  asso- 
ciational  meeting.  The  moderator  and  the  vice-moderator  shall  be 
limited  to  not  more  than  two  (2)  successive  years  of  service.  The 
duties  of  these  officers  shall  be  those  usually  incumbent  upon  such 
officers. 

If  the  association  employs  a  superintendent  of  missions  and/ 
or  an  Executive  Secretary,  these  workers  shall  be  considered  as 
officers  of  the  association.  Such  additional  officers  shall  be  elected 
as  the  association  shall  deem  necessary  to  its  most  effective  work. 

5.  AUTHORITY.  The  association  is  an  autonomous  body  and 
therefore  reserves  the  right  to  determine  its  own  policies  and  di- 
rect its  own  business.  This  body  shall  never  exercise  any  authority 
over  any  church  or  churches  which  are  affiliated  with  it  or  which 
may  have  been  affiliated  with  it;  but  the  association  will  stand 
ready  to  lend  any  assistance  or  counsel  to  any  church  making  re- 
quest for  such  help. 

6.  ORGANIZATION.  This  body  shall  encourage  and  promote 
such  additional  organizations  as  Sunday  School,  Ttaining  Union, 
Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Brotherhood,  and  such  other  organi- 
zations which  are  in  keeping  with  the  purpose  of  the  association, 
with  their  full  staff  of  officers  and  programs  necessary  for  the 
promotion  of  the  work.  The  chief  officer  of  each  organization 
shall  be  elected,  or  approved  by  the  association  and  shall  function 
as  an  officer  of  the  association. 

7.  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE.  The  association  shall  have  an 
executive  committee  consisting  of  the  pastor  of  each  church  and 
mission  and  one  lay  member  from  each  church  and  mission  which 
shall  be  nominated  and  elected  for  membership  in  the  executive 
committee  by  the  church  or  mission.  The  quorum  of  the  executive 
committee  shall  be  composed  of  at  least  one  representative  from 
fifty  (50%) percent  of  the  associational  churches  and  missions.  The 
officers  of  the  association,  namely  moderator,  vice-moderator,  clerk, 
treasurer,  historian,  superintendent  of  missions  and/or  executive 
secretary  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  the  executive  committee 
and  shall  serve  as  officers  of  the  committee,  unless  the  association 
directs  otherwise.  The  chief  officer  of  all  associational  organiza- 
tions and  chairman  of  standing  committees  are  to  become  ex  of-

will  not  have  the  right  to  vote  unless  they  are  also  members  of  the 
executive  committee  elected  as  representatives  of  their  respective 
churches  and  missions. 

The  executive  committee  shall  attend  to  all  matters  of  the  as- 
sociation between  sessions;  promote  all  progress  authorized  by  the 
association;  and  carry  out  all  directives  given  by  the  association. 

It  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  association  of  all  work 
carried  on  and  all  finances  handled.  The  executive  committee  shall 
not  have  the  power  to  create  or  initiate  any  new  work  or  project 
not  contained  in  the  reports  and  recommendations  of  the  previous 
meeting  of  the  association,  except  such  matters,  projects,  and  new 
work  deemed  necessary  by  three-fourths  majority  of  the  executive 
committee  members  present  for  the  advancement  of  the  associa- 
tion's work.  The  executive  committee  shall  hold  regular  quarterly 
meetings  and  special  sessions  at  the  call  of  the  moderator. 

8.  MEETINGS.  The  association  shall  hold  annual  meetings  of 
the  body  at  such  time  and  place  as  it  may  determine.  The  execu- 
tive committee  may  have  the  power  to  change  the  stated  time  and/ 
or  place  of  the  annual  meeting  in  case  of  emergency  or  necessity. 
The  executive  committee  shall  promote  such  regular  meetings  of 
its  worker's  council,  its  promotional  organizations,  and  its  standing 
committees  as  shall  prove  most  effective  for  carrying  out  the  total 
purpose  of  the  association. 

9.  COMMITTEES.  The  association  shall  have  the  following 
standing  committees  named  by  the  moderator  and  general  officers 
of  the  association  and  approved  by  the  association  before  the  close 
of  the  annual  session  to  serve  until  the  close  of  thei  next  annual 
session,  namely:  program  committee,  nominating  committee,  cre- 
dentials committee,  budget  committee  and  missions  and  evange- 
lism committee,  and  such  additional  committees  as  seems  needed. 
All  organizations  of  the  association  shall  name  their  own  officers 
and  leaders  except  the  chief  officer. 

Any  other  committees  deemed  necessary  by  the  executive  com- 
mittee and  not  elected  or  provided  for  by  the  annual  meeting  nor 
otherwise  provided  for  in  the  constitution  shall  be  elected,  or  ap- 
proved, by  the  executive  committee. 

10.  AMENDMENTS.  This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any 
regular  annual  session  of  the  association  by  a  two-thirds  majority 
of  the  messengers  present,  provided  notice  of  such  change  has  been 
given  in  writing  at  the  previous  quarterly  executive  committee 
meeting  and  provided  it  is  read  in  the  first  session  of  the  annual 
meeting  and  voted  on  in  another  session  of  the  annual  meeting. 
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11.  BYLAWS. 

1.  In  parliamentary  procedure  the  body  shall  be  governed  by 
Kerfoot's  Parliamentary  Law. 

2.  The  fiscal  year  for  the  association  shall  be  from  the  first 
day  of  October  to  the  last  day  of  September  inclusive.  Annual  re- 
ports to  the  association  shall  cover  this  period. 

3.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  association  shall  be  in  the  month 
of  October.  The  exact  days  and  place  shall  be  recommended  by 
the  nominating  committee,  or  other  committee  authorized  by  the 
association,  and  approved  by  the  body.  The  executive  committee 
may  make  such  adjustment  in  the  time  and  place  of  the  annual 
meeting  as  may  become  necessary  because  of  circumstances  which 
develop  after  the  close  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  whole  body. 

4.  All  officers  of  the  association  must  be  members  of  churches 
within  the  association,  in  good  standing,  and  recognized  for  their 
knowledge  of  and  loyalty  to  Southern  Baptist  doctrines  and  pro- 
grams. 

5.  Duties  of  the  officers  shall  be  as  follows: 

THE  MODERATOR  shall  call  to  order  and  preside  over  the 
meetings  of  the  association  and  the  executive  committee,  and  di- 
rect the  affairs  of  the  association  in  an  orderly  manner  and  chris- 
tian spirit.  (He  may  for  good  reason  ask  other  officers  or  members 
of  the  body  to  preside  at  times). 

THE  VICE  -  MODERATOR  may,  if  the  moderator  so  directs, 
preside  over  the  sessions  of  the  association  or  executive  committee. 
He  shall  preside  over  other  meetings  in  the  absence  of  the  mod- 
erator and  shall  assist  the  moderator  in  such  ways  as  he  may  direct. 

THE  CLERK  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  record  of  all  busi- 
ness of  the  association  and  the  executive  committee,  and  of  all  rec- 
ommendations of  the  association  or  executive  committee.  At  each 
meeting  he  shall  be  prepared  to  read  all  minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting.  All  records  for  at  least  one  year  shall  be  on  hand  at  each 
meeting. 

THE  TREASURER  shall  receive  all  funds  of  and  for  the  as- 
sociation, not  otherwise  designed  and  shall  disburse  all  funds  in 
accordance  with  the  adopted  associational  budget,  or  according  to 
the  specific  instructions  of  the  association  upon  receipt  of  a  bill 
or  voucher  properly  authorized. 

He  shall  keep  accurate  records  of  all  monies  received,  with 
sources  and  designations  of  same.  He  shall  make  reports  to  the 
regular  meetings  of  the  executive  committee  and  annual  meeting 
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of  the  association  and  have  the  same  approved.  The  executive 
committee  shall  have  the  treasurer's  reports  audited  at  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year,  and  report  the  same  to  the  annual  association 
for  approval.  (It  is  wise  to  have  the  treasurer  bonded  and  insured.) 

THE  HISTORIAN  shall  write  in  orderly  form  the  events  of 
the  association,  beginning  with  its  organization.  The  association 
should  request  the  churches  and  individuals  who  may  possess  his- 
torical information  about  the  association  to  make  it  accessible  to 
the  historian.  He  shall  make  records  of  current  events  of  each 
fiscal  year  and  read  his  annual  chapter  to  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  association  for  adoption. 

6.  All  associational  organizations  and  regular  committees  shall 
make  reports  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  executive  committee 
and/ or  to  the  association.  The  executive  committee  shall  exercise 
authority  over  these  organizations  and  committees  only  to  the 
extent  of  determining  whether  they  are  working  within  the  bounds 
of  the  organizational  programs  as  approved  by  the  association. 

7.  A  place  shall  be  made  on  the  order  of  business  for  miscel- 
laneous business  at  each  session  of  the  association. 

8.  A  sermon  on  doctrines  and  one  on  missions  shall  be  provid- 
ed for  at  each  annual  meeting.  Addresses  on  assigned  topics  re- 
lating to  phases  of  our  Baptist  work  shall  be  provided  for  by  the 
program   committee. 

9.  Messengers  to  the  association  shall  be  accorded  equal  rights 
and  privileges  of  the  floor,  provided  each  messenger  who  desires 
to  speak  shall  rise,  address  the  moderator,  and  be  recognized  be- 
fore he  begins  to  speak.  No  messenger  shall  be  entitled  to  speak 
on  any  subject  more  than  twice  until  other  messengers  desiring  to 
speak  have  been  heard.  Upon  request  of  a  messenger  and  by  con- 
sent of  the  body,  the  moderator  may  invite  a  visitor  to  speak  dur- 
ing a  discussion. 

10.  The  bylaws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  of  the 
association  by  a  majority  vote  of  messengers  present,  provided 
such  amendment  has  been  read  to  the  body  not  later  than  the  sec- 
ond session,  and  is  voted  on  before  the  last  session.

1961   SESSION  —  FIRST  DAY,   OCTOBER  26,   1961 
RICHLANDS  CHURCH 

1.  The  second  annual  session  of  the  New  River  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation was  called  to  order  at  9:30  a.m.,  October  26,  1961,  by  the 
Moderator,  D.  M.  Clemmons,  at  the  Richlands  Baptist  Church. 

After  the  singing  of  "All  Hail  The  Power  Of  Jesus'  Name" 
Harold  Smith  led  in  a  devotional  with  scripture  and  prayer. 

2.  The  moderator  called  on  the  clerk  for  a  report  on  registra- 
tion. The  clerk  reported  all  25  churches  represented.  The  modera- 
tor then  declared  the  association  duly  constituted. 

3.  M.  R.  Haire  presented  the  report  of  the  Program  Committee 
and  moved  its  adoption.    The  motion  carried. 

4.  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  presented  by  clerk. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

5.  The  moderator  asked  the  associational  treasurer  to  make 
the  Financial  Report  at  this  time.  Brother  P.  E.  Thigpen,  treasurer, 
gave  his  report  and  moved  it  be  adopted.    His  report  was  adopted. 

The  two  reports  mentioned  above  are  given  in  detail  under  the 
topic   "Reports"   elsewhere  in  the  Minutes. 

6.  At  this  time  the  various  committees  were  elected.  They  are 
listed  under  the  title  "Committees"  elsewhere  in  the  Minutes. 

7.  The  moderator  recognized  Brother  Emmet  Barbee  from  the 
Richlands  Baptist  Church  who  expressed  words  of  welcome  to  the 
association  who  were  visiting  the  Richlands  Baptist  Church. 

8.  Brother  B.  M.  Smith,  vice-moderator,  recognized  all  the 
pastors  and  visitors  who  were  present. 

9.  Brother  Smith  then  introduced  Brother  D.  M.  Clemmons 
who  rose  to  give  the  moderator's  address. 

Brother  Clemmons  pointed  out  among  other  things  that: 

(1)  This  is  a  volunteer  body  of  cooperating  churches. 

(2)  The  more  we  cooperate  the  greater  the  fruits  of  our  labor. 

(3)  We  had  had  some  great  historical  highlights  in  the  organiza- 
tion of  our  association.  :      . 

(4)  That  the  future  of  our  association  is  bright. 

(5)  We  are  situated  in  great  opportunities. 

(6)  That  there  is  nothing  greater  than  to  be  a  witness  for  Christ 
in  the  world. 

(7)  The  messengers  and   pastors   should   lead  their  churches  to   a 
new  commitment  to  missions. 
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10.  The  moderator  recognized  Brother  C.  W.  Bazemore,  asso- 
ciation editor  of  the  "Biblical  Recorder,"  who  asked  permission  to 
speak  for  five  minutes.    Permission  was  granted. 

11.  After  the  hymn,  "Send  Me  Light,"  the  moderator  intro- 
duced Dr.  Douglas  M.  Branch  who  brought  a  message  on  "World 
Missions." 

Dr.  Branch  pointed  out  that  the  *'World  Missions"  concept  is 
being  introduced  by  our  leaders. 

He  also  pointed  out  that  the  Cooperative  Program  is  an  adven- 
ture of  faith  and  fellowship  and  it  points  to  greater  opportunity 
for  spiritual  advance  throughout  the  world. 

He  ended  by  affirming  that  we  must  ask  the  question,  "Do 
We  Care?". 

12.  Brother  Joe  Richards  read  the  scripture  after  which  Broth- 
er E.  J.  Hines  preached  the  annual  sermon.  Brother  Hines  preached 
on  the  subiect:  "The  Lordship  of  Jesus." 

This  concluded  the  morning  session  at  Richlands. 

—  AFTERNOON  SESSION  ~  OCTOBER  26,  1961 

13.  The  afternoon  session  was  begun  by  singing  of  the  hymn, 
"Leaning  on  Jesus."  After  the  hymn  Brother  A.  F.  Yarborough 
gave  the  opening  scripture  and  prayer. 

14.  The  Brotherhood  of  the  Richlands  Baptist  Church  present- 
ed a  new  gavel  to  the  New  River  Baptist  Association.  The  gavel 
came  from  new  wood  from  the  banks  of  the  New  River  in  the  New 
River  Association.  The  gift  was  graciously  accep'^ed  by  the  asso- 
ciation. 

15.  The  moderator  recognized  Dr.  Mallard  Brown  who  pre- 
sented the  following  resolution: 

"That  the  New  River  Baptist  Association  approve  a  35%  in- 
crease in  Cooperative  Giving  as  part  of  our  Advance  Program  in 
Christian  Education."  The  resolution  was  adopted. 

16.  At  this  time  the  association  elected  the  General  Officers 
of  the  Association. 

(1)  Brother  D.  M.  Clemmons,  our  present  moderator,  resigned.  The 
association  rose  to  its  feet  to  express  gratitude  and  apprecia- 
tion for  the  service  of  Brother  Clemmons. 

(2)  Dr.  A.  E.  Thompson  was  elected  as  moderator  without  any 
opposition. 

(3)  B.  M.  Smith  was  elected  as  vice-moderator  without  any  op- 
position. 

(4)  Norman  Aycock  was  elected  clerk  without  any  opposition. 

(5)  P.  R.  Mitchell  was  elected  as  treasurer  without  any  opposition. 

(6)  E.  H.  Canady  was  elected  as  historian  without  any  opposition. 
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17.  Brother  A.  F.  Yarborough  made  a  moiton  that:  "The  clerk 
be  paid  $100.00  per  year.  Also  that  the  clerks  be  reembursed  for 
money  spent  on  work  already  done."    The  motion  carried. 

18.  Brother  Willard  gave  a  report  on  a  survey  which  had  been 
made  in  the  Landing  area.  He  reported  that  there  were  85  poten- 
tial Baptists  in  the  Tar  Landing  area.  He  also  stated  that  one  lot, 
heaters,  and  piano  had  been  donated  but  no  building. 

Brother  Junie  Barnes  made  a  motion  that  this  matter  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Missions  Committee.    The  motion  carried. 

19.  Brother  O.  Lee  Gregory  presented  the  report  on  our  Chil- 
dren's Homes  and  introduced  Dr.  W.  C.  Reed  who  spoke  on  the 
report.    Report  wsa  adopted. 

20.  Brother  A.  C.  Williams  presented  the  report  on  the  Homes 
for  the  Aging  and  presented  William  A.  Poole  who  spoke  about 
the  report.    The  report  was  adopted. 

21.  Brother  W.  T.  Lundy  who  had  the  report  on  the  Baptist 
Hospital  was  absent  but  his  report  was  adopted  as  written  in  the 
advance  reports. 

22.  Brother  McNight  of  Chowan  College  spoke  briefly  and 
gave  an  invitation  to  the  association  to  visit  Chowan  College. 

23.  For  a  complete  treatment  of  the  above  reports  see  the  sec- 
tion on  "Reports"  elsewhere  in  the  Minutes. 

24.  The  moderator  called  on  clerk  to  give  a  record  of  attend- 
ance for  the  day.  The  clerk  reported  83  messengers,  19  alternates, 
and  150  visitors. 

25.  The  session  was  adjourned  for  the  day. 

1961   SESSION  —  SECOND  DAY,   OCTOBER  27,   1961 
ENON   CHAPEL  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

MORNING   SESSION 

26.  This  session  was  opened  by  the  group  singing  "Footsteps 
of  Jesus,"  after  which  Brother  T.  H.  Williams  led  in  a  devotion 
with  scripture  and  prayer. 

27.  The  moderator  recognized  Brother  Clyde  Whitehead,  pas- 
tor of  the  Enon  Chapel  Baptist  Church,  who  expressed  words  of 
welcome   to   the   association. 

28.  All  guests  of  the  session  were  recognized  and  welcomed. 

29.  Brother  Jimmy  Scales  gave  the  Sunday  School  report. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

30.  Brother  A.  Z.  Gurganus  gave  the  Vacation  Bible  School 
report.    The  report  was  adopted. 
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31.  Brother  Paul  Nix  gave  the  Training  Union  Report.  The 
report  was  adopted. 

32.  Brother  L.  D.  Stubbs  gave  a  report  on  the  Brotherhood 
work.    The  report  was  adopted. 

33.  Mrs.  M.  R.  Haire  gave  the  W.M.U.  report.  She  spoke  on 
the  report  calling  attention  to  mission  needs  throughout  the  world. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

34.  Brother  Paul  Nix  raised  the  question:  "Should  the  new 
Missions  Committee  take  charge  of  the  new  requests?"  The  body- 
answered,  "Yes." 

35.  Dr.  M.  R.  Brown  rose  to  inform  the  group  that  R.  P.  Mitch- 
ell could  not  serve  as  treasurer. 

36.  After  a  discussion  on  the  matter  of  how  many  minutes  each 
church  was  to  receive  and  how  each  church  was  to  pay  for  them, 
Dr.  M.  R.  Brown  suggested  that  the  matter  be  brought  before  the 
body  in  the  afternoon  session.    His  suggestion  was  accepted. 

37.  Brother  J.  C.  Thomas  gave  the  Music  report.  The  report 
was  adopted. 

38.  Brother  M.  R.  Haire  gave  the  report  Evangelism.  In  speak- 
ing of  the  report  he  said  there  were  595  who  came  for  baptism 
and  596  who  came  by  church  letter.  This  was  a  total  of  1,191  peo- 
ple coming  into  our  churches  last  year.  He  also  reminded  the  group 
that  Dr.  Billy  Graham  would  be  coming  to  the  area  for  a  mass 
rally  on  March  18,  1962. 

The  report  was  adopted.  Dr.  Julian  Hopkins  spoke  en  the 
report. 

39.  A  motion  that  Dr.  Hopkins  be  given  25  minutes  to  speak 
was  passed. 

Dr.  Hopkins  spoke  on  the  subject  of  "Evangelism."  He  encour- 
aged our  churches  to  get  in  the  Baptist  Jubilee  Revival  efforts. 
He  also  asked  that  we  pray  for  revival  in  our  church. 

He   then  spoke  from   the  following   general   outline: 

(1)  We  are  in  a  lost  world. 

(2)  The  greatest  need  is  for  a  spiritual  aw^akening. 

(3)  The  impact  of  revival  is  seen  in  the  history  of  great  revivals. 

(4)  He  closed  with  a  reminder  that  revival  will  come  when  God's 
people  will  humble   themselves  and   pray. 

40.  Brother  Joe  Richards  gave  the  report  on  our  Baptist  slate 
paper,  the   "Biblical  Recorder."  The  report  was  adopted. 
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41.  Brother  J.  S.  Barnes  gave  the  report  on  Christian  Educa- 
tion. The  report  was  adopted.  Mr.  George  McCotter  from  Camp- 
bell College  spoke  on  the  report. 

42.  At  this  time  Mrs.  Dave  Morris  and  Mrs.  Koonce  brought 
a  message  in  special  music  after  which  Brother  Paul  Nix  delivered 
the  "Missionary  Message."  Brother  Nix  spoke  on  the  subject:  "The 
Chain  of  the  Christian  Witness." 

Brother  Nix  related  the  mission  work  of  the  church  and  the 
association. 

At  the  close  of  his  message  he  asked  that  we  pause  and  pray 
for  the  mission  work  in  our  area. 


AFTERNOON  SESSION  —  OCTOBER  27,  1961 

43.  After  a  hymn  "Faith  of  Our  Fathers,"  Brother  L.  L.  King 
led  the  devotion  with  scripture  and  prayer. 

44.  Brother  O.  Lee  Gregory  reported  on  the  matter  of  office 
supplies  for  the  associational  office.  He  said  that  further  inves- 
tigation of  the  matter  needed  to  be  made. 

He  did  make  a  motion  that  the  association  purchase  the  mimeo- 
graph machine  that  is  now  in  the  office  for  $100.00. 
The  motion  carried. 

45.  Brother  A.  Z.  Gurganus  nominated  Harold  Smith  as  asso- 
ciate clerk  of  the  association.    The  nomination  was  accepted. 

46.  Dr.  M.  R.  Brown  made  a  motion  that  the  matter  of  elect- 
ing a  treasurer  for  the  association  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee who  will  make  a  recommendation  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.   The  motion  carried. 

47.  Brother  B.  M.  Smith  gave  a  report  from  the  Nominating 
Committee.    The  report   on   nominations  was   accepted. 

48.  Dr.  M.  R.  Brown  gave  the  report  from  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee.   The  report  was  adopted. 

49.  Dr.  Brown  made  a  motion  that  "at  least  10  copies  of  the 
Associational  Minutes  be  sent  to  all  our  churches  who  support  our 
Mission  Program." 

Also  to  encourage  all  churches  to  send  in  $1.00  per  copy  for 
the  Minutes.    The  motion  carried. 

50.  Brother  Paul  Nix  gave  the  Missions  Committee  report.  The 
report  was  adopted. 
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51.  Brother  Paul  Nix  made  a  motion  that  the  following  mis- 
sion requests  be  added  to  the  Finance  Committee's  report: 

1.  New  Hope $2,400.00  (Pastor's  Supplement) 

2.  Midville $1,500   (Pastor's  Supplement). 

The  motion  carried. 

52.  Brother  M.  R.  Haire  made  a  motion  that  Paul  Nix  and  Mrs.

BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S   HOMES 

The  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  N.  C.  is  a  Christian  agency 
providing  love  and  care  for  more  than  800  deserving  boys  and 
girls  annually.  These  are  dependent  and  neglected  children  who, 
for  some  reason,  have  found  it  necessary  to  live  away  from  their 
home. 

Your  child  care  ministry  is  child  centered,  Christ  centered  and 
church  centered.  It  is  based  on  the  redemptive  plan  of  God.  These 
children  have  lost  their  parents  through  a  number  of  ways.  Work- 
ers use  all  the  skills  available,  plus  the  help  of  God,  to  establish 
in  these  children  trust  in  adults,  trust  in  self  and  trust  in  God. 

Boys  and  girls  live  at  Mills  Home,  Kennedy  Home,  and  Odum 
Home.  One  hundred  and  twenty-five  children  live  in  Christian 
foster  homes  throughout  the  state.  Some  mothers  "who'  have  lost 
husband  and  father  receive  financial  grants  in  the  home  which 
enables  them  to  keep  and  care  for  their  own  children.  Well  trained 
case  workers  are  spending  an  increasing  amount  of  time  working 
with  and  strengthening  families. 

It  became  necessary  during  the  past  year  to  reduce  the  num- 
ber of  children  in  Foster  Home  care  by  35  boys  and  girls.  At  one 
time  we  were  caring  for  162  children  in  Foster  Homes.  We  now 
have  127.  This  trend  can  be  changed  only  as  we  have  additional 
income.  Many  types  of  service  to  children  in  need  are  being  de- 
layed for  lack  of  money.

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Members  of  the  boards  of  trustees,  members  of  the  staff  and 
our  boys  and  girls  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  generous  support. 
You  have  given  these  children  love,  food,  clothing,  shelter,  school- 
ing, medical  care,  recreation,  guidance,  music  and  hundreds  of 
other  benefits. 

One  third  of  our  support  comes  at  Thanksgiving  time.  The 
Thanksgiving  offering  goal  for  1961  is  $400,000.  Help  this  to  be- 
come a  reality! 

You  may  stay  informed  about  the  child  care  program  through- 
out the  year  by  reading  CHARITY  AND  CHILDREN.  This  news- 
paper is  published  each  week  by  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes.

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NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  continues  to  try  to  serve  our  people  in 
the  fullest  measure  possible.  Last  year  it  provided  its  largest  num- 
ber of  days  of  hospital  care  and  saw  the  largest  number  of  patients 
in  the  Clinics — 78,000  visits  to  the  Out-Patient  Clinics,  from  96 
of  the  100  counties  in  the  State,  and  75,000  Private  Clinic  visits. 

The  New  Progressive  Care  Unit  was  opened  in  March,  pro- 
viding 80  beds  for  patients  who  do  not  require  the  more  expensive 
and  intensive  care  of  the  regular  hospital.  The  Hospital's  one 
regret  is  that  at  the  present  time  it  does  not  have  money  necessary 
to  open  it  to  Service  Patients.  One  of  the  most  recent  additions  is 
a  Pastor's  Library  given  by  Mrs.  Walter  M.  Williams  of  Burling- 
ton in  memory  of  her  husband.  All  Pastors  and  others  are  invited 
to   use   it  when   they  visit  the   Hospital. 

Among  the  many  needs  at  our  Hospital,  there  are  some  which 
are  acute.  One  of  the  most  pressing  needs  is  a  building  to  provide 
classrooms  and  other  facilities  for  the  eight  schools  operated  by 
the  Baptist  Hospital. 

The  need  for  enlargement  in  many  areas  are  desperately  need- 
ed and  this  leads  us  to  say  that  our  Baptist  People  must  and  tru^y 
will  come  to  our  aid. 

The  constant  need  for  Mother's  Day  Funds  for  helping  Service 
Patients  bear  the  cost  of  their  hospitalization  grows  more  and 
more  acute. 

A  new  opportunity  to  help  meet  this  need  is  now  open  in  the 
Service  Patient  Endowment  Fund.  This  is  a  permanent  endowment 
invested  by  the  Hospital's  Trustees  with  all  the  proceeds  being 
used  for  the  help  of  Service  Patients.  Gifts  in  any  amount  can  be 
made  at  any  time.  Be  made  in  one's  name,  in  memory  of  someone 
such  as  a  love  one,  or  it  can  be  placed  in  a  will.  We  hope  to  see 
this  plan  succeed  throughout  the  state.

BROTHERHOOD  REPORT 

On  November  29,  1960,  at  7:30  p.  m.,  the  first  Associational 
Brotherhood  Meeting  was  called  to  order  in  Richlands  Baptist 
Church  by  the  Associational  Brotherhood  President.

Clinic  was  conducted  in  Memorial  Baptist  Church,  Maysville.  Mr. 
Clyde  Davis,  State  Brotherhood,  and  Mr.  Bill  Jackson,  State  Royal 
Ambassador  Leader,   directed  this   most  helpful  event. 

April  21  -  28,  1961,  the  Rev.  A.  L.  Benton,  of  Atlantic  Baptist 
Association,  Master  Sgt.  Jeff  Ware  and  Dr.  A.  E.  Thompson,  both 
of  our  association,  participated  in  a  Pioneer  Baptist  Crusade  in  the 
metropolitan  area  surrounding  Columbus,  Ohio.  Mr.  Benton  was 
sponsored  by  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Swansboro.  M/Sgt.  Ware 
was  sponsored  by  Piney  Grove  Baptist  Church  and  Dr.  Thompson 
was  sponsored  by  your  Associational  Brotherhood  Department. 

May  22,  1961,  at  7:30  p.m.,  the  quarterly  meeting  was  held  in 
Beulaville  Baptist  Church.  Mr.  D.  H.  Walker,  our  Christian  Wit- 
ness Leader,  presented  the  program.  Mr.  Gary  Harthcock,  of  our 
Division  of  Evangelism  of  the  State  Baptist  Convention,  conducted 
a  splendid  presentation  on  Christian  Witnessing. 

August  21,  1961,  at  7:30  p.m.,  a  quarterly  meeting  was  held 
in  Grants  Creek  Baptist  Church  and  the  Rev.  E.  M.  Gibson,  our 
World  Missions  Leader,  presented  the  program.  Mr.  George  Mc- 
Cotter,  Director  of  Development  at  Campbell  College,  brought  a 
fine    address    on   World   Missions.     All   Associational   Brotherhood 
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leaders  for  the  new  church  year  were   approved  at  that  meeting. 

October  5,  1961,  a  Royal  Ambassador  Conclave  was  held  in 
Piney  Grove  Baptist  Church,  Swansboro.  The  Rev.  Joe  Richards, 
host  pastor,  and  the  Rev.  Paul  C.  Nix,  Associational  Royal  Am- 
bassador Leader,  planned  the  program,  which  began  at  5:30  p.m. 
with  an  address  by  Mr.  Clyde  Davis.  Dinner  was  served  at  6:30 
p.m.  The  night  session  began  at  7:30  and  Mr.  Davis  conducted  an 
Installation  Service  for  our  Associational  Brotherhood  leaders. 
Dr.  John  Shephard,  missionary  to  Jauan,  then  delivered  an  address 
on  Southern  Baptist  work  in  Japan.  There  were  231  people  present. 

October  12,  1961,  at  7:30  p.m.,  Mr.  Bill  Jackson  met  with 
leaders  from  8  churches  to  explain  the  New  Royal  Ambassador 
Program  which  went  into  effect  October  1.  This  meeting  was  held 
in  the  Piney  Grove  Baptist  Church  and  was  very  helpful  to  those 
attending. 

Brotherhood  work  was  organized  in  New  Hope  Mission  and 
Blue  Creek  Mission  during  this  year.  This  brings  the  number  of 
churches    with    Brotherhood    work   to    a    total    of    19. 

During  the  year  I  attended  the  Regional  Brotherhood  Confer- 
ence in  Whiteville,  the  Royal  Ambassador  Leadership  Training 
Clinic  in  Greenville,  and  the  State  Brotherhood  Conference  in 
Charlotte. 

This  has  been  a  busy,  but  happy,  year  of  service  and  we  look 
forward  with  great  enthusiasm  to  the  opportunities  of  growth  and 
service  in  the  new  year  before  us.

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EVANGELISM  REPORT 

There  is  evidence  of  revival  in  all  the  churches  of  the  New 
River  Association.  During  the  year,  individual  revivals  were  held 
in  the  churches  but  possibly  the  greatest  accomplishments  were 
achieved  during  the  Simultaneous  or  Jubilee  Revivals  last  spring. 
Almost  all  of  the  churches  participated. 

Representatives  of  the  Association  attended  the  state  -  wide 
Evangelistic  Clinic  in  Greensboro,  the  Evangelistic  Conference  in 
Winston-Salem,  and  an  associational  clinic  was  held  within  the 
association. 

Great  plans  are  in  the  making  for  the  Jubilee  Revivals  to  be 
held  simultaneously  within  the  association  next  year.  The  clinic 
will  be  held  on  Thursday,  February  15,  1962,  at  the  Brookwood 
Baptist  Church,  and  the  dates  for  the  revival  is  March  25  -  April 
8,  1962.  Gary  Harthcock,  Associate  Director  in  the  Evangelism 
Department  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  has  been  invited  to 
be  the  director.  Every  church  is  urged  to  have  their  spring  revival 
during  this  period  of  time. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  the  Associational  Executive  Com- 
mittee had  to  postpone  the  central  associational  -  wide  revival 
planned  for  1962  to  1963.  This  is  one  area  of  our  evangelism  work 
where  there  seems  to  be  a  division  of  opinions.  Nevertheless,  it 
is  wi+h  deep  concern  that  this  particular  phase  of  evangelism  will 
be  worked  out  unto  the  Glory  of  God  and  the  good  of  our  local 
churches  within  the  association.  Pray  for  the  Evangelism  Com- 
mittee that  they  may  work  out  the  details  as  to  the  place  for  the 
revival  to  be  held  and  the  one  who  will  lead  in  the  preaching  of 
the  gospel.

ASSOCIATIONAL   MISSIONS   COMMITTEE  MEETING 
MINUTES  —  OCTOBER  22,  1961 

The  October  meeting  of  the  New  River  Baptist  Associational 
Missions  Committee  met  at  the  Blue  Creek  Church.  Brother  F.  H. 
Danley  opened  the  meeting  with  prayer.  The  minutes  were  read 
of  the  previous  meeting,  there  were  no  corrections  or  additions  so 
the  minutes  stood  approved  as  read. 

SUMMARY  OF  YEAR'S  WORK 
(1)  The  Missions  Committee  feels  that  the  Association  should 
continue  to  consider  the  probability  of  meeting  the  spiritual  needs 
of  the  language  groups  in  the  Jacksonville  area,  especially  the 
Japanese-speaking  people.  The  Missions  Committee  this  year  rec- 
ommended to  the  Association  that  it  pursue  the  idea  of  developing 
such  a  ministry  in  this  area,  along  with  the  cooperation  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Home  Missions  Board.    In  regu- 
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lar    session   the    Executive    Committee    of   the    New   River    Baptist 
Association  approved  this  recommendation. 

(2)  The  Missions  Comriittee  proposed  and  recommended  that 
the  Association  conduct  a  School  of  Missions  in  early  1964.  This 
recommendation  was  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

(3)  The  Missions  Committee  recomm^ended  that  the  churches 
in  the  Association  conduct  the  Church  Community  Survey  on  an 
Associational-wide  basis  in  1962.  The  Executive  Committee  tabled 
their  recommendation  for  three  months. 

(4)  The  Missions  Committee  instituted  the  periodic  publica- 
tion of  the  ''Beacon." 

(5)  The  Missions  Committee  began  a  film  strip  library,  and 
at  the  present  time  there  are  approximately  50  film  scrips  at  the 
Associational  office  for  use  in  the  churches  of  the  Association. 
These  film  strips  include  such  subjects  as: 

Home  Missions;  Foreign  Missions;  Evangelism;  Brotherhood 
and  R.A.;  W.M.U.  and  Stewardship;  Sunday  School;  and  Training 
Union. 

FINAL  RECOMMENDATIONS  NOT  HERETOFORE  PRESENTED 

The  Catherine  Lake  Church  wishes  to  make  an  application  of 
$500.00  to  the  State  Missions  Board.  If  granted  this  money  will  be 
applied  to  the  purchase  of  a  lot  for  building  purposes.  The  lot  has 
a  real  value  of  $1,000.  The  Missions  Committee  recommends  that 
the  Association  approve  this  request  for  State  aid. 

Additionally,  the  Catherine  Lake  Church  makes  a  request  to 
the  New  River  Baptist  Association  for  an  amount  of  $100.  This 
money,  if  granted,  would  be  used  as  a  binder  on  the  land  which 
they  hope  to  purchase.  The  Missions  Committee  recommends  the 
Association  grant  this   request  out   of  the   1960-61   budget. 

The  New  Hope  Mission,  sponsored  by  the  Beulaville  Church 
requests  of  the  New  River  Baptist  Association  an  amount  of  $800. 
If  granted,  this  money  would  be  used  for  expansion  purposes  of 
their  present  facilities.  The  Missions  Committee  recommends  that 
the  Associtaion  grant  this  request,  meeting  the  needs  out  of  the 
1960-61  budget. 

The  Blue  Creek  Mission,  sponsored  by  the  First  Church  of 
Jacksonville,  wishes  to  make  a  request  of  the  State  Missions  Board 
for  pastoral  aid  for  the  coming  year.  The  amount  of  the  request 
is  $2,600.  The  Missions  Committee  recommends  that  the  Associa- 
tion approve  this  request. 

The  above  requests  were  referred  to  the  Missions  Committee.

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REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

The  term  "Christian  Education",  as  generally  used  and  under- 
stood by  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina,  means  the  type  of  educa- 
tion that  is  received  by  our  young  people  as  students  in  our  seven 
Baptist  colleges.  These  Baptist  colleges,  listed  in  their  chronological 
order,  are  as  follows:  Wake  Forest,  1834;  Chowan,  1848;  Mars  Hill, 
1856;  Campbell,  1887;  Wingate,  1896;  Meredith,  1899;  and  Gardner- 
Webb,   1907. 

Each  of  our  Baptist  colleges  has  a  Board  of  Trustees,  elected 
by  our  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  responsible  to  the  Conven- 
ion.  Our  Christian  Education  Program  is  promoted  by  the  Division 
of  Christian  Education  of  the  General  Board.  Twelve  members  of 
the  General  Board  constitute  the  Committee  on  Christian  Educa- 
tion. These  same  twelve  members,  along  with  three  members  from 
each  of  our  seven  Baptist  colleges,  the  President  of  the  General 
Board,  and  the  President  of  the  W.M.U.  constitute  our  Baptist 
Council  on  Christian  Education. 

Over  8,000  students  are  enrolled  each  year  in  our  Baptist 
colleges,  more  than  one-eighth  of  all  college  students  in  North 
Carolina.  The  annual  operation  budgets  total  more  than  10  million 
dollars.  Of  this  amount,  the  Baptist  people,  through  their  church 
offerings,  provide  only  5  percent;  the  students,  through  tuition  and 
fees,  pay  about  60  percent;  while  the  remaining  35  percent  comes 
from  endowment  and  gifts. 

Christian  education  is  important  and  needful;  but  so  is  evan- 
gelism and  missions.  According  to  the  Great  Commission,  chris- 
tians are  first  to  make  disciples  of  all  peoples,  and  then  to  teach 
them  the  christian  truths.  Whether  or  not  the  action  of  the  special 
called  Baptist  State  Convention  in  Greensboro  on  last  May,  which 
cut  the  proposed  10  year  advance  program  for  Christian  Education 
from  45  million  to  3  million  dollars,  was  a  wise  action,  remains 
to  be  seen.  We  do  feel,  however,  that  the  particular  part  of  the 
adopted  resolution  which  stressed  and  emphasized  "Quality"  in- 
stead of  "Quantity"   in  christian  education  was  a  wise  one. 

In  view  of  the  recent  action  of  the  special  called  session  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  and  of  the  unsettled  status  of  our  present 
and  future  programs  and  plans  for  christian  education,  it  would 
seem  wise  and  profitable  for  a  duly  authorized  committee  of  our 
convention  to  reconsider  and  to  restudy  our  whole  system  of  chris- 
tian education  in  the  light  of  the  following  propositions: 

1.  That  christian  truths  and  principles  should  be  taught  and 
instilled  in  lives  at  an  early  age  and  continued  through  the  years 
of  formal  education. 

2  That  christian  education,  in  its  more  profound  truths  and 
purposes,   is  first   of  all   and  primarily  for  regenerated  christians. 

3.  That  our  Baptist  Program  of  christian  education  in  North 
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Carolina,  should  be  primarily  for  truly  christian  Baptist  students. 
4.   That  in  order  for  a  student  to  receive  a  truly  ^'christian 
education"  in  our  Baptist  Colleges,  at  least  three  things  must  be 
provided,  which  are  as  follows: 

(1).  A  faculty  composed   of  dedicated   christians; 
(2).  A  faculty  that  teaches  good  sound  christian  doctrines; 
(3).  An  administration  that  does  its  utmost  to  provide  a  truly 
christian  atmosphere  on  the  campus.

REPORT  ON  THE  CONSTITUTION 

At  our  first  Annual  Meeting  of  the  New  River  Association, 
the  Associatoin  adopted  the  proposed  new  constitution  on  a  tem- 
porary basis,  and  on  condition  that  any  changes  or  amendments  to 
such  cons  itution  be  given  in  writing  to  the  chairman  of  the  con- 
stitution committee  for  study;  that  any  recommendations  concern- 
ing any  such  suggested  changes  be  presented  by  the  constitution 
commitee  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  their  approval;  and  that 
all  final  and  permanent  changes  and  final  approval  of  our  proposed 
new  constitution  be  made  at  the  next  regular  Annual  Meeting  and 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  such  original  proposed  con- 
stitution. 

Therefore  your  constitution  committee  recommends: 
1.  That  our  new  proposed  constitution,  as  written,  read,  corrected 
and   approved   on   a   temporary  and  conditional  basis  at  our  first 
Annual  Meeting,  now  be  approved  on  a  permanent  basis: 

Provided,  however,  that  at  the  recommendation  of  the  con- 
stitution committee  and  by  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  mes- 
sengers present,  that  part  of  Section  10,  entitled  "Amendments" 
which  provides  that  "such  change  in  our  constitution  must  be  given 
in  writing  at  the  previous  quarterly  executive  meeting  "may  be 
waived  for  this  meeting; 

Provided  further,  that  in  any  case  where  any  officer,  com- 
mittee, or  the  executive  committee  finds  it  extremely  difficult  to 
perform  their  duties  under  the  provisions  of  our  present  constitu- 
tion, that  in  such  cases,  after  written  notice  of  such  suggested 
changes  to  the  chairman  of  the  constitution  committee,  and  upon 
recommendation  by  the  constitution  committee,  the  Executive 
Committee  may,  after  one  week's  notice  in  writing  of  such 
changes  to  the  constitution  committee,  and  by  a  vote  of  three- 
fourths  majority  of  the  members  present,  approve  and  adopt  such 
proposed  changes  on  a  temporary  basis  until  the  next  regular  An- 
nual Meeting.

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MUSIC  REPORT  MADE  AT  ASSOCIATIONAL  MEETING 

October  27,  1961 

With  the  organization  of  the  New  River  Baptist  Association 
in  1960  the  job  of  Associational  Chorister  was  filled  with  the  se- 
lection of  J  C.  Thomas,  Minister  of  Education  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church.  Apart  from  his  duties  of  leading  congregational  singing 
at  Associational  functions  during  the  year  Brother  Thomas  en- 
deavoured to  have  special  music  at  several  of  the  meetings.  On 
"M"  Night  in  December  1960  a  large  choir  made  up  of  people  from 
several  of  the  churches  sang  several  special  numbers.  There  were 
approximately  45  people  from  Intermediate  to  Adult  representated. 
The  choir  of  the  Brookwood  Baptist  Church  sang  at  the  Evange- 
listic Rally  and  the  Bethlehem  Youth  Choir  sang  at  another  of  the 
Associational  Meetings.

Members 
of  the  music  committee  already  selected  and  to  be  approved  by 
the  Association  are:  J.  C.  Thomas,  Director;  Rev.  A.  E.  Thompson, 
Pastor  Advisor;  Mrs.  A.  E.  Thompson,  Director  of  Instrumental 
Activities;  Rev.  Tony  Gurganus,  Director  of  Graded  Choirs;  Nor- 
man Hines,  Director  of  Training;  Gary  Shelton,  Director  of  Con- 
gregational A_ctivities;  Mrs.  J.  C.  Thomas,  Director  of  Publicity  and 
Promotion.

VACATION  BIBLE  SCHOOL  REPORT 

During  its  first  year  of  organization,  the  New  River  Baptist 
Association  reports  that  100%  of  its  23  churches  and  2  missions  had 
a  Vacation  Bible  School.  These  25  schools  reported  an  enrollment 
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of  3519  with  an  average  attendance  of  3062  besides  the  nursery- 
children  below  three  years  of  age.  Of  this  age  group,  there  were 
147  enrolled,  with  an  average  attendance  of  125. 

The  state  Sunday  School  Department  cooperated  with  our 
association  in  sponsoring  5  mission  Vacation  Bible  Schools.  These 
schools  enrolled  237,  with  attendance  averaging  200.  So  the  over- 
all enrollment  was  3903,  with  average  attendance  of  3387. 

The  State  Sunday  School  Department  provided  a  seminary 
student  to  work  with  the  mission  Bible  Schools  during  the  summer. 
The  churches  sponsoring  these  schools  were:  Enon's  Chapel,  Brook- 
wood,  Blue  Creek  Mission,  Jacksonville  First,  and  New  River. 
Most  of  these  schools  were  held  under  a  tent  loaned  to  our  asso- 
ciation by  the  Rohan  Association.  Plans  now  include  a  similar 
work  in  our  association  for  next  year,  except  it  is  hoped  to  be  on 
an  even  larger  scale.

NEW  RIVER  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

CONSTITUTION 

1.  NAME.  The  name  of  this  association  shall  be  the  New  River  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation, CQ- operating  with  the  North  Carolina  State  Baptist  Convention,  and  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention, 

2.  PURPOSE.  The  purpose  of  this  association  shall  be  to  promote  Qiristian 
fellowship  and  co-operation  among  the  churches  affiliated  with  the  association; 
to  uphold  the  doctrines  and  principles  of  our  Baptist  faith  and  to  encourage  the 
churches  to  be  loyal  to  and  practice  these  doctrines  and  principles;  to  promote 
the  preaching  and  teaching  of  God's  Word,  and  the  enlisting  and  training  of  all 
Qiristians  for  service;  to  promote  missions,  benevolence,  stewardship,  christian 
education,  and  the  winning  of  all  men  to  Christ  to  the  end  of  the  earth.  To  co- 
operate with  the  North  Carolina  State  Baptist  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  in  a  world  mission  program. 

3.  MEMBERSHIP.  A.  This  body  shall  be  composed  of  Pastors  of  affiliated 
churches  and  missions  and  elected  messengers  from  the  churches  and  missions 
affiliated  with  the  body.  Each  church  and  mission  shall  be  entitled  to  tliree  elected 
messengers  plus  Pastor  for  the  first  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof  and 
one  additional  messenger  for  each  one  hundred  members  or  major  fraction  thereof 
above  the  first  one  hundred,  provided  that  no  church  or  mission  shall  be  entitled 
to  more  than  eight  messengers.  Wlien  such  messengers  are  approved  by  the  cre- 
dentials committee  and  the  association  they  shall  be  seated  and  entitled  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  affairs  of  the  body.  Such  messengers  shall  be  duly  certified  in  the 
annual  church  letters  to  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

B,  Oiurches  from  another  association  of  Missionary  Baptist  Churches,  or  newly 
organized  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  may  petition  by  letter  for  membership  in 
this  association.  The  letter  ofpetition  shall  be  submitted  to  the  missions  committee 
not  later  than  thirty  (30)  days  preceding  the  annual  session.  Upon  recommendation 
of  the  missions  committee,  the  church  may  be  received  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  messengers  present. 

C.  Any  church  may  be  granted  a  letter  of  dismission  to  unite  with  another 
association  by  presenting  a  written  request  of  same  to  the  clerk  of  the  association 
thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  to  be  voted  on  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  association.  The  association  may  withdraw  fellowship 
from  any  church  which  fails  to  cooperate  over  a  period  of  time  in  fulfilling  the 
purposes  of  the  association. 

4.  OFFICERS.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  moderator,  vice- moderator, 
clerk,  treasurer,  and  historian.  These  officers  shall  be  nominated  and  elected  by 
the  association  during  the  1st  and  2nd  session  of  the  annual  meeting.  They  shall 
serve  until  the  close  of  the  following  annual  session  of  the  association  or  until 
their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  installed.  These  officers  shall  be  nominated 
from  the  floor  and  elected  by  standing  vote  unless  another  plan  is  adopted  by  2/3 
majority  vote  by  the  annual  associational  meeting.  The  moderator  and  the  vice- 
moderator  shall  be  limited  to  not  more  than  two  (2)  successive  years  of  service. 
Tlie  duties  of  these  officers  shall  be  those  usually  incumbent  upon  such  officers. 

If  the  association  employs  a  superintendent  of  missions  and/or  an  Executive 
Secretary,  these  workers  shall  be  considered  as  officers  of  the  association.  Such 
additional  officers  shall  be  elected  as  the  association  shall  deem  necessary  to  its 
most  effective  work. 


5.  AUTHORITY.  The  association  is  an  autonomous  body  and  therefore  reserves 
the  right  to  determine  its  own  policies  and  direct  its  own  business.  Tliis  body  shall 
never  exercise  any  authority  over  any  church  or  churches  which  are  affiliated  with  it 
or  which  may  have  been  affiliated  with  it;  but  the  association  will  stand  ready  to 
lend    any    assistance    or    counsel    to    any  church  making  request  for  such  help. 

6.  ORGANIZATION.  This  body  shall  encourage  and  promote  such  additional 
organizations  as  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Brother- 
hood, and  such  other  organizations  which  are  in  keeping  with  the  purpose  of  the 
association,  witli  their  full  staff  of  officers  and  programs  necessary  for  the  promotion 
of  the  work.  Tlie  chief  officer  of  each  organization  shal  be  elected,  or  approved  by 
the  association  and  shall  function  as  an  officer  of  the  association. 

7.  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE.  The  association  shall  have  an  executive  committee 
consisting  of  the  pastor  of  each  church  and  mission  and  one  lay  member  from  each 
church  and  mission  which  shall  be  nominated  and  elected  for  membership  in  the 
executive  committee  by  the  church  or  mission.  The  quorum  of  the  executive  commit- 
tee shall  be  composed  of  at  least  one  representative  from  fifty  (50^o)  percent  of  the 
associational  churches  and  missions.  The  officers  of  the  association,  namely 
moderator,  vice- moderator,  clerk,  treasurer,  historian,  superintendent  of  missions 
and /or  executive  secretary  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  the  executive  committee 
and  shall  serve  as  officers  of  the  committee,  unless  the  association  directs  other- 
wise. 

Tlie  chief  officer  of  all  associational  organizations  and  chairman  of  standing  com- 
mittees are  to  become  ex  officio  members  of  the  executive  committee.  Ex  of- 
ficio members  will  not  have  the  right  to  vote  unless  they  are  also  members  of  the 
executive  committee  elected  as  representatives  of  their  respective  churches  and 
missions. 

Tlie  executive  committee  shall  attend  to  all  matters  of  the  association  between 
sessions;  promote  all  progress  authorized  by  the  association;  and  carry  out  all 
directives  given  by  the  association. 

It  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  association  of  all  work  carried  on  and  all 
finances  handled.  Tlie  executive  committee  shall  not  have  the  power  to  create  or 
initiate  any  new  work  or  project  not  contained  in  the  reports  and  recommendations 
of  the  previous  meeting  of  the  association,  except  such  matters,  projects,  and  new 
work  deemed  necessary  by  three- fourths  majority  of  the  executive  committee  mem- 
bers present  for  the  advancement  of  the  association's  work.  Tlie  executive  com- 
mittee shall  hold  regular  quarterly  meetings  and  special  sessions  at  the  call  of  the 
moderator, 

8.  MEETINGS.  Tlie  association  shall  hold  annual  meetings  of  the  body  at  such 
time  and  place  as  it  may  determine.  Tlie  executive  committee  may  have  tlie  power 
to  change  the  stated  time  and/or  place  of  the  annual  meeting  in  case  of  emergency 
or  necessity.  Tlie  executive  committee  shall  promote  such  regular  meetings  of 
its  worker's  council,  its  promotional  organizations,  and  its  standing  committees 
as  shall  prove  most  effective  for  carrying  out  the  total  purpose  of  the  association. 

9.  COMMITTEES.  The  association  shall  have  the  following  standing  committees 
named  by  the  moderator  and  general  officers  of  the  association  and  approved  by  the 
association  before  the  close  ofthe  annual  session  to  serve  until  the  close  of  the  next 
annual  session,  namely:  program  committee,  nominating  committee,  credentials 
committee,  budget  committee  and  missions  and  evangelism  committee,  and  such 
additional  committees  as  seems  needed.  All  organizations  of  the  association  shall 
name  their  own  officers  and  leaders  except  the  chief  officer. 

Any  other  committees  deemed  necessary  by  the  executive  committee  and  not 
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elected  or  provided  for  by  the  annual  meeting  nor  otherwise  provided  for  in  the  con- 
stitution shall  be  elected,  or  approved,  by  the  executive  committee. 

10.  AMENDMENTS,  Tliis  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  annual 
session  of  the  association  by  a  two-thirds  majority  of  the  messengers  present, 
provided  notice  of  such  change  has  been  given  in  writing  at  the  previous  quarterly 
executive  committee  meeting  and  provided  it  is  read  in  the  first  session  of  the 
annual  meeting  and  voted  on  in  another  session  of  the  annual  meeting. 

11.  BYLAWS. 

1.  In  parliamentary  procedure  the  body  shall  be  governed  by  Kerfoot's  Parliamen- 
tary Law. 

2.  The  fiscal  year  for  the  association  shall  be  from  the  first  day  of  October  to 
the  last  day  of  September  inclusive.  Annual  reports  to  the  association  shall  cover 
this  period. 

3.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  association  shall  be  in  the  month  of  October. 
The  exact  days  and  place  shall  be  recommended  by  the  nominating  committee, 
or  other  committee  authorized  by  the  association,  and  approved  by  the  body.  The 
executive  committee  may  make  such  adjustment  in  the  time  and  place  of  the  annual 
meeting  as  may  become  necessary  because  of  circumstances  which  develop  after 
the  close  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  whole  body. 

4.  All  officers  of  the  association  must  be  members  of  churches  within  the 
association,  in  good  standing,  and  recognized  for  their  knowledge  of  and  loyalty  to 
Southern  Baptist  doctrines  and  programs. 

5.  Duties  of  the  officers  shall  be  as  follows : 

THE  MODERATOR  shall  call  to  order  and  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  asso- 
ciation and  the  executive  committee,  and  direct  the  affairs  of  the  association  in  an 
orderly  manner  and  cliristian  spirit.  (He  may  for  good  reason  ask  other  officers  or 
members  of  the  body  to  preside  at  times). 

THE  VICE- MODERATOR  may,  if  the  moderator  so  directs,  preside  over  the  ses- 
sions of  the  association  or  executive  committee.  He  shall  preside  over  other  meet- 
ings in  the  absence  of  the  moderator  and  shall  assist  the  moderator  in  such  ways  as 
he  may  direct. 

THE  CLERK  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  record  of  all  business  of  the  asso- 
ciation and  the  executive  committee,  and  of  all  recommendations  of  the  association 
or  executive  committee.  At  each  meeting  he  shall  be  prepared  to  read  all  minutes  of 
the  previous  meeting.  All  records  for  at  least  one  year  shall  be  on  hand  at  each 
meeting. 

THE  TREASURER  shall  receive  all  funds  of  and  for  the  association,  not  other- 
wise designed  and  shall  disburse  all  funds  in  accordance  with  the  adopted  associa- 
tional  budget,  or  according  to  the  specific  instructions  of  the  association  upon  receipt 
of  a  bill  or  voucher  properly  authorized. 

He  shall  keep  accurate  records  of  all  monies  received,  with  sources  and  desig- 
nations of  same.  He  shall  make  reports  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  executive 
committee  and  annual  meeting  of  the  association  and  have  the  same  approved.  The 
executive  committee  shall  have  the  treasurer's  reports  audited  at  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year,  and  report  the  same  to  the  annual  association  for  approval.  (It  is  wise 
to  have  the  treasurer  bonded  and  insured.) 

THE  HISTORIAN  shall  write  in  orderly  form  the  events  of  the  association, 
beginning  with  its  organization.  The  association  should  request  the  churches  and 
individuals  who  may  possess  historical  information  about  the  association  to  make 
it  accessible  to  the  historian.  He  shall  make  records  of  current  events  of  each 
fiscal  year  and  read  his  annual  chapter  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association  for 
adoption. 


6.  All  associational  organizations  and  regular  committees  shall  make  reports 
to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  executive  committee  and/or  to  the  association.  The 
executive  committee  shall  exercise  authority  over  these  organizations  and  commit- 
tees only  to  the  extent  of  determining  whether  they  are  working  within  the  bounds  of 
the  organizational  programs  as  approved  by  the  association. 

7.  A  place  shall  be  made  on  the  order  of  business  for  miscellaneous  business 
at  each  session  of  the  association. 

8.  A  sermon  on  doctrines  and  one  on  missions  shall  be  provided  for  at  each 
annual  meeting.  Addresses  on  assigned  topics  relating  to  phases  of  our  Baptist 
work  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  program  committee. 

9.  Messengers  to  the  association  shall  be  accorded  equal  rights  and  privileges 
of  the  floor,  provided  each  messenger  who  desires  to  speak  shall  rise,  address  the 
moderator,  and  be  recognized  before  he  begins  to  speak.  No  messenger  shall  be 
entitled  to  speak  on  any  subject  more  than  twice  until  other  messengers  desiring 
to  speak  have  been  heard.  Upon  request  of  a  messenger  and  by  consent  of  the  body, 
the  moderator  may  invite  a  visitor  to  speak  during  a  discussion. 

10.  The  bylaws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  of  the  association  by  a 
majority  vote  of  messengers  present,  provided  such  amendment  has  been  read  to  the 
body   not   later   than  the  second  session,  and  is  voted  on  before  the  last  session,

43.  The  moderator  recognized  Brother  J.  S.  Barnes  as  chairman  of  Constitution 
Committee,      Brother  Barnes  stated  that  there  was  no  report  from  his  committee, 

44.  The  moderator  recognized  Brother  Qyde  Wliitehead  who  gave  the  Resolutions 
and  Memorials  Committee  report.   The  report  was  adopted, 

45.  Brother  Harold  Smith  gave  the  report  for  the  Place  and  Preacher  Committee,

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

The  following  information  is  a  summary  of  the  action  taken  by  the  Executive 
Committee: 

1.  Elected  Mr.  Sam  Wax  as  Associational  Treasurer. 

2.  Approved  the  purchase  of  a  mailing  permit  from  the  Post  Office  Department 
for  the  purpose  of  mailing  the  "Beacon"  each  month,  plus  other  promotional 
materials  from  the  associational  office. 

3.  Approved  an  application  of  Salem  Baptist  Church  for  a  request  of  money 
($1,500.00)  from  the  State  Convention  to  purchase  a  lot. 

4.  Passed  a  motion  that  the  minutes  for  the  past  year  (Provisional  minutes)  be 
bound  under  separate  cover  from  this  year's  minutes. 

5.  Passed  a  motion  that  the  association  not  purchase  an  offset  duplicating  ma- 
chine at  this  time. 

6.  Passed  a  motion  that  the  association  approve  a  request  up  to  $600.00  for  the 
Grants  Creek  Baptist  Qiurch  on  the  Pastor's  Supplement  Program,  explaining  to  the 
state  convention  that  they  are  planning  to  use  part  of  the  pastor's  salary  for  the 
building  program  and  want  aid  on  his  salary. 

7.  Li  reference  to  financing  the  Ladies'  Night  supper  the  following  motion  was 
passed.  "Tliat  the  Treasurer  give  to  the  Brotherhood  President  the  balance  of  the 
Brotherhood  money  left  in  the  Budget  tliis  year.  The  Brotherhood  President  will  use 
at  least  $25.00  of  it  as  an  honorarium  for  the  speaker  at  Ladies'  Night.  Tlie  balance 
of  said  money  will  be  applied  to  the  expense  of  the  supper." 

Another  motion  on  the  same  subject  was  passed  as  follows: 
"We  extract  from  next  year's  budget  enough  money  to  finish  paying  for  the  cost  of 
the  supper  which  is  unpaid  from  this  year's  budget." 

8.  A  motion  was  passed  that  we  have  the  Book  of  Advance  Reports  compiled 
again  this  year. 

9.  A  motion  was  passed  that  the  Rev,  Ben  Smith,  Jr„  be  suggested  for  nomi- 
nation, as  member  of  the  General  Board,  from  our  association,  to  the  Committee  on 
Nominations  of  the  N.  C.  Baptist  State  Convention, 

10.  Passed  a  motion  approving  the  following  recommendations  to  be  presented  at 
the  Tliird  Annual  Associational  meeting. 

First  -  That  the  Home  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  the 
Division  of  Missions  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  be  requested  to  look  with  favor 
upon  the  possibilities  of  having  a  Minister  of  Military  Personnel  stationed  in  the 
New  River  Association. 

Second  -  that  the  association  agree  to  cooperate  in  every  way  possible  in  carrying 
out  such  a  program, 

Tliird  -  that  the  association  commit  itself  to  the  extent  of  furnishing  office  space, 
office  equipment,  and  part-time  secretarial  help  with  tlie  intention  of  helping  further 
in  a  material  way  as  the  work  of  the  association  increases.

MISSION  COMMITTEE  REPORT 
October  22,    1962 

Statement  of  Philosophy  -  Tlie  Missions  Committee  of  the  New  River  Association 
recommends  that  all  of  the  churches  in  this  association  be  diligent  in  their  efforts 
to  establish  new  mission  churches  and  to  search  out  new  fields  of  need  for  the  es- 
tablishment of  missions.  Tlie  Committee  pledges  itself  to  aid  any  church  or  group 
of  churches  in  surveying  and  procuring  necessary  information  to  determine  the  need 
of  any  area  in  our  New  River  Association. 

The  Missions  Committee  further  goes  on  record  upholding  the  decision  of  the 
Executive  Committee  in  approving  a  school  of  Missions  early  in  1964.  Tlie  Com- 
mittee   urges    that    all    churches    in    the   association  to  prepare  for  this  school. 

Pastoral  aid  was  applied  for  by  the  following  churches.  New  Hope,  Blue  Creek, 
and  Midville  Baptist  Qiurch,  New  Hope  was  approved  for  $1,500.00.  Blue  Creek 
was  approved  with  the  amendment  of  the  request  to  read  $1600.00.  Midville  was 
rejected.

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ASSOCIATIONAL  EVANGELISM  REPORT,    1962 

By:  M,  R.  Haire,  Qiairman 

During  this  last  Associational  year,  the  New  River  Baptist  Association  has 
been  proclaimed  throughout  the  state  as  having  led  North  Carolina  Baptists  in 
baptisms  by  a  ratio  of  one  to  ten,  during  1961.  The  rest  of  North  Carolina  averaged 
one  baptism  for  every  twenty- nine  members,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
ratio  was  one  to  twenty- four. 

Three  churches  in  the  New  River  Association,  namely,  New  Hope,  Betlilehem, 
and  New  River  are  listed  among  the  top  Forty- nine  churches  in  number  of  baptisms 
in  North  Carolina  for  1961,  and  three  are  listed  among  the  top  churches  on  a  ratio 
basis.   Tliey  are  New  Hope,  Blue  Creek,  and  Catherine  Lake. 

Even  though  records  are  not  yet  available,  it  is  believed  that  the  New  River 
Association  will  be  out  front  again  for  1962. 

IMPORTANT  MEETINGS  AND  PROGRAMS 

Our  Association  Qinic  on  Evangelism  for  1963  has  been  held  already  on  October 
18,  1962  at  Brookwood  Baptist  Church.  Pastors  and  associational  officers  attended 
along  with  teachers  and  officers  of  the  churches.  This  clinic  was  held  early  in  order 
to  get  a  head  start  in  preparation  for  our  Jubilee  Revivals  next  spring. 

Our  Association- Wide  Haggai  "Key  to  Life"  Crusade  is  scheduled  for  November 
18-December  2,  1962.  Tlie  eighteen  committees  appointed  have  been  hard  at  work, 
and  all  seems  to  be  in  readiness  for  what  is  believed  to  be  one  of  the  most  tre- 
mendous revival  efforts  ever  to  be  undertaken  in  eastern  North  Carolina.  Co- 
operation is  urged  on  the  part  of  every  church  and  each  individual  within  the  New 
River  Association  to  help  fill  the  5,000  capacity  tent  every  night,  and  to  pray  as 
never  before  that  real  revival  might  come  to  our  area  as  well  as  throughout  the  world. 

Soul- Winning  Commitment  Day,  January  6,1963.  We  must  train  soul- winners 
by  using  "Tlie  Guide  for  Training  Christian  Witnesses"  -  pastor's  edition  -  (which 
will  be  mailed  free  to  every  pastor  on  November  15,  1962,  by  the  Training  Union 
Department).  Also,  "Learning  to  Witness"  to  be  ordered  along  with  Sunday  School 
quarterlies  from  the  Sunday  School  Board,  Nashville,  Tennessee. 

In  January,  it  will  be  worthwhile  to  start  your  three  months  of  cultivative 
witnessing,  training  our  people  to  witness  for  Christ  in  preparation  for  our  Baptist 
Jubilee  Revivals  in  March  and  April. 

February  11  -  13,  1963  State- wide  Evangelistic  Conference,  Greensboro.  Every 
Church  would  do  well  to  consider  sending  its  pastor  to  this  spiritually  refreshing 
conference.   Lay  people  should  attend  too. 

February  is  transfer  Qiurch  Membership  Month.  Tlie  non-resident  church  mem- 
bership problem  should  have  special  attention  at  this  time  to  be  followed  with 
perennial  efforts. 

March  and  April  -  Baptist  Jubilee  Revival  Crusades.  The  date  for  the  Baptist 
Jubilee  Revival  in  our  association  is  March  24  -  April  7,  1963. 

July  2-4,  1963  Convention- wide  Evangelistic  Conference,  Dallas,  Texas.  Many 
people  are  praying  and  planning  for  this  to  be  the  greatest  conference  on  evan- 
gelism ever  held  among  Southern  Baptists. 

March  and  April,  1964  World-wide  Baptist  Jubilee  Revival.  The  date  for  our 
association  is  March  29  -  April  12,  1964.

1962  REPORT  TO  THE  NEW  RIVER  BAPTIST 
ASSOCIATION  ON  THE  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 


The  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  is  deeply  indebted  to  North  Carolina  Baptists  for  the 
manner  in  which  the  rate  increase  of  July  1,  1961,  was  accepted.  Tliis  was  the 
first  such  increase  in  many  years  and  frankly,  there  was  some  concern  about  how  it 
would  affect  circulation.  You  will  be  pleased  to  learn  that  the  increase  has  had 
little  if  any  effect  on  the  circulation  of  the  RECORDER.  Such  acceptance  on  the  part 
of  our  Baptist  people  provides  great  encouragement  to  the  RECORDER  staff  and 
directors. 

Even  though  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  will  be  130  years  old  next  year,  it  continues 
to  be  as  fresh  and  up-to-date  as  the  morning  headlines.  Our  state  paper  is  solid 
and  dependable  yet  keeps  an  open  mind  to  that  which  is  progressive  and  that  which 
will  help  Baptists  to  do  a  better  job. 

As  all  of  us  know  in  our  local  churches,  an  accurate  channel  of  information 
is  necessary.  Tliis  is  as  true  in  our  denomination  as  it  is  in  our  churches.  Tlie 
RECORDER  is  that  channel  to  keep  you  in  touch  each  week  with  all  that  Baptists  are 
doing  around  the  world. 

In  addition  to  keeping  you  informed,  the  RECORDER  also  is  an  open  forum  for 
discussion  if  issues  in  which  all  of  us  are  interested.  Being  a  free  people.  Baptists 
are  never  afraid  to  discuss  their  problems  in  a  Qiristian  Spirit.  This  has  been 
evidenced  in  the  RECORDER  during  the  past  year. 
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More  than  1,700  churches  now  have  RECORDER  clubs  but  that  number  should  be 
at  least  2,000.  This  goal  can  be  attained  if  pastors  and  church  leaders  will  put 
forth  a  little  special  effort.  Hie  Every  Family  Plan,  costing  4^  a  week  per  family, 
is  the  best  way  as  more  than  500  churches  can  testify.  Even  the  Qub  Plan  is  only 
a  nickel  a  week  or  $2.50  a  year. 

Tliose  connected  with  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  consider  it  an  honor  as  well  as 
a  responsibility  to  serve  North  Carolina  Baptists.  Keep  them  in  your  prayers  during 
the  coming  year.

FOR  THE  AGING 

(Suggested  Associational  Report  for   1962) 

Tlie  past  year  in  our  N.  C.  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  has  been  one  of  great 
blessing.  Of  unusual  significance  has  been  the  opening  of  our  fourth  Home,  the 
Hamilton  Home,  located  in  Eastern  North  Carolina,  and  enabling  us  to  minister  to 
30  additional  people.  Tlie  residents  there  are  supremely  happy  and  are  enjoying  the 
abundant  life  in  this  beautiful  new  facility. 

Over  the  past  eleven  years  we  have  increased  by  8  times  our  ability  to  minister 
to  the  aging  in  our  midst.  In  the  beginning,  there  were  20  residents,  and  now  we  are 
able  to  give  loving  care  to  160  persons  in  our  four  Homes  -  Resthaven,  and  the 
Hayes  Home,  in  Winston- Salem,  the  Albemarle  Home,  at  Albemarle,  the  Hamilton 
Home,  at  Hamilton. 

Tlie  need  for  more  space  is  most  urgent  and  pressing.  Today  there  are  138  appli- 
cants on  the  waiting  list.  We  will  want  to  move  forward,  therefore,  as  rapidly  as  funds 
will  permit  in  meeting  the  crying  demands  of  our  ever-growing  population  of  aging 
people  who  need  our  care. 

Tlie  Special  Day  Offerings  from  our  churches  are  at  an  all-time  high  and  are 
likely  to  go  beyond  all  previous  offerings  by  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.  We  want  to 
thank  all  who  have  had  a  part  in  these  vital  offerings,  and  we  would  urgently  appeal 
to  each  church  to  continue  giving  as  liberally  as  possible  through  this  vital  medium. 
Ninety  per  cent  of  the  residents  who  live  in  our  four  Homes  are  financially  needy 
people  and  are  sustained  by  the  Special  Day  Offerings  from  our  churches  each  year. 

Tlie  plea  of  tlie  elderly  person  in  our  midst,  "Cast  me  not  off  in  the  time  of  old 
age!",  is  one  that  cannot  be  lightly  brushed  aside,  but  one  that  must  continue  to 
challenge  the  highest  and  holiest  in  every  North  Carolina  Baptist  as  we  move  forward 
in  this  great  ministry  which  God  has  committed  to  us.

Sharing  the  Bible  with  the  whole  world  is  an  essential  part  of 
this  program  of  advance. 

If  the  PEOPLE  OF  THE  WORLD  are  to  know  Jesus  Qirist  the  one  hope  of  men 

and  nations,  they  MUST  HAVE  THE  BIBLE. 

EACH  PERSON  MUST  HAVE  THE  BIBLE  IN  HIS  OWN  LANGUAGE  because  it 

speaks  to  his  heart  as  no  other  language  can  speak. 
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But,  in  most  countries,  people  CANNOT  AFFORD  EVEN  THE  COST  OF  PRINTING 
the  Scriptures.  Tlie  Bible  is  the  essential  tool  of  missions  and  evangelism.  Tlie  mis- 
sionary uses  it  in  all  his  work.  Tlie  Bible  itself  is  a  missionary.  It  can  go  where  the 
human  missionary  cannot  go.  It  can  stay  on  after  he  must  leave- -and  keep  on  speak- 
ing to  a  person's  heart. 

Tlie  American  Bible  Society  is  an  active  partner  of  Southern  Baptists.  It  serves 
mission  work  at  home  and  abroad.  It  helps  missionaries  to  translate  the  Bible,  pub- 
lishes without  note  or  comment  and  distributes  without  profit,  usually  below  cost. 
For  the  Blind,  it  supplies  Scriptures  in  Braille  and  other  raised- letter  systems  and 
on  Talking  Book  records, 

DURING  1961  the  American  Bible  Society  -- 
—rejoiced  that  some  part  of  the  Bible  has  been  published  in  1181  languages;  the 
full  Bible  in  226,  a  Testament  in  281  more  and  a  Gospel  or  other  complete  book 
in  674  more, 
--distributed  a  record  total  of  over  24  million  Scripture  volumes  in  over  100  coun- 
tries  on   6  continents.  Of  these,  more  than  11  million  volumes  went  overseas. 
Distribution  abroad  showed,  for  the  second  consecutive  year,  an  increase  of  20 
per  cent  over  the  year  before, 
--realized  anew,  from  sharp  increases  in  Scripture  distribution  in  Cuba  and  Congo, 
that  the  demand  for  the  Bible  often  rises  dramatically  in  areas  of  political  tension 
and  revolution, 
--continued  to  enlarge  the  worldwide  ministry  of  the  Finger- Fono,  a  special  phono- 
graph for  Bible  records,  operated  by  one  finger,  for  use  in  areas  where  many  people 
can  not  read.  Records  are  now  available  in  40  languages  and  others  are  being  pre- 
pared, 
--gave  almost  a  million  Scripture  volumes  for  distribution  by  Qiaplains  to  our  Arm- 
ed Forces  and  Veterans'  Hospitals,  as  a  vital  link  between  the  home  churches  and 
men  in  service, 
—expanded  its  distribution  of  Scriptures  to  persons  of  special  needs:  Cuban  refugees 
and  otliers  from  overseas;  hurricane  and  flood  victims;  patients  in  hospitals  and 
nursing  homes;  inmates  of  jails,  reformatories  and  prisons;  migrant  farm  workers 
--and  many  others, 
SOUTHERN  BAPTISTS  SUPPORT  THE  WORK 

Because  the  Bible  Society  serves  mission  work- -and  Southern  Baptist  mission- 
aries depend  on  the  Society  for  Scriptures  they  need  for  their  people-  -  Southern  Bap- 
tist churches  believe  in  the  missionary  importance  of  giving  to  the  American  Bible 
Society. 

In  1961  Southern  Baptist  churches  gave  $164,342  to  the  American  Bible  Society. 
Metliodist  gifts  were  $163,593.  Gifts  from  all  churches  in  the  U.  S.  A.  totaled 
$1,065,649.

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REPORT  ON   BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

Tlie  services  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  are  subject  to  heavy  demands  which  grow 
heavier  year  by  year.  Last  year  the  already  overcrowded  clinics  of  the  Out- Patient 
Department  received  a  new  high  of  83,000  visits  from  96  counties  of  the  state, 
sixteen  other  states,  and  two  foreign  countries.  Two- thirds  of  these  were  by  our 
Baptist  people. 

Tliere  is  the  need  of  enlarging  the  facilities  of  the  Out- Patient  Department  and 
providing  adequate  and  unified  facilities  for  the  Hospital's  eight  schools  for  nurses, 
technicians,  and  other  personnel. 

Tlie  new  Progressive  Care  Center  is  attracting  the  attention  of  hospital  author- 
ities over  the  country.  Patients  have  been  most  pleased  with  it.  The  Hospital  does 
not  have  sufficient  funds  to  permit  the  admission  of  Service  Patients  to  this  fine 

facility. 

Tlie  care  of  Service  Patients  remains  at  the  heart  of  the  work  of  the  Baptist  Hos- 
pital. In  cases  where  help  will  be  needed  on  the  hospital  bill,  it  is  extremely  im- 
portant that  this  be  made  knoWn  in  advance  and  the  arrangements  be  made  when 
the  patient  is  admitted  to  the  hospital.  When  appointments  are  requested  for  exami- 
nations it  is  necessary  to  let  the  Hospital  know  if  the  person  needs  to  come  through 
the  ainic,  or  if  he  will  come  as  a  private  or  full- pay  patient. 

The  Mother's  Day  Fund  is  the  foundation  of  the  financial  aid  given  Service  pa- 
tients. Tlie  Hospital  tries  to  help  the  most  needy  cases  as  much  as  possible,  but 
the  funds  have  not  been  sufficient  to  give  as  much  as  is  needed  in  many  cases.  In 
other  cases  of  real  need  it  has  not  been  able  to  give  any  help,  except  the  free  serv- 
ices of  the  doctors  and  reduced  rates  on  other  items,  such  as  X-rays,  which  con- 
sideration is  given  all  Service  Patients.  WE  MUST  REMEMBER  THAT  THE  HELP 
GIVEN  IS  LIMITED  BY  THE  MOTHER' S  DAY  GIFTS  OF  OUR  CHURCHES. 

May  I  appeal  to  all  of  our  churches  to  make  a  liberal  offering  to  our  Baptist 
Hospital  this  year.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

North  Carolina  Baptist  Colleges  closed  another  record-breaking  academic  year 
(1961-1962).  All  seven  opened  in  the  fall  of  1961  with  their  largest  enrolments.  A 
total  of  8,447  were  enrolled  in  our  seven  colleges  last  fall.  Of  this  number,  approx- 
imately 2/3  were  members  of  the  Baptist  church.  About  one  out  of  eight  was  pre- 
paring either  for  the  ministry  or  some  church- related  vocation.  In  addition  to  these 
hundreds  oflaymen  and  laywomen  are  being  prepared  for  their  chosen  vocation,  giving 
their  Christian  witness  in  every  walk  of  life. 

The  past  academic  year  saw  many  excellent  physical  improvements  and  ad- 
ditions to  the  campuses.  New  science  buildings,  dormitories,  administration  build- 
ings, were  among  some  of  the  newly  constructed  buildings.  Total  plant  assets  of 
these  colleges  are  in  excess  of  $45,000,000. 

The  total  operating  budget  of  the  seven  colleges  during  the  year  was  about 
$12,000,000.  Of  this  amount,  the  Cooperative  Program  paid  about  5%  Most  of  the 
operating  cost  came  from  other  sources.  In  the  light  of  rising  costs  and  expanded 
student   bodies,   these   coUeges    face  very   crucial   financial   needs  in  the  future. 

Tlie  past  year  has  also  seen  a  strengthening  of  faculties.  In  every  case  the 
colleges  have  sought  to  raise  faculty  salaries  to  attract  the  finest  and  best  qualified 
teachers.  Additional  faculty  members  have  been  added  to  meet  the  demand  of  grow- 
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!ing  student  bodies.  Faculty  salaries  are  still  entirely  too  low  in  all  of  the  colleges. 
In  response  to  Convention  action,  Campbell  college  is  adding  the  Senior  year 
this  fall  and  Mars  Hill  the  junior  year.  By  1964  both  of  these  colleges  will  be  full 
four-year  senior  colleges. 

Hie  Convention  is  in  its  first  year  of  the  Qiristian  Education  Advance  Program, 
Under  this  program  each  church  is  asked  to  increase  its  gifts  through  the  Cooperative 
Program  35%  for  1962,  '63  and  '64.  Thirty  per  cent  of  this  amount  is  to  go  to  the 
colleges  and  construction  of  student  centers  on  non- Baptist  campuses.  Some  400 
to  500  churches  have  made  this  increase  in  1962.  Tliere  is  a  great  need  of  emphasiz- 
ing this  35%  increase  in  our  Cooperative  giving. 

The  colleges  are  continually  seeking  to  illuminate  the  total  educational  process 
with  the  atmosphere  of  the  Qiristian  faith.  In  addition  to  Qirist- oriented  teaching, 
opportunities  are  provided  daily  and  weekly  for  worship.  On  each  campus  is  a  quali- 
fied director  of  religious  activities  whose  responsibility  is  to  counsel  with  students 
and  faculty,  as  well  as  to  correlate  and  promote  a  program  of  voluntary  religious 
activities  designed  for  spiritual  growth. 

Tlie  future  of  Christian  education  in  America  is  at  stake  today.  With  increased 
state  and  federal  interest  in  and  aid  to  higher  education,  more  and  more  students 
■will  attend  state  institutions.  But  these  state  colleges  by  their  very  nature  cannot 
i perform  the  task  of  Qiristian  education:  this  must  be  provided  by  the  church.  Bap- 
jtists  would  be  the  last  group  to  ask  the  state  to  teach  religion  for  them.  Let  us  not 
j]  oppose  other  forces  operating  in  the  field  of  higher  education,  but  rather  undergird 
I  and  strengthen  our  own  institutions  that  they  may  do  their  work  and  do  it  well. 
j       Please  support  your  colleges  by: 

jl       (1)  Acquainting  yourself  with  your  colleges.  Visit  them,  read  about  them,  invite 
the  students  and  faculty  into  your  church  to  conduct  services, 

j       (2)  Encouraging  your   finest  students  to  attend.  Be  sure  that  they  apply  early, 
(3)  Praying  for  the  schools--the  presidents,  administration,  faculty,  trustees,  and 
I  students.

REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATIONS 

BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES 

1962 

Building  a  better  tomorrow  has  always  been  the  dedicated  concern  of  the  Baptist 
Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina.  Today's  children  will  become  the  adults 
who  shape  tomorrow's  world,  NO  task  is  more  important  than  helping  a  child,  hurt 
by  life,  to  grow  into  healthy,  well-adjusted,  responsible  citizenship. 

Each  child  who  comes  to  the  Qiildren's  Homes  is  different,  with  a  different 
need  to  be  met  and  a  different  program  to  be  solved.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Homes  to  find  the  best  solution  possible.  For  many  years  that  meant  providing  food, 
clothing  and  shelter  for  orphans.  Today  the  need  has  changed.  Today  our  work  is 
with  children  who  for  various  reasons  have  lost  the  security  of  home  and  parents. 

During  the  past  year,  848  boys  and  girls  were  served  by  the  Baptist  Children's 
Homes.  In  addition  to  those  already  in  care,  applications  were  received  for  the  ad- 
mission of  646  other  children.  We  had  space  and  money  sufficient  to  admit  170  of 
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these- -leaving  476  for  whom  no  room  was  available.  Provision  should  be  made 
immediately  to  expand  greatly  our  foster  home  program  to  meet  the  needs  of  these 
children.  Tliis  can  be  done  through  an  increased  Tlianks giving  Offering. 

Increasingly,  your  Homes  are  being  called  upon  to  serve  children  who  are  dis- 
turbed and  emotionally  ill.  In  addition  to  traditional  types  of  child  care,  there  is  a 
growing  need  for  specialized  supervision  and  services.  It  is  hoped  that  a  step  can 
be  taken,  within  the  year,  to  begin  to  provide,  on  a  small  scale,  such  services  at 
the  North  Carolina  Medical  Center  at  Chapel  Hill. 

Financial  support  this  year  has  come  from  the  following  sources : 

Cooperative  Program  33  per  cent 

Tlianks giving  Offering  30  per  cent 

Once- a- Month  Offering  16  per  cent 

All  Other  '  21  per  cent 

For  the  first  time,  income  to  the  Qiildren's  Homes  through  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram exceeds  that  of  the  Thanksgiving  Offering.  This  source  of  income  meets  one 
third  of  our  operating  budget  and  is  greatly  appreciated.  At  the  same  time,  the 
Tlianksgiving  Offering  continues  to  be  vital  to  our  existence,  providing  30  per  cent 
of  income.  We  sorely  need  an  increase  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  tlirough  the 
Tlianksgiving  Offering  this  year.  This  would  enable  us  to  provide  a  Qiristian  home 
and  care  for  an  additional  125  children. 

We  owe  a  debt  of  deep  gratitude  to  our  friends  whose  genuine  concern  for  the 
welfare  of  our  children  makes  this  help  possible- -especially  our  Baptist  people. 
You  have  afforded  hundreds  of  boys  and  girls  opportunities  and  privileges  which 
they  otherwise  could  not  have  had. 

CHARITY  AND  CHILDREN,  our  official  publication,  which  this  year  celebrated 
its  75th  anniversary  of  service  to  North  Carolina  Baptists,  continues  to  grow  in  pop- 
ularity and  circulation.  Each  week  55,000  copies  are  sent  to  churches  and  individual 
subscribers  tliroughout  the  State  and  beyond.  You  are  invited  to  be  among  these 
readers  and  thus  stay  informed  of  our  child  care  ministry  and  other  denominational 
endeavors  throughout  the  year.

CONSTITUTION 


1,  NAME.  The  name  of  this  association  shall  -be  the  New  River  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation, CQ- operating  with  the  North  Carolina  State  Baptist  Convention,  and  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention, 

2,  PURPOSE,  The  purpose  of  this  association  shall  be  to  promote  Christian 
fellowship  and  co-operation  among  the  churches  affiliated  with  the  association; 
to  uphold  the  doctrines  and  principles  of  our  Baptist  faith  and  to  encourage  the 
churches  to  be  loyal  to  and  practice  these  doctrines  and  principles;  to  promote 
the  preaching  and  teaching  of  God's  Word,  and  the  enlisting  and  training  of  all 
Qiristians  for  service;  to  promote  missions,  benevolence,  stewardship,  christian 
education,  and  the  winning  of  all  men  to  Christ  to  the  end  of  the  earth.  To  co- 
operate with  the  North  Carolina  State  Baptist  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  in  a  world  mission  program, 

3,  MEMBERSHIP.  A.  This  body  shaU  be  composed  of  Pastors  of  affiliated 
churches  and  missions  and  elected  messengers  from  the  churches  and  missions 
affiliated  with  the  body.  Each  church  and  mission  shall  be  entitled  to  three  elected 
messengers  plus  Pastor  for  the  first  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof  and 
one  additional  messenger  for  each  one  hundred  members  or  major  fraction  thereof 
above  the  first  one  hundred,  provided  that  no  church  or  mission  shall  be  entitled 
to  more  than  eight  messengers.  When  such  messengers  are  approved  by  the  cre- 
dentials committee  and  the  association  they  shall  be  seated  and  entitled  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  affairs  of  the  body.  Such  messengers  shall  be  duly  certified  in  the 
annual  church  letters  to  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

B.  Churches  from  another  association  of  Missionary  Baptist  Churches,  or  newly 
organized  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  may  petition  by  letter  for  membership  in 
this  association.  The  letter  of  petition  shall  be  submitted  to  the  missions  committee 


not  later  than  thirty  (30)  days  preceding  the  annual  session.  Upon  recommendation 
of  the  missions  committee,  the  church  may  be  received  by  a  two- thirds  vote  of 
the  messengers  present. 

C.  Any  church  may  be  granted  a  letter  of  dismission  to  unite  with  another 
association  by  presenting  a  written  request  of  same  to  the  clerk  of  the  association 
thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  to  be  voted  on  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  association.  The  association  may  withdraw  fellowship 
from  any  church  which  fails  to  cooperate  over  a  period  of  time  in  fulfilling  the 
purposes  of  the  association. 

4.  OFFICERS.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  moderator,  vice-moderator, 
clerk,  treasurer,  and  historian.  These  officers  shall  be  nominated  and  elected  by 
the  association  during  the  1st  and  2nd  session  of  the  annual  meeting.  They  shall 
serve  until  the  close  of  the  following  annual  session  of  the  association  or  until 
their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  installed.  These  officers  shall  be  nominated 
from  the  floor  and  elected  by  standing  vote  unless  another  plan  is  adopted  by  2/3 
majority  vote  by  the  annual  associational  meeting.  The  moderator  and  the  vice- 
moderator  shall  be  limited  to  not  more  than  two  (2)  successive  years  of  service. 
Tlie  duties  of  these  officers  shall  be  those  usually  incumbent  upon  such  officers. 

If  the  association  employs  a  superintendent  of  missions  and/or  an  Executive 
Secretary,  these  workers  shall  be  considered  as  officers  of  the  association.  Such 
additional  officers  shall  be  elected  as  the  association  shall  deem  necessary  to  its 
most  effective  work. 

5.  AUTHORITY.  The  association  is  an  autonomous  body  and  therefore  reserves 
the  right  to  determine  its  own  policies  and  direct  its  own  business.  Tliis  body  shall 
never  exercise  any  authority  over  any  church  or  churches  which  are  affiliated  with  it 
or  which  may  have  been  affiliated  with  it;  but  the  association  will  stand  ready  to 
lend    any    assistance    or    counsel    to    any   church  making  request  for  such  help. 

6.  ORGANIZATION.  This  body  shall  encourage  and  promote  such  additional 
organizations  as  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Brother- 
hood, and  such  other  organizations  which  are  in  keeping  with  the  purpose  of  the 
association,  witli  their  full  staff  of  officers  and  programs  necessary  for  the  promotion 
of  the  work.  Tlie  chief  officer  of  each  organization  shal  be  elected,  or  approved  by 
the  association  and  shall  function  as  an  officer  of  the  association. 

7.  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE.  The  association  shallhave  an  executive  committee 
consisting  of  the  pastor  of  each  church  and  mission  and  one  lay  member  from  each 
church  and  mission  which  shall  be  nominated  and  elected  for  membership  in  the 
executive  committee  by  the  church  or  mission.  The  quorum  of  the  executive  commit- 
tee shall  be  composed  of  at  least  one  representative  from  fifty  (bO^o)  percent  of  the 
associational  churches  and  missions.  The  officers  of  the  association,  namely 
moderator,  vice-moderator,  clerk,  treasurer,  historian,  superintendent  of  missions 
and /or  executive  secretary  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  the  executive  committee 
and  shall  serve  as  officers  of  the  committee,  unless  the  association  directs  other- 
wise. 

Tlie  chief  officer  of  all  associational  organizations  and  chairman  of  standing  com- 
mittees are  to  become  ex  officio  members  of  the  executive  committee.  Ex  of- 
ficio members  will  not  have  the  right  to  vote  unless  they  are  also  members  of  the 
executive  committee  elected  as  representatives  of  their  respective  churches  and 
missions. 

Tlie  executive  committee  shall  attend  to  all  matters  of  the  association  between 
sessions;  promote  all  progress  authorized  by  the  association;  and  carry  out  all 
directives  given  by  the  association. 
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It  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  association  of  all  work  carried  on  and  all 
finances  handled.  Tlie  executive  committee  shall  not  have  the  power  to  create  or 
initiate  any  new  work  or  project  not  contained  in  the  reports  and  recommendations 
of  the  previous  meeting  of  the  association,  except  such  matters,  projects,  and  new 
work  deemed  necessary  by  three- fourths  majority  of  the  executive  committee  mem- 
bers present  for  the  advancement  of  the  association's  work.  The  executive  com- 
mittee shall  hold  regular  quarterly  meetings  and  special  sessions  at  the  call  of  the 
moderator. 

8,  MEETINGS.  Tlie  association  shall  hold  annual  meetings  of  the  body  at  such 
time  and  place  as  it  may  determine.  Tlie  executive  committee  may  have  the  power 
to  change  the  stated  time  and /or  place  of  the  annual  meeting  in  case  of  emergency 
or  necessity.  Tlie  executive  committee  shall  promote  such  regular  meetings  of 
its  worker's  council,  its  promotional  organizations,  and  its  standing  committees 
as  shall  prove  most  effective  for  carrying  out  the  total  purpose  of  the  association. 

9.  COMMITTEES.  The  association  shall  have  the  following  standing  committees 
named  by  the  moderator  and  general  officers  of  the  association  and  approved  by  the 
association  before  the  close  ofthe  annual  session  to  serve  until  the  close  of  the  next 
annual  session,  namely:  program  committee,  nominating  committee,  credentials 
committee,  budget  committee  and  missions  and  evangelism  committee,  and  such 
additional  committees  as  seems  needed.  All  organizations  of  the  association  shall 
name  their  own  officers  and  leaders  except  the  chief  officer. 

Any  other  committees  deemed  necessary  by  the  executive  committee  and  not 
elected  or  provided  for  by  the  annual  meeting  nor  otherwise  provided  for  in  the  con- 
stitution shall  be  elected,  or  approved,  by  the  executive  committee. 

10.  AMENDMENTS.  Tliis  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  annual 
session  of  the  association  by  a  two-thirds  majority  of  the  messengers  present, 
provided  notice  of  such  change  has  been  given  in  writing  at  the  previous  quarterly 
executive  committee  meeting  and  provided  it  is  read  in  the  first  session  of  the 
annual  meeting  and  voted  on  in  another  session  of  the  annual  meeting. 

11.  BYLAWS. 

1.  In  parliamentary  procedure  the  body  shall  be  governed  by  Kerfoot's  Parliamen- 
tary Law. 

2.  The  fiscal  year  for  the  association  shall  be  from  the  first  day  of  October  to 
the  last  day  of  September  inclusive.  Annual  reports  to  the  association  shall  cover 
this  period. 

3.  Tlie  annual  meeting  of  the  association  shall  be  in  the  month  of  October. 
Tlie  exact  days  and  place  shall  be  recommended  by  the  nominating  committee, 
or  other  committee  authorized  by  the  association,  and  approved  by  the  body.  The 
executive  committee  may  make  such  adjustment  in  the  time  and  place  of  the  annual 
meeting  as  may  become  necessary  because  of  circumstances  which  develop  after 
the  close  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  whole  body. 

4.  All  officers  of  the  association  must  be  members  of  churches  within  the 
association,  in  good  standing,  and  recognized  for  their  knowledge  of  and  loyalty  to 
Southern  Baptist  doctrines  and  programs. 

5.  Duties  of  the  officers  shall  be  as  follows : 

THE  MODERATOR  shall  call  to  order  and  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  asso- 
ciation and  the  executive  committee,  and  direct  the  affairs  of  the  association  in  an 
orderly  manner  and  cliristian  spirit.  (He  may  for  good  reason  ask  other  officers  or 
members  of  the  body  to  preside  at  times). 

THE  VICE- MODERATOR  may,  if  the  moderator  so  directs,  preside  over  the  ses- 
sions of  the  association  or  executive  committee.  He  shall  preside  over  other  meet- 
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ings  in  the  absence  of  the  moderator  and  shall  assist  the  moderator  in  such  ways  as 
he  may  direct. 

THE  CLERK  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  record  of  all  business  of  the  asso- 
ciation and  the  executive  committee,  and  of  all  recommendations  of  the  association 
or  executive  committee.  At  each  meeting  he  shall  be  prepared  to  read  all  minutes  of 
the  previous  meeting.  All  records  for  at  least  one  year  shall  be  on  hand  at  each 
meeting. 

THE  TREASURER  shall  receive  all  funds  of  and  for  the  association,  not  other- 
wise designed  and  shall  disburse  all  funds  in  accordance  with  the  adopted  associa- 
tional  budget,  or  according  to  the  specific  instructions  of  the  association  upon  receipt 
of  a  bill  or  voucher  properly  authorized. 

He  shall  keep  accurate  records  of  all  monies  received,  with  sources  and  desig- 
nations of  same.  He  shall  make  reports  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  executive 
committee  and  annual  meeting  of  the  association  and  have  the  same  approved.  The 
executive  committee  shall  have  the  treasurer's  reports  audited  at  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year,  and  report  the  same  to  the  annual  association  for  approval.  (It  is  wise 
to  have  the  treasurer  bonded  and  insured.) 

THE  HISTORIAN  shall  write  in  orderly  form  the  events  of  the  association, 
beginning  with  its  organization.  The  association  should  request  the  churches  and 
individuals  who  may  possess  historical  information  about  the  association  to  make 
it  accessible  to  the  historian.  He  shall  make  records  of  current  events  of  each 
fiscal  year  and  read  his  annual  chapter  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association  for 
adoption. 

6.  All  associational  organizations  and  regular  committees  shall  make  reports 
to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  executive  committee  and/or  to  the  association.  Tlie 
executive  committee  shall  exercise  authority  over  these  organizations  and  commit- 
tees only  to  the  extent  of  determining  whether  they  are  working  within  the  bounds  of 
the  organizational  programs  as  approved  by  the  association. 

7.  A  place  shall  be  made  on  the  order  of  business  for  miscellaneous  business 
at  each  session  of  the  association. 

8.  A  sermon  on  doctrines  and  one  on  missions  shall  be  provided  for  at  each 
annual  meeting.  Addresses  on  assigned  topics  relating  to  phases  of  our  Baptist 
work  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  program  committee. 

9.  Messengers  to  the  association  shall  be  accorded  equal  rights  and  privileges 
of  the  floor,  provided  each  messenger  who  desires  to  speak  shall  rise,  address  the 
moderator,  and  be  recognized  before  he  begins  to  speak.  No  messenger  shall  be 
entitled  to  speak  on  any  subject  more  than  twice  until  other  messengers  desiring 
to  speak  have  been  heard.  Upon  request  of  a  messenger  and  by  consent  of  the  body, 
the  moderator  may  invite  a  visitor  to  speak  during  a  discussion. 

10.  The  bylaws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  of  the  association  by  a 
majority  vote  of  messengers  present,  provided  such  amendment  has  been  read  to  the 
body  not  later  than  the  second  session,  and  is  voted  on  before  the  last  session.

PROCEEDINGS 

1963  Session  -  First  Day,    October  24,    1963 

BEULAVILLE  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

1.  The  fourth  annual  session  of  the  New  River  Baptist  Association  was  called 
to  order  at  9:30  A.M.,  October  24,  1963,  by  the  Moderator,  B.  M.  Smith,  Jr.,  at 
the  Beulaville  Baptist  Church. 

After  the  singing  of  "When  Morning  Guilds  the  Skies,"  John  Peper  led  in  a 
devotional  with  scripture  and  prayer. 

2.  Harold  Smith,  pastor  of  the  host  church,  welcomed  the  members  of  the  As- 
sociation in  behalf  of  his  church. 

3.  The  clerk  reported  that  a  total  of  185  were  registered  with  95  messengers, 
17  alternates  and  73  visitors. 

4.  Brother  M.  R.  Haire  moved  that  the  program  be  adopted  with  adjustments  to 
be  made  by  the  moderator  or  Program  Committee  as  they  see  fit.  Motion  carried. 

5.  The  motion  was  made  by  L.  L.  King  that  "the  messengers  at  this  meeting 
will  constitute  the  voting  body  of  New  River  Association  today  and  tomorrow." 
Motion  carried. 

6.  The  moderator  then  recognized  Mrs.  E.  L.  Simmons,  Clerk,  for  a  report  of 
the  Executive  Committee.  The  report  was  approved  as  printed  in  the  Book  of  Reports. 

7.  Brother  John  Peper  made  a  motion  that  the  Treasurer's  Report  be  accepted 
as  printed  in  the  Book  of  Reports.  Motion  carried. 

8.  The  moderator  recognized  pastors  and  visitors  with  a  special  recognition 
being  given  to  the  new  pastors  in  our  association. 

9.  Following  the  singing  of  the  hymn  "In  Christ  There  Is  No  East  or  West" 
and  prayer,  Br  other  J.  R.  Scales  introduced  B.  M.  Smith,  Jr.,  who  gave  the  Moderator's 
Address.  Brother  Smith  spoke  on  "The  Light  of  the  World."  He  said  that  our  associ- 
ational  messengers  with  the  facilities  available  to  them  should  be  able  to  do  with 
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God's  help  what  the  disciples  did  and  challenged  the  group  to  be  dedicated  to  the 
purpose  for  which  Christ  put  us  here. 

10.  W.  T.  Lundy  made  a  motion  that  we  adopt  the  report  of  the  American  Bible 
Society  as  printed  in  the  Book  of  Reports.  Motion  carried. 

11.  Brother  D.  M.  Clemmons  presented  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee 
and  explained  items  on  the  report.  He  recognized  Brother  Paul  Nix  who  explained 
the  present  plans  for  our  Schools  of  Missions  and  the  amount  of  money  in  the  budget 
to  be  used  for  them.  Brother  Clemmons  moved  that  we  adopt  the  report.  Motion 
carried. 

12.  The  Moderator  recognized  Brother  E.  C.  Wilkie  from  Kinston  who  spoke  to 
the  report  on  Stewardship  and  Cooperative  Program. 

13.  The  moderator  recognized  Mrs.  Kenneth  Johnson  who  sang  the  solo  "I 
Walked  Today  Where  Jesus  Walked"  and  Brother  Avery  Lumsden  who  brought 
the  annual  sermon.  The  topic  of  Brother  Lumsden's  sermon  was  "The  Cross," 
and    he    urged    us    to    use  the   cross   of  Christ  as  a  rallying  point  as  Christians. 

14.  Adjourned  for  lunch. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION-OCTOBER  24,  1963 

15.  After  the  hymn  "Let  Me  Walk  With  Thee,"  scripture  and  prayer  were  brought 
by  Brother  Gerald  Davis. 

16.  During  the  miscellaneous  business  period  the  moderator  reported  that 
Brother  Junie  Barnes  was  in  the  hospital  and  a  prayer  was  given  for  him.  Brother  Smith 
recognized  T.  H.  Williams,  Route  1,  Newport,  a  retired  pastor  who  had  preached 
in  our  association.  Brother  Williams  announced  that  he  will  be  available  for 
evangelistic  service  in  the  future. 

17.  Brother  John  Peper  made  a  motion  that  next  year  we  have  three  sessions 
instead  of  four  with  one  ofthese  sessions  being  at  night.  Brother  Clemmons  amended 
the  motion  that  the  Program  committee  be  given  the  authority  to  arrange  a  schedule 
to  accommodate  the  interest  as  it  develops  as  to  whether  to  start  or  end  with  the 
night  meeting.

He  then  introduced  Gordon 
Conklin  who  spoke  to  the  report. 

23.  Joe  Richards  introduced  Brother  Smith  of  Kennedy  Home  who  spoke  to  the 
report  on  the  Children's  Homes. 

24.  The  moderator  moved  that  the  report  on  the  Biblical  Recorder  be  adopted  as 
printed  in  the  Book  of  Reports.  Motion  carried. 
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25.  Brother  Avery  Lumsden  moved  that  the  report  of  Associational  Music  be  adopt- 
ed as  printed  in  the  Book  of  Reports.  Motion  carried. 

26.  J.  R.  Scales  gave  the  report  on  the  Sunday  Schools  and  introduced  Harold 
Smith  who  reported  on  the  Vacation  Bible  Schools. 

27.  Motion  was  made  and  carried  to  adjourn  for  the  day. 

1963  Session  -  Second  Day,  October  25,  1963 

CEDAR  FORK  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

28.  This  session  was  opened  by  the  group  singing  "Holy,  Holy,  Holy,"  after  which 
Walter  Jones  led  in  scripture  and  prayer.  Brother  Jones  welcomed  the  association 
in  behalf  of  the  host  church. 

29.  Brother  Paul  Nix  gave  the  report  of  the  Training  Union  and  Schools  of  Missions. 
He  asked  that  the  body  give  him  permission  to  enlist  workers  for  the  Training  Union 
and  to  present  these  names  at  the  next  Executive  Committee  Meeting.

Brother  J.  R.  Scales  spoke  a 
few  words  as  the  new  moderator.

You  and  I  have  such  an  opportunity  in  multiplied  thousands  of  people  who  are 
sick  in  body,  mind  and  spirit,  and  who  come  to  our  Baptist  Hospital  seeking  help. 
We  reach  out  the  hand  of  love  and  mercy  through  the  skilled  and  dedicated  hands  of 
our  doctors,  nurses,  chaplains,  and  many  others  involved  in  this  ministry  to  the 
total  person.  We  are  grateful  for  this  opportunity  of  joining  hands  with  those  who 
soothe  the  fevered  brow,  give  the  miracle  drug,  guide  the  surgeon's  knife,  bring 
the  message  of  hope,  and  do  the  hundreds  of  other  tasks  which  are  necessary  in 
the  operation  of  our  great  Medical  Center. 

The  number  of  those  who  receive  the  services  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  this  year 
will  be  greater  than  the  population  of  one  of  our  medium-size  North  Carolina  cities, 
such  as  Goldsboro  or  Salisbury.

HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING  REPORT 

God  has  blessed  the  ministry  of  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  in  a  wonder- 
ful manner  during  the  12  years  of  our  operation,  and  the  past  year  has  been  filled 
with  His  goodness. 

We  are  now  able  to  serve  160  residents  in  our  four  Baptist  Homes  -  the  Hayes 
Home  and  Resthaven  in  Winston- Salem,  Albemarle,  and  the  Hamilton  Home  at 
Hamilton. 

In  June  of  1962,  the  doors  of  the  lovely  new  Hamilton  Home  were  opened  to  the 
first  residents,  and  the  halls  have  been  ringing  with  laughter  and  the  happiness  of 
the  residents  there  since.  This  beautiful  facility  has  greatly  lengthened  and  strength- 
ened the  arm  of  the  total  ministry,  and  has  already  brought  much  joy  to  our  Baptist 
people  in  eastern  North  Carolina.  We  are  looking  forward  to  the  day  in  the  future 
when  the  arm  of  compassion  can  be  extended  to  reach  and  serve  more  of  our  aging 
people  in  western  North  Carolina. 

The  greatest  single  need  is  for  more  space  continually.  Today  there  are  160 
people  waiting  for  admission,  from  all  areas  of  our  great  State,  and  it  is  an  heart- 
breaking experience  to  keep  these  dear  people  waiting  who  so  urgently  need  to  come. 

The  average  age  among  our  residents  is  80.  Our  youngest  is  65,  and  our  oldest 
resident  is  102.  Between  this  age  span,  we  are  seeking  to  meet  almost  every  con- 
ceivable life  need  of  the  individual.  Each  person,  in  an  atmosphere  that  is  distinctly 
Christian,  is  surrounded  by  love,  peace,  and  security.  Perhaps  one  of  the  greatest 
single  contributions  that  is  made  is  the  nursing  care  that  is  given  in  the  event  of 
illness.  The  resident  is  assured  that  he  will  receive  tender  loving  care  in  sickness 
as  well  as  in  health.  Years  are  literally  added  to  the  life  of  a  person  in  our  care, 
we  feel. 

The  tie  with  our  Baptist  people  and  our  Baptist  churches  is  a  blessed  one  indeed. 
We  are  continually  dependent  upon  the  prayers,  the  visits,  the  loving  concern,  and 
the  financial  support  of  our  people.  The  most  vital  media  of  support  from  the  churches 
are  the  Special  Day  Offerings,  received  on  the  third  Sunday  in  February  each  year, 
and  the  homes  share  in  the  Cooperative  Program.  Inasmuch  as  we  receive  only 
1  3/10%  of  the  State  Convention's  share  of  the  Cooperative  Program,  we  shall  have 
to  continue  to  look  to  the  Special  Day  Offerings  for  the  greater  part  of  our  support 
from  the  churches. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  given  a  good  account  of  their  stewardship  in  their 
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ministry  to  the  aging  during  these  years  of  a  wonderful  beginning,  and  we  have  the 
faith  to  believe  that  they  will  continue  to  move  forward  in  this  great  area  of  human 
concern.

BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES  REPORT   1963 

Building  a  better  tomorrow  has  always  been  the  dedicated  concern  of  the  Baptist 
Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina.  Today's  children  will  become  the  adults  who 
shape  tomorrow's  world.  No  task  is  more  important  than  helping  a  child,  hurt  by 
life,  to  grow  into  healthy,  well-adjusted,  responsible  citizenship. 

Recognizing  that  there  is  no  substitute  for  a  child's  own  home,  every  effort  is 
made  to  maintain  a  home-like  atmosphere  on  the  campuses.  Children  live  in 
cottages  with  no  more  tjian  18  in  any  building.  Cottage  parents  live  in  the  building 
and  are  responsible  for  the  daily  care  of  the  children. 

During  the  past  year  574  children  received  institutional  care,  171  lived  in  foster 
homes,  and  20  were  cared  for  through  mother's  aid.  An  additional  90,  including 
a  number  of  college  students,  received  case  work  supervision.  This  gives  a  total 
of  855  children  in  care.  Resourceful  case  workers  help  scores  of  children  to  find 
places  to  live  with  relatives  and  other  social  institutions.  During  the  year  more 
than  1,000  children  are  served  either  directly  or  indirectly. 

The  multiple  service  Child  Care  Program  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  as  carried 
on  by  the  Children's  Homes  requires  steady  and  liberal  financial  support.  Our 
people  have  been  generous  in  their  support  across  the  years.  Sources  of  income 
for  the  past  twelve  months  were  as  follows:

Thanksgiving   Offering   30  per  cent 

Designations    and    once-a-month   offerings    16  per  cent 

Endowment,  designated  support  of  children,  and 

special  gifts   21  per  cent

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REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATION  OF  THE  BIBLICAL 
RECORDER  AND  OTHER  BAPTIST  LITERATURE 

The  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  has  literally  grown  up  with  North  Carolina  Baptists 
and  the  State  Convention  that  they  support.  The  Convention  was  organized  in  1830 
at  Greenville  and  only  three  years  later  in  1833  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  made  its 
first  appearance.  It  has  been  in  business  ever  since,  strengthening  and  undergirding 
all  that  Baptists  of  this  state  love  and  support.  As  the  Convention  has  grown,  the 
RECORDER  has  grown  in  influence  and  circulation.  Today  it  has  more  than  80,000 
subscribers,  the  largest  in  its  130-year  history. 

In  its  long  history,  the  RECORDER  has  been  a  valuable  instrument  of  communi- 
cation among  Baptists.

Among  the  accomplishments  of  the  Music  Department  was  a  meeting  to  plan 
music  events  for  the  year.  The  topics  of  two  Church  Music  Conferences  were 
revival  music  and  graded  choir  programs.  The  Associational  School  of  Church 
Music  held  last  year  was  well  attended.  The  department  has  also  served  in  dis- 
tributing literature  and  information  to  the  churches. 

The  Director  served  on  the  staff  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Assembly  during 
the  two  weeks  of  music  conferences.  It  was  also  his  privilege  to  attend  the  Asso- 
ciational Officers  Planning  Meeting  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Winston-Salem  on 
August  30,  and  the  Regional  Church  Music  Methods  and  Materials  Clinic  at  Raleigh 
on  September  9-10.  This  Clinic  was  sponsored  by  the  Sunday  School  Board  and  con- 
ducted by  the  personnel  from  the  Music  Department  in  Nashville. 

There  were  some  disappointments  in  the  work.  Some  meetings  were  not  as  well 
attended  as  they  could  have  been;  some  capable  and  talented  people  were  unwilling 
to  assume  responsibilities.  Not  enough  help  could  be  given  individual  churches, 
and  church  leadership  training  was  not  as  effective  as  could  be  wished. 

We  are  grateful  for  what  has  been  done  and  for  those  who  served  faithfully.  Let 
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each    one   use   his   talent   and    influence   to   improve  the  Music  Ministry  of  every 
church  and  of  the  Association.

This  year  has  been  a  good  year  in  Training  Union  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  our 
Director  resigned  in  the  middle  of  the  year.  It  has  been  a  year  of  cooperative  effort 
and  for  this  we  are  grateful.  The  following  is  our  report  for  the  year: 

December  3,  1962,  "M"  Night,  854 present,  21  churches  represented,  20  directors 
and  17  pastors  present.  Theme:  "Be  Ye  Witnesses."  The  meeting  was  held  in  the 
Haggai  Crusade  Tent.  The  Reverend  Guy  Cain  was  the  inspirational  speaker.  The 
awards  went  to  Kellum  for  the  highest  attendance,  138  present;  and  to  Grants  Creek 
for  the  highest  percentage  of  enrolment  present,  57  out  of  59.

LOVE  is  patient  with  the  weaknesses  of  others;  it  is  not  irritable  or  rude. 
LOVE  does  not  insist  on  its  own  way;  it  is  able  to  take  criticism  without  unduly 
hurt. 

LOVE  does  not  need  recognition  or  acclaim  for  its  labors.  LOVE  is  not  aware 
of  social  position  or  lack  of  it;  it  does  not  hear  gossip. 

LOVE  reaches  out  to  discover  the  best  qualities  in  each  individual.  LOVE 
never  gives  up  seeking  answers  to  the  thorniest  problems  and  LOVE  gives  the  strength 
and  endurance  to  work  out  their  solutions. 

LOVE  and  the  work  that  LOVE  does  will  never  end.  When  I  was  a  child  I  spoke 
as  a  child,  I  read  like  a  child,  childish  literature,  and  in  general  lived  life  on  a 
lighter  level.  But  now,  I  am  a  mature  woman  and  I  am  responsible  to  think  deeply 
about  life  and  to  invest  my  hours  and  days  wisely  and  well. 

For    now    as    we   see   things    in  the   uncertain  light  of  the  world,  we  are  often 
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confused  and  frustrated  and  discouraged;  but  then,  in  the  pure  light  of  eternity, 
we  shall  see  the  threads  of  our  work  woven  into  a  pattern  of  everlasting  beauty 
and  value. 

And  now  we  have  -  FAITH  in  God,  HOPE  for  the  future  of  the  humanity  we 
serve    -    and   LOVE   for   God    and   one   another,  and  the  greatest  of  these  is  LOVE.

EVANGELISM  REPORT 

The  New  River  Baptist  Association  continues  to  be  out  in  its  lead  in  baptisms 
as  reported  among  the  associations  of  North  Carolina.  During  these  three  years  of 
its  organized  existence,  the  New  River  Association  has  made  outstanding  progress 
in  the  field  of  evangelism  and  has  been  recognized  throughout  the  state  for  the 
tremendous  job  that  it  has  done. 

During  1961,  the  first  full  year  following  organization  of  the  new  Association, 
the  New  River  Association  led  the  state  in  the  number  of  baptisms  on  a  ratio 
basis  which  was  one  baptism  for  every  ten  members.  There  was  a  total  of  637 
baptized  that  year  into  the  fellowship  of  the  churches  with  608  being  added  by 
transfer  of  membership.  In  1962,  the  New  River  Association  ranked  third  in  the 
state  with  a  ratio  of  one  to  nineteen.  For  the  year  1963,  it  seems  as  if  we  are 
running  just  a  little  behind  last  year  in  the  number  of  baptisms.  A  total  of  322 
(excluding  the  Harris  Creek  Church)  has  been  reported  which  is  a  ratio  of  one  to 
twenty-two.  We  do  not  know  how  this  will  compare  with  the  other  associations  in 
the  state,  but  we  are  sure  that  the  New  River  Association  will  continue  to  be  in 
the  lead  in  this  the  first  and  foremost  responsibility  and  opportunity  of  all  churches. 

We  are  happy  to  note  that  in  last  year's  N.  C.  Convention  records,  two  of  our 
churches  were  classified  in  the  Forty-One  Top  Churches  in  baptisms  in  North 
Carolina.  They  were  Brookwood  and  Midville. 

Perhaps  among  the  most  important  events  in  evangelism  this  year  was  the  As- 
sociation-wide Haggai  "KEY  TO  LIFE"  Crusade  held  November  18-December 
9,  1962.  Evangelist  John  Edmond  Haggai  of  Atlanta,  Georgia,  conducted  the  three- 
week  meeting  in  a  3,000-seat  canvas  cathedral.  A  total  of  155  professions  of  faith 
were  made  and  hundreds  of  rededications  and  other  decisions.  Eighteen  committees, 
involving  more  than  1000  people,  shared  in  the  planning,  promoting,  and  executing 
the  crusade.  Last  but  not  least  is  the  fact  that  the  crusade  was  self-supporting 
from  the  beginning.  It  paid  its  own  way  in  a  marvelous  way  in  that  a  total  of  more 
than  $16,000  was  contributed  and  expended  in  promoting  and  executing  the  plans 
for  the  crusade.  A  follow-up  to  this  crusade  was  held  on  Septem.ber  26,  1963, 
with  a  one-night  rally  in  the  Jacksonville  High  School  Auditorium.  A  number 
of  decisions  was  recorded. 

The  1964  Baptist  Jubilee  Revival  could  be  this  generation's  greatest  revival 
and  soul-winning  opportunity.  If  this  is  realized,  every  participating  church  and 
association  must  go  deep  inspiritualpower  andgive  priority  to  planning  for  spiritual 
conquest  now!  The  dates  for  the  New  River  Association  Jubilee  Revival  is  set 
for  March  29- April  12,  1964.  Every  church  within  the  association  is  urged  to 
participate. 

In  preparation  for  this  Jubilee  Revival,  may  we  not  forget  to  have  a  New  Year's 
Eve  Prayer  Service  in  each  of  our  churches  with  every  Baptist  on  his  knees  praying 
for  Revival  and  Spiritual  Conquest  during  1964.  May  we  observe  Soul-Winning 
Commitment  Day,  January  5,  endeavoring  to  lead  our  members  to  committ 
themselves  to  personal  soul- winning.  Let  us  follow  any  and  all  suggestions  that  will 

help  us  to  have  a  real  REVIVAL  NOW!!!

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REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

The  total  enrolment  of  our  seven  Baptist  Colleges  last  fall  (1962)  was  9,189. 
We  are  happy  to  report  that  Campbell  College  graduated  its  first  senior  class  this 
year.    Mars   Hill   will   be   graduating   its   first    senior  class  in  the  spring  of  1964. 

The  advancement  of  our  program  of  Christian  education  continues  to  be  made 
possible  through  the  gifts  of  local  churches  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  The 
Baptist  Colleges  of  North  Carolina  deeply  appreciate  what  has  been  done  through 
the  Christian  Education  Advance.  Your  continued  cooperation  with  Director  R.  T. 
Greene  in  this  endeavor  will  be  greatly  appreciated. 

We  are  more  strongly  convinced  than  ever  that  the  denominational  college 
plays  its  vital  role  in  its  production  of  Christian  leadership,  not  only  in  Christian 
vocations  such  as  the  ministry,  missions,  evangelism,  church  music,  religious 
education,  and  related  fields;  but,  more  particularly,  it  is  contributing  a  vital 
leadership  through  laymen  who  are  serving  in  many  capacities  in  local  communities. 

We  wish  to  point  out  again  that  our  Baptist  Colleges  (North  Carolina)  now 
have  missionary  alumni  who  are  serving  all  around  the  world.  Almost  200  dedicated 
men  and  women  are  preaching  the  gospel  in  many  lands  and  in  many  tongues. 
In  addition  to  this  wonderful  contribution,  Baptist  Colleges  are  sending  hundreds 
of  graduates  back  into  the  local  community  with  a  direct  interest  in  mission  and 
other  phases  of  church  work.  Baptist  Colleges  are  taking  seriously  the  task  of 
producing  Christian  leadership  for  our  times. 

Since  Christian  leadership  is  so  important  to  the  moral  tone  of  the  world,  we 
must  give  more  attention  to  the  decline  in  the  number  of  young  people  answering 
the  call  to  full-time  Qiristian  service.  Your  Baptist  colleges,  working  through 
the  Council  on  Qiristian  Education,  having  designated  Christian  Education  for 
1964  as  CHRISTIAN  VOCATION  DAY.  This  will  be  a  day  for  "Calling  out  the  call- 
ed/' the  day  in  which  the  colleges  will  join  our  churches  in  appealing  to  young 
people  to  heed  the  call  to  the  ministry,  missions,  and  evangelism,  to  prepare  them- 
selves to  accept  positions  of  leadership  in  religious  education,  church  music, 
and  in  many  of  the  special  fields  related  to  these. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  colleges,  through  the  council,  to  make  this  a  permanent 
emphasis,  not  only  in  the  "calling  out  of  the  called,"  but  in  recognizing  the  role 
which  the  layman  plays  in  the  church  community. 

In  addition  to  this,  we  hope  to  make  the  Christian  Education  Day  Offering  next 
year  a  great  offering  to  help  these  young  people  answer  the  call  to  full-time  Christian 
service  and  to  go  to  college.  The  colleges  feel  that  for  too  long  this  area  has  been 
neglected.  While  thousands  of  dollars  are  available  in  scholarship  funds  in  this 
country  for  those  who  want  to  study  science,  technology,  teaching,  or  many  other 
professions,  there  has  been  no  corresponding  effort  to  help  the  Christian  vocational 
workers  overcome  their  financial  problem. 

In  conclusion,  we  appeal  to  all  the  churches  and  all  the  Christian  people  in 
our  state  to  join  hands  with  us  in  1964  in  making  it  a  great  year  when  we  "call 
out  the  called"  and  in  which  we  provide  adequate  funds  for  helping  these  young 
people  go  to  college.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORIAN 

One  of  the  outstanding  features  of  our  Association  this  year  was  our  Associational 
Revival.  Our  Association  invited  Evangelist  John  Edmund  Haggai  and  his  associates, 
Eddy  Nicholson  and  Bob  Anderson,  to  conduct  an  area-wide  revival.  This  revival 
was  conducted  during  the  dates  of  November  18  through  December  9.  A  canvas 
tent  seating  2500  people  was  used  in  the  campaign.  This  was  probably  the  largest 
revival  undertaken  in  this  area.  A  total  of  155  professions  of  faith  were  reported 
and  67  rededications. 

We  wish  to  thank  Rev.  M.  R.  Haire,  chairman  of  the  Evangelism  Committee 
in  our  Association,  for  the  work  that  went  into  this  revival.  We  wish  also  to 
express  appreciation  to  each  pastor,  layman  and  friends  who  contributed  in  any 
way  to  this  cause  of  Christ  during  this  revival  period.  It  is  hoped  that  a  revival 
of  this  kind  will  be  undertaken  every  five  years. 

Of  special  interest  also  in  our  Association  this  year  was  our  Training  Union 
"M"  Night.  This  was  held  on  Monday  night,  December  3,  at  the  canvas  tent 
where  our  Associational  Revival  was  conducted.Most  of  our  churches  were  represented 
on  this  night.  A  total  of  854  were  present  for  the  meeting. 

In  February  of  this  year  our  Association  participated  in  an  Association  Pastor- 
Led  Enlargement  Campaign  for  our  Training  Union.  State  workers  in  our  Training 
Union  Department  assisted  the  pastors  in  this  endeavor.  The  response  and  interest 
in  this  campaign  was  unusually  good. 

It  is  gratifying  to  announce  that  several  churches  in  our  association  occupied 
their  new  buildings  this  year.  Approximately  one-half  million  dollars  have  gone 
into  four  churches  in  the  immediate  Jacksonville  area.  Those  churches  completing 
a  part  or  all  of  their  building  were:  Bethlehem  Baptist  Church,  Brookwood  Baptist 
Church,  Kellum  Baptist  Church,  New  River  Baptist  Church,  Salem  Baptist  Church, 
First  Baptist  Church,  Piney  Grove  Baptist  Church,  Midville  Baptist  Church,  and 
Grants  Creek  Baptist  Church.  Let  us  not  forget  to  give  thanks  to  our  Heavenly  Father 
for  the  achievements  of  this  year.

The  Missions  Committee  of  the  New  River  Association  stands  ready  to  serve 
in  an  Associational  capacity,  and  offers  its  help  to  individual  churches  insofar 
as  is  possible.  The  Committee  urges  all  of  our  churches  to  exercise  great  vision 
in  searching  for  new  areas  of  work  where  Sunday  Schools,  preaching  stations, 
missions,  and  churches  may  be  established. 

The  Missions  Committee  urges  the  Association  to  proceed  with  its  plans  to 
begin  a  ministry  to  the  military  patterned  after  the  work  which  is  now  under  way 
in  the  Fort  Bragg  area.  The  initiation  of  this  work  is  at  the  bidding  of  the  Home 
Mission  Board,  and  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention. 

The   following   churches   request   membership   in  the   New  River  Association: 

(1)  COMMUNITY,  a  new  church  in  Chinquapin 

The  church  was  constituted  on  March  10,  1963.  The  Church  has  a  membership 
of  42,  with  76  enrolled  in  Sunday  School;  43  in  Training  Union,  21  in  the  W.M.U., 
and  13  enrolled  in  the  Brotherhood.  Brother  Donald  Purvis  is  pastor. 

(2)  MAPEL  HILL,   a  church  from  the  Wilmington  Association 

The  membership  numbers  104.  The  Sunday  School  enrollment  numbers  90, 
with  54  in  Training  Union.  There  is  a  W.M.U.,  and  a  Brotherhood  is  planned 
for  the  coming  year.  Brother  W.  B.  Rowe  is  pastor.

REPORT  OF  THE  ANNUITY  BOARD 

SPECIAL  DEATH  BENEFIT  ADDED  TO 
SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  PROTECTION  PLAN 

The  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan  now  provides  a  special  death  benefit 
for  all  members,  both  ministers  and  denominational  workers,  under  40  years 
of  age.  It  covers  both  natural  and  accidental  death. 

If  the  member  dies  a  natural  death  before  age  40,  the  benefit  provides  a  cash 
settlement  to  the  member's  widow  or  estate  equal  to  the  average  salary  on  which 
dues  were  paid.  If  he  dies  because  of  an  accident,  the  cash  settlement  will  be 
double  the  average  salary. 
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There  is  no  added  cost  for  this  special  death  benefit,  which  is  in  addition  to 
the    regular    retirement,    widow    and    disability    benefits    of  the  Protection  Plan. 

The  benefit  is  easy  to  figure.  Suppose  a  member  dies  at  age  32  of  natural 
causes,  and  the  average  salary  on  which  he  had  paid  dues  in  the  Protection  Plan 
was  $3,550.  His  widow  or  estate  would  get  a  cash  settlement  of  $3,550,  plus 
the  regular  widow  benefits.  If  he  is  killed  accidently,  his  widow  or  estate  would 
receive  twice  this  amount,  $7,100,  plus  regular  widow  benefits. 

BENEFITS  PAID 

More  than  $41  million  have  been  paid  in  relief  and  annuity  benefits  by  the 
Annuity  Board  since  its  beginning  in  1918.  Last  year  these  benefits  totaled  more 
than  $3  million,  and  were  paid  to  more  than  4,500  ministers  and  denominational 
workers  or  their  families,  who  were  members  of  a  retirement  plan,  and  to  approx- 
imately 750  on  the  relief  rolls, 

MEMBERSHIP  IN  RETIREMENT  PLANS 

As  of  April  1,  1963,  there  were  15,964,  or  49%,  of  the  total  churches  in  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  participating  in  the  Annuity  Board's  retirement  program 
for  their  pastors.  Out  of  a  total  of  212  educational  institutions,  hospitals,  children's 
homes  and  homes  for  the  aged,  121  are  enrolled  in  an  Annuity  Board  retirement 
plan  with  their  employees.  Total  membership  in  all  the  Board's  retirement  plans 
is  approximately  25,000. 

FIELD  REPRESENTATIVE 

The  Annuity  Board  field  representative  for  North  Carolina  is  Guy  Cain.  He 
promotes  the  Board's  retirement  plans,  trying  to  enlist  all  those  pastors,  churches 
and  denominational  employees  who  are  not  enrolled  in  the  program  in  North 
Carolina.  He  also  conducts  a  program  of  education,  helping  those  who  are  in  the 
plans  to  know  more  about  the  provisions  they  have  for  the  future,  and  advising 
them  if  they  should  seek  additional  protection  through  a  supplemental  plan  with 
the  Board. 

Rev.  Cain  is  available  to  speak  to  a  group  in  the  church  or  association,  or 
for  personal  conferences  about  any  phase  of  the  Annuity  Board's  work.  His  address 
is:  301  Hillsboro  Street,  Raleigh.

REPORT  OF  DEPARTMENT  OF  STUDENT  WORK

ministry  related  both  to  local  churches  and  to  college  campus  life.  Its  objectives 
are: 

To  proclaim  Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  of  all  life,  the  Saviour  of  all  men,  the  unifying 
force  and  central  point  of  reference  of  all  truth,  (evangelism) 
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To  call  all  students  to  an  intellectual  and  emotional  commitment  to  Christ 
as  Lord,  the  object  of  ones  loyalty,  the  center  of  ones  affection,  the  foundation 
of  ones  faith,  the  motivation  of  ones  evangelistic  concern,  (total  commitment) 

To  provide  the  means  of  understanding  the  truths  of  God  in  Christ,  thereby 
helping  students  witness  to  their  faith.  (Christian  nurture) 

To  help  students  relate  their  dedication  to  Christ  to  all  areas  of  life. 

To  afford  opportunities  for  students  to  put  into  practice  their  Christian  concern 
in  areas  of  creative  service. 

To  instill  a  sense  of  the  worth  and  meaning  of  the  Christian  world  mission, 
(missionary  education) 

To  cultivate  an  appreciation  for  the  Baptist  heritage,  a  loyalty  to  the  denom- 
inational purposes  and  program,  and  a  sense  of  the  worth  and  meaning  of  the  New 
Testament  concept  of  the  Church. 

On  our  campuses  B  S  U  is  one  contributor  to  the  Christian  educational  experience. 
On  non-Baptist  campuses  where  more  than  four-fifths  of  our  students  are  enrolled, 
it  is  our  only  means  of  providing  a  distinctive  Baptist  ministry  in  the  academic 
community.

2.  Communicate  with  BSU  Directors  and  Pastors  in  college  towns,  giving  names 
and  pertinent  information  about  your  students. 

3.  Subscribe  to  THE  BAPTIST  STUDENT  for  each  of  your  students. 

4.  Observe  STUDENT  NIGHT  AT  CHRISTMAS. 

5.-  Invite  "Operation-Outreach"  and  Youth  Evangelism  teams  from  nearby 
campuses  to  your  church  or  associational  meetings. 

6.  Challenge  students  to  give  their  summers  in  service. 

7.  Support  this  and  other  phases  of  our  work  by  giving  through  the  Cooperative 
Program. 

8.  Inform  your  constituency  about  our  ministry  through  this  Department  and 
about  the  crucial  need  for  additional  personnel,  adequate  centers,  and  a  strengthened 
ministry  to  all  Baptist  students  in  all  types  of  institutions. 

9.  Pray  for  your  young  people  and  for  the  ministry  of  the  Baptist  Student  Union. 
10.  Organize  a  Student  Work  Committee  to  be  responsible  for  helping  in  these  and 

other  ways. 

THE  REPORT  OF 
THE  N.  C.  BAPTIST  FOUNDATION,  INC. 

Since  July,  1962,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation  has  established  an 
office  in  the  Baptist  Building  with  a  full-time  Executive  Secretary  and  secretarial 
help.  This  is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Foundation  that  it  has  engaged 
in  full-time  emphases.  The  activities  of  the  Executive  Secretary  have  been  varied. 
One  of  the  purposes  of  the  Board  of  Directors  has  been  to  carry  the  message  of 
the  services  offered  by  the  Foundation  to  as  many  associations  as  possible; 
into  as  many  churches  as  possible;  and  to  as  many  individuals  as  he  has  had 
the  opportunity.  These  contacts  have  been  quite  stimulating  and  it  remains  to 
be  seen  what  results  will  accrue  from  these  contacts. 

On  June  30,  1962,  we  reported  to  you  that  the  assets  of  the  Foundation  amounted 
to  $303,186,66.  The  assets  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation  as  of  June 
30,  1963,  were  $324,256.39.  Since  the  close  of  business  last  year  in  June,  1962, 
the  Foundation  has  technically  in  its  control  two  estates  of  rather  large  size. 
The  estate  of  R.  Sterling  Graves  amounts  to  approximately  $440,000.  The  estate 
of  T.    F.    Pettus    is    in   the  neighborhood  of  $110,000.  Both  of  these  estates  are  in 
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the  hands  of  the  trustees  of  the  estates  and  for  all  practical  purposes  they  will 
be  turned  over  to  the  Foundation  in  the  very  near  future.  These  two  estates  will  push 
our  assets  to  over  $870.00.  The  Baptist  Foundation  has  emphasized  the  fact  over 
and  over  again  that  it  exists  to  serve  ALL  Baptists.  Those  who  have  relatively 
small  amounts  of  money,  personal  property  or  other  real  assets,  will  find  the 
Foundation  is  just  as  anxious  to  serve  them  as  it  is  to  serve  the  larger  estates. 
It  is  a  fundamental  belief  of  the  Directors  of  the  Foundation  that  the'^Foundation 
exists  to  serve  ALL  Baptists. 

The  Baptist  Foundation  Board  of  Directors  and  the  Executive  Secretary  wish 
to  express  their  deep  appreciation  to  the  various  organizations,  institutions  and 
agencies  that  have  assisted  them  with  the  promotion  of  the  Foundation  Program.

CONSTITUTION 


1.  NAME.  The  name  of  this  association  shall  be  the  New  River  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation, CQ- operating  with  the  North  Carolina  State  Baptist  Convention,  and  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

2.  PURPOSE.  The  purpose  of  this  association  shall  be  to  promote  Oiristian 
fellowship  and  co-operation  among  the  churches  affiliated  with  the  association; 
to  uphold  the  doctrines  and  principles  of  our  Baptist  faith  and  to  encourage  the 
churches  to  be  loyal  to  and  practice  these  doctrines  and  principles;  to  promote 
the  preaching  and  teaching  of  God's  Word,  and  the  enlisting  and  training  of  all 
Christians  for  service;  to  promote  missions,  benevolence,  stewardship,  christian 
education,  and  the  winning  of  all  men  to  Christ  to  the  end  of  the  earth.  To  co- 
operate with  the  North  Carolina  State  Baptist  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  in  a  world  mission  program. 

3.  MEMBERSHIP.  A.  This  body  shall  be  composed  of  Pastors  of  affiliated 
churches  and  missions  and  elected  messengers  from  the  churches  and  missions 
affiliated  with  the  body.  Each  church  and  mission  shall  be  entitled  to  three  elected 
messengers  plus  Pastor  for  the  first  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof  and 
one  additional  messenger  for  each  one  hundred  members  or  major  fraction  thereof 
above  the  first  one  hundred,  provided  that  no  church  or  mission  shall  be  entitled 
to  more  than  eight  messengers.  When  5uch  messengers  are  approved  by  the  cre- 
dentials committee  and  the  association  they  shall  be  seated  and  entitled  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  affairs  of  the  body.  Such  messengers  shall  be  duly  certified  in  the 
annual  church  letters  to  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

B,  Churches  from  another  association  of  Missionary  Baptist  Churches,  or  newly 
organized  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  may  petition  by  letter  for  membership  in 
this  association.  Tlie  letter  ofpetition  shall  be  submitted  to  the  missions  committee 
not  later  than  thirty  (30)  days  preceding  the  annual  session.  Upon  recommendation 
of  the  missions  committee,  the  church  may  be  received  by  a  two- thirds  vote  of 
the  messengers  present. 

C.  Any  church  may  be  granted  a  letter  of  dismission  to  unite  with  another 
association  by  presenting  a  written  request  of  same  to  the  clerk  of  the  association 
thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  to  be  voted  on  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  association.  The  association  may  withdraw  fellowship 
from  any  church  which  fails  to  cooperate  over  a  period  of  time  in  fulfilling  the 
purposes  of  the  association. 

4.  OFFICERS.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  moderator,  vice- moderator, 
clerk,  treasurer,  and  historian.  These  officers  shall  be  nominated  and  elected  by 
the  association  during  the  1st  and  2nd  session  of  the  annual  meeting.  iTiey  shall 
serve  until  the  close  of  the  following  annual  session  of  the  association  or  until 
their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  installed.  These  officers  shall  be  nominated 
from  the  floor  and  elected  by  standing  vote  unless  another  plan  is  adopted  by  2/3 
majority  vote  by  the  annual  associational  meeting.  The  moderator  and  the  vice- 
moderator  shall  be  limited  to  not  more  than  two  (2)  successive  years  of  service. 

The  Missions  Committee  of  the  Association  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsi- 
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bility  of  seeking  a  person  who  can  serve  as  Superintendent  of  Missions.  The  Com- 
mittee shall  bring  only  one  name  at  a  time  for  the  consideration  of  the  Association, 
and  action  may  be  taken  by  either  the  Association  in  its  annual  meeting  or  by  its 
Executive  Committee  in  a  regular  or  special  called  meeting.  In  this  particular  matter 
there  must  be  two- thirds  of  the  membership  churches  of  the  Association  present  in 
order  to  constitute  a  quorum.  An  affirmative  vote  of  two- thirds  of  those  present  shall 
be  necessary  for  an  extension  of  a  call.  Should  the  nominee  fail  to  receive  a  two- 
thirds  vote,  the  Committee  shall  seek  out  another  nominee. 

The  relationship  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  to  the  Association  may  be 
dissolved  at  the  request  of  either  himself  or  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Com- 
mittee. In  either  case,  at  least  thiity  days  notice  shall  be  given  of  termination  of 
the  relationship,  unless  otherwise  mutually  agreed  upon. 

The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  work  harmoniously  with  the  Association, 
and  shall  endeavor  to  coordinate  the  goals  of  the  Association,  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion and  Southern  Baptist  Convention  with  proper  respect  being  given  to  the  Missions 
Committee  and  other  committees  and  organizations  of  the  Association, 

He  shall  at  all  times  endeavor  to  strengthen  our  churches  by  creating  a  greater 
unity  of  purpose  in  our  total  missionary  program.  This  being  done  with  the  help  of 
a  strong  educational  missionary  program  which  would  involve  the  strengthening  of 
our  total  stewardship  life. 

He  shall  endeavor  to  establish  a  definite  ministry  for  our  single  military  men  in 
and  around  Jacksonville. 

He  shall  also  establish  a  ministry  to  better  relate  all  of  our  military  people  to 
our  churches. 

He  shall  also  endeavor  to  develop  a  definite  and  positive  ministry  for  our  lan- 
guage-speaking people. 

At  all  times  the  Association  shall  make  clear  the  duties  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Missions,  and  through  its  properly  organized  structure  shall  consider  its  responsi- 
bilities to  him,  and  shall  seek  to  meet  these  responsibilities  within  the  framework  of 
the  adopted  procedures  and  consideration  of  the  Association  and  its  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

5.  AUTHORITY.  The  association  is  an  autonomous  body  and  therefore  reserves 
the  right  to  determine  its  own  policies  and  direct  its  own  business.  Tliis  body  shall 
never  exercise  any  authority  over  any  church  or  churches  which  are  affiliated  with  it 
or  which  may  have  been  affiliated  with  it;  but  the  association  will  stand  ready  to 
lend    any    assistance    or    counsel    to    any   church  making  request  for  such  help. 

6.  ORGANIZATION.  This  body  shall  encourage  and  promote  such  additional 
organizations  as  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Brother- 
hood, and  such  other  organizations  which  are  in  keeping  with  the  purpose  of  the 
association,  with  their  full  staff  of  officers  and  programs  necessary  for  the  promotion 
of  the  work.  The  chief  officer  of  each  organization  shal  be  elected,  or  approved  by 
the  association  and  shall  function  as  an  officer  of  the  association. 

7.  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE.  The  association  shallhave  an  executive  committee 
consisting  of  the  pastor  of  each  church  and  mission  and  one  lay  member  from  each 
church  and  mission  which  shall  be  nominated  and  elected  for  membership  in  the 
executive  committee  by  the  church  or  mission.  The  quorum  of  the  executive  commit- 
tee shall  be  composed  of  at  least  one  representative  from  fifty  (SO^o)  percent  of  the 
associational  churches  and  missions.  The  officers  of  the  association,  namely 
moderator,  vice-moderator,  clerk,  treasurer,  historian,  superintendent  of  missions 
and /or  executive  secretary  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  the  executive  committee 
and  shall  serve  as  officers  of  the  committee,  unless  the  association  directs  other- 
wise. 
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The  chief  officer  of  all  associational  organizations  and  chairman  of  standing  com- 
mittees are  to  become  ex  officio  members  of  the  executive  committee.  Ex  of- 
ficio members  will  not  have  the  right  to  vote  unless  they  are  also  members  of  the 
executive  committee  elected  as  representatives  of  their  respective  churches  and 
missions, 

Tlie  executive  committee  shall  attend  to  all  matters  of  the  association  between 
sessions;  promote  all  progress  authorized  by  the  association;  and  carry  out  all 
directives  given  by  the  association. 

It  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  association  of  all  work  carried  on  and  all 
finances  handled.  The  executive  committee  shall  not  have  the  power  to  create  or 
initiate  any  new  work  or  project  not  contained  in  the  reports  and  recommendations 
of  the  previous  meeting  of  the  association,  except  such  matters,  projects,  and  new 
work  deemed  necessary  by  three- fourths  majority  of  the  executive  committee  mem- 
bers present  for  the  advancement  of  the  association's  work.  Tlie  executive  com- 
mittee shall  hold  regular  quarterly  meetings  and  special  sessions  at  the  call  of  the 
moderator. 

8.  MEETINGS.  Tlie  association  shall  hold  annual  meetings  of  the  body  at  such 
time  and  place  as  it  may  determine.  The  executive  committee  may  have  the  power 
to  change  the  stated  time  and/or  place  of  the  annual  meeting  in  case  of  emergency 
or  necessity.  The  executive  committee  shall  promote  such  regular  meetings  of 
its  worker's  council,  its  promotional  organizations,  and  its  standing  committees 
as  shall  prove  most  effective  for  carrying  out  the  total  purpose  of  the  association. 

9.  COMMITTEES.  The  association  shall  have  the  following  standing  committees 
named  by  the  moderator  and  general  officers  of  the  association  and  approved  by  the 
association  before  the  close  ofths  annual  session  to  serve  until  the  close  of  the  next 
annual  session,  namely:  program  committee,  nominating  committee,  credentials 
committee,  budget  committee  and  missions  and  evangelism  committee,  and  such 
additional  committees  as  seems  needed.  All  organizations  of  the  association  shall 
name  their  own  officers  and  leaders  except  the  chief  officer. 

Any  other  committees  deemed  necessary  by  the  executive  committee  and  not 
elected  or  provided  for  by  the  annual  meeting  nor  otherwise  provided  for  in  the  con- 
stitution shall  be  elected,  or  approved,  by  the  executive  committee. 

10,  AMENDMENTS.  This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  annual 
session  of  the  association  by  a  two- thirds  majority  of  the  messengers  present, 
provided  notice  of  such  change  has  been  given  in  writing  at  the  previous  quarterly 
executive  committee  meeting  and  provided  it  is  read  in  the  first  session  of  the 
annual  meeting  and  voted  on  in  another  session  of  the  annual  meeting. 

11.  BYLAWS. 

1.  In  parliamentary  procedure  the  body  shall  be  governed  by  Kerfoot's  Parliamen- 
tary Law. 

2.  The  fiscal  year  for  the  association  shall  be  from  the  first  day  of  October  to 
the  last  day  of  September  inclusive.  Annual  reports  to  the  association  shall  cover 
this  period. 

3.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  association  shaU  be  in  the  month  of  October. 
The  exact  days  and  place  shall  be  recommended  by  the  nominating  committee, 
or  other  committee  authorized  by  the  association,  and  approved  by  the  body.  The 
executive  committee  may  make  such  ad justment  in  tlie  time  and  place  of  the  annual 
meeting  as  may  become  necessary  because  of  circumstances  which  develop  after 
the  close  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  whole  body. 

4.  All  officers  of  the  association  must  be  members  of  churches  within  the 
association,  in  good  standing,  and  recognized  for  their  knowledge  of  and  loyalty  to 
Southern  Baptist  doctrines  and  programs. 
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5.  Duties  of  the  officers  shall  be  as  follows: 

THE  MODERATOR  shall  call  to  order  and  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  asso- 
ciation and  the  executive  committee,  and  direct  the  affairs  of  the  association  in  an 
orderly  manner  and  cliristian  spirit.  (He  may  for  good  reason  ask  other  officers  or 
members  of  the  body  to  preside  at  times). 

THE  VICE- MODERATOR  may,  if  the  moderator  so  directs,  preside  over  the  ses- 
sions of  the  association  or  executive  committee,  He  shall  preside  over  other  meet- 
ings in  the  absence  of  the  moderator  and  shall  assist  the  moderator  in  such  ways  as 
he  may  direct. 

THE  CLERK  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  record  of  all  business  of  the  asso- 
ciation and  the  executive  committee,  and  of  all  recommendations  of  the  association 
or  executive  committee.  At  each  meeting  he  shall  be  prepared  to  read  all  minutes  of 
the  previous  meeting.  All  records  for  at  least  one  year  shall  be  on  hand  at  each 
meeting. 

THE  TREASURER  shall  receive  all  funds  of  and  for  the  association,  not  other- 
wise designed  and  shall  disburse  all  funds  in  accordance  with  the  adopted  associa- 
tional  budget,  or  according  to  the  specific  instructions  of  the  association  upon  receipt 
of  a  bill  or  voucher  properly  authorized. 

He  shall  keep  accurate  records  of  all  monies  received,  with  sources  and  desig- 
nations of  same.  He  shall  make  reports  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  executive 
committee  and  annual  meeting  of  the  association  and  have  the  same  approved.  The 
executive  committee  shall  have  the  treasurer's  reports  audited  at  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year,  and  report  the  same  to  the  annual  association  for  approval.  (It  is  wise 
to  have  the  treasurer  bonded  and  insured.) 

THE  HISTORIAN  shall  write  in  orderly  form  the  events  of  the  association, 
beginning  with  its  organization.  The  association  should  request  the  churches  and 
individuals  who  may  possess  historical  information  about  the  association  to  make 
it  accessible  to  the  historian.  He  shall  make  records  of  current  events  of  each 
fiscal  year  and  read  his  annual  chapter  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association  for 
adoption. 

6.  All  associational  organizations  and  regular  committees  shall  make  reports 
to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  executive  committee  and/or  to  the  association.  Tlie 
executive  committee  shall  exercise  authority  over  these  organizations  and  commit- 
tees only  to  the  extent  of  determining  whether  they  are  working  within  the  bounds  of 
the  organizational  programs  as  approved  by  the  association, 

7.  A  place  shall  be  made  on  the  order  of  business  for  miscellaneous  business 
at  each  session  of  the  association. 

8.  A  sermon  on  doctrines  and  one  on  missions  shall  be  provided  for  at  each 
annual  meeting.  Addresses  on  assigned  topics  relating  to  phases  of  our  Baptist 
work  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  program  committee. 

9.  Messengers  to  the  association  shall  be  accorded  equal  rights  and  privileges 
of  the  floor,  provided  each  messenger  who  desires  to  speak  shall  rise,  address  the 
moderator,  and  be  recognized  before  he  begins  to  speak.  No  messenger  shall  be 
entitled  to  speak  on  any  subject  more  than  twice  until  other  messengers  desiring 
to  speak  have  been  heard.  Upon  request  of  a  messenger  and  by  consent  of  the  body, 
the  moderator  may  invite  a  visitor  to  speak  during  a  discussion. 

10.  Tlie  bylaws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  of  the  association  by  a 
majority  vote  of  messengers  present,  provided  such  amendment  has  been  read  to  the 
body   not  later   than  the  second  session,  and  is  voted  on  before  the  last  session.

PROCEEDINGS 

Night  Session  -  October  22,  1964 
FIRST  BAPTIST  CHURCH,  JACKSONVILLE 

1.  The  Fifth  annual  session  of  the  New  River  Baptist  Association  was  called  to 
order  at  7:15  P.M.,  October  22,  1964,  by  the  Moderator,  J. R.  Scales  at  Jacksonville 
First  Baptist  Church.  We  were  called  to  worship  with  the  singing  of  "Now  the  Day 
is  Over." 

After  the  singing  of  "Day  Is  Dying  in  the  West,"  Marvin  Hays  led  in  a  devotional 
with  scripture  and  prayer  and  welcomed  the  Associational  body  in  behalf  of  the  host 
church. 

2.  Brother  Avery  Lumsden  moved  that  the  messengers  here  duly  elected  by  their 
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churches  be  considered  the  Body  of  the  Association  tonight  and  tomorrow  in  order  to 
conduct  business;  and  that  the  program  printed  in  the  Book  of  Reports  be  adopted  for 
this  associational  meeting.  Motion  carried. 

3.  The  Moderator  recognized  Mrs.  E.L.  Simmons,  Clerk,  for  a  report  from  the 
Executive  Committee.    The   report  was    approved  as  printed  in  "Book  of  Reports." 

4.  Brother  John  Davis  stood  in  for  the  treasurer  and  moved  that  the  Treasurer's 
report  be  accepted  as  printed.  Motion  carried. 

5.  The  Moderator  recognized  the  pastors  and  visitors  at  the  meeting  with  a 
special  recognition  given  to  new  pastors  in  the  association. 

6.  Following  the  singing  of  "Lead  On,  O  King  Eternal,**  Brother  M.  R.  Haire  intro- 
duced our  moderator,  J.R.  Scales,  for  the  Moderator's  Address.  Brother  Scales  spoke 
on  "A  Purposeful  Outlook."  He  said  that  the  churches  today  sometimes  seem  to 
have  lost  the  purpose  but  that  God  is  still  behind  us  pointing  us  to  that  purpose- -to 
bring  Glory  to  God.  He  challenged  us  to  look  to  Calvary  with  Christ  as  our  pilot  and 
to  look  at  the  lost  world  about  us  as  we  let  Christ  be  our  guide  through  this  asso- 
ciational year, 

7.  Brother  Deon  Butler  presented  the  report  of  the  Constitution  Committee  as 
printed  in  the  "Book  of  Reports"  to  be  voted  on  in  the  next  session. 

8.  The  moderator  recognized  Brother  E.  J.  Hines  who  called  our  attention  to  the 
report  concerning  a  missions  program  for  the  New  River  Association,  more  specif- 
ically, the  calling  of  a  superintendent  of  missions. 

9.  Brother  B.M.  Smith  announced  that  Mrs.  Junie  Barnes  wanted  to  convey  to  the 
Association  her  sincere  appreciation  for  the  kind  considerations  given  to  her  by 
members  of  this  association  in  the  death  of  her  husband  and  asked  for  our  continued 
prayers. 

10.  The  clerk  reported  that  there  were  120  present  with  79  messengers,  16  alter- 
nates, and  25  visitors. 

11.  Following  the  singing  of  "The  Cross  on  the  Hill"  by  our  special  associational 
choir,  the  moderator  introduced  Brother  Robert  Nation  to  bring  the  doctrinal  message. 
Brother  Nation  spoke  from  the  22nd  chapter  of  Genesis  on  "The  Giving  of  Our  Best 
to  God."  He  brought  to  our  attention  how  the  family  of  Abraham  sacrificed  their  best 
and  how  God  gives  us  His  very  best.  He  challenged  us  to  give  our  best  during  the 
coming  year. 

12.  Adjourned  for  the  evening. 

MORNING  SESSION  -  October  23,  1964 
PINEY  GROVE  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

13.  The  second  session  opened  with  the  call  to  worship  "Christ,  Whose  Glory 
Fills  the  Skies"  by  the  special  associational  choir  followed  by  the  congregation 
singing  of  "O  Worship  the  King." 

Brother  James  Hatcher  led  us  in  scripture  and  prayer. 

14.  The  moderator  recognized  Brother  Joe  Richards  for  a  word  of  welcome  from  the 
host  church  and  the  moderator  recognized  the  pastors  and  visitors. 

15.  Brother  J. W.  Myers  presented  the  Christian  Education  reportwhich  was  adopted 
as  printed  and  Dr.  Harris  Anderson  spoke  to  the  report. 

16.  Avery  Lumsden  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Annuity  Board  be  accepted  as 
printed  and  Brother  Guy  S.  Cain  spoke  to  the  report.  Brother  Cain  also  brought  greetings 
from  Dr.  Crouch  and  asked  our  concern  and  prayer  for  Dr.  Crouch. 

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  N.  C,    BAPTIST   FOUNDATION, 

INC. 

In  the  widest  sense  Stewardship  "is  the  maximum  use  of  one's  life  for  the  glory 
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of  God  and  the  good  of  mankind."  The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  Inc., 
encourages  the  Stewardship  of  Current  Income  in  systematic  and  proportionate  giving 
from  current  income.  The  Foundation  also  encourages  the  Stewardship  of  Accumulated 
Possessions  by  single  block  giving  at  infrequent  intervals  from  accumulated  income 
during  one's  lifetime  and/or  at  one's  death.  You  will  note  that  the  Baptists  have  put 
the  major  emphasis  on  the  Stewardship  of  Current  Income.  The  Baptist  Foundation 
seeks  to  put  a  stronger  emphasis  on  the  Stewardship  of  Accumulated  Income.  There 
are  many  ways  that  the  Foundation  assists  a  person  in  making  his  gifts  through 
accumulated  income  such  as:  (1)  by  living  trust,  (2)  by  gift  annuity,  and  (3)  by  be- 
quests in  wills. 

The  Foundation  also  serves  by  meeting  with  you  and  your  attorney  upon  your 
request  in  connection  with  preparation  of  legal  documents  where  the  Baptist  Founda- 
tion is  to  be  involved.  The  Foundation  offers  services  to  individual  churches,  asso- 
ciations, and  to  all  of  our  Baptist  agencies  and  institutions. 

We  have  been  emphasising  the  making  of  Christian  wills.  We  have  two  films, 
"God's  Will  Through  Yours"  and  "Treasures  In  Heaven,"  on  Christian  will  making, 
which  are  available  to  any  organization  upon  request,

22.  Brother  Lumsden  moved  that  we  give  time  to  Dr.  Allen  from  Wake  Forest  and 
the  moderator  introduced  Dr.  Allen  who  spoke  on  Christian  education. 

23.  Following  the  singing  of  "Jesus  Shall  Reign  Wherever  the  Sun"  by  the  special 
associational  choir,  the  moderator  introduced  Brother  Walter  Jones  who  brought  our 
missionary  address.  Brother  Jones  spoke  from  Luke  24:36. 

24.  Adjourned  to  lunch.

31.  Brother  W.M.  Lundy  moved  that  the  report  of  the  American  Bible  Society  be 
adopted  as  printed  in  the  "Book  of  Reports."  Motion  carried. 

32.  Brother  Avery  Lumsden  moved  that  the  report  of  Social  Service  and  Temperance 
be  adopted  as  printed  in  the  "Book  of  Reports."  Mot].on  carried. 

33.  Brother  Harold  Smith  gave  the  report  of  the  Vacation  Bible  School  and  moved 
that   it   and   the  report  of  the  Sunday  School  be  adopted  as  printed.  Motion  carried. 

34.  Brother  Nix  gave  the  reports  on  the  Schools  of  Missions  and  Seminary  Extension 
Center.  Each  report  was  accepted. 

35.  Brother  L.D.  Stubbs  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Brotherhood  be  accepted  and 
spoke  briefly.  Motion  carried. 

36.  Mrs,    M.R,   Haire   gave  the  report  of  the  W.M.U.  and  her  report  was  adopted. 

37.  Brother  Avery  Lumsden  moved  that  the  Music  Report  be  adopted  as  printed  in 
the  Book  of  Reports.  Motion  carried. 

38.  Brother  M.R.  Haire  brought  the  report  on  Evangelism.  He  called  attention  to 
the  fine  increase  in  our  record  of  baptisms  of  last  year.  Report  was  adopted  as  printed, 

39.  Brother  B.M.  Smith  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Ordination  Council  as  printed 
in  the  "Book  of  Reports"  be  accepted.  Motion  carried. 

40.  Brother  B.M.  Smith  brought  the  report  from  the  Resolutions  Committee.  This 
report  was  accepted  and  the  Body  of  members  rose  in  a  moment  of  silent  prayer  in 
memory  of  our  dead. 

41.  At  this  time  the  moderator  recognized  the  following  people  who  were  members 
of  our  special  choir:  Mrs.  H.L.  Humphrey,  Miss  Sallie  Adams,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  E.J, 
Hines,  Mrs.  J.R.  Scales,  Rev.  Avery  Lumsden  and  Rev.  M.R.  Haire. 

42.  Brother  Peper  presented  the  Historian*  s  report  and  it  was  accepted  with  the 
inclusion  of  information  on  the  Seminary  Extension  Center. 

43.  At  this  time  the  congregation  stood  and  sang  "Thou  Whose  Almighty  Word." 

44.  Brother  Paul  Nix  moved  that  the  minutes  for  this  year  be  dedicated  to  Brother 
Junie  Barnes  who  died  during  the  year.  Motion  was  accepted. 

45.  Brother  Scales  gave  the  report  of  the  nominating  committee.  Brother  Avery 
Lumsden  moved  that  this  report  be  accepted  as  printed.  Motion  carried. 

46.  Brother  E.J.  Hines  brought  the  report  of  the  Missions  Committee.  Brother  Hines 
moved  that  we  approve  applications  of  Blue  Creek  and  Community  for  pastoral  aid 
and  of  Calvary  for  State  aid  in  purchasing  property.  This  motion  passed. 

47.  Brother  Paul  Nix  presented  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee.  He  moved 
that  we  adopt  the  proposed  budget  for  the  year  as  printed  in  the  "Book  of  Reports." 
Motion  carried. 

48.  The  moderator  recognized  and  welcomed  Rev.  Donald  Farrow  of  Midville  who 
is  new  in  the  association. 

49.  Brother  A.F.  Yarbrough  presented  the  report  of  the  Constitution  Committee 
which  was  read  to  the  association  in  the  first  session  of  this  annual  meeting  and 
printed  in  the  "Book  of  Reports."  This  report  was  adopted. 

50.  Brother  Harold  Smith  submitted  the  following  report  from  the  Time,  Place  and 
Preacher  Committee:

51.  At  this  time  the  moderator  called  for  all  the  new  officers  of  the  association 
to  come  forward  and  stand  for  the  proper  recognition. 

52.  Brother  Albert  Hastings  asked  that  we  be  in  prayer  for  the  committee  calling 
a  missionary.  He  asked  for  a  called  Executive  Committee  meeting  at  which  to  present 
a  possible  candidate  and  November  5  was  set  for  this  meeting. 

53.  There  were   168   present  with  81  messengers,  23  alternates  and  59  visitors. 

54.  Since  there  was  no  further  business  the  meeting  was  adjourned  with  prayer  by 
Brother  M.R,  Haire.

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

Section  4 

The  Missions  Committee  of  the  Association  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsi- 
bility of  seeking  a  person  who  can  serve  as  Superintendent  of  Missions.  The  Com- 
mittee shall  bring  only  one  name  at  a  time  for  the  consideration  of  the  Association, 
and  action  may  be  taken  by  either  the  Association  in  its  annual  meeting  or  by  its 
Executive  Committee  in  a  regular  or  special  called  meeting.  In  this  particular  matter 
there  must  be  two- thirds  of  the  membership  churches  of  the  Association  present  in 
order  to  Constitute  a  quorum.  An  affirmative  vote  of  two- thirds  of  those  present  shall 
be  necessary  for  an  extension  of  a  call.  Should  the  nominee  fail  to  recieve  a  two- 
thirds  vote,  the  Committee  shall  seek  out  another  nominee. 

The  relationship  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  to  the  Association  may  be 
dissolved  at  the  request  of  either  himself  or  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Com- 
mittee. In  either  case,  at  least  thirty  days  notice  shall  be  given  of  termination  of 
the  relationship,  unless  otherwise  mutually  agreed  upon. 

The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  work  harmoniously  with  the  Association, 
and  shall  endeavor  to  coordinate  the  goals  of  the  Association,  Baptist  State  Convention 
and  Southern  Baptist  Convention  with  proper  respect  being  given  to  the  Missions 
Committee  and  other  committees  and  organizations  of  the  Association. 

He  shall  at  all  times  endeavor  to  strengthen  our  churches  by  creating  a  greater 
unity  of  purpose  in  our  total  missionary  program.  This  being  done  with  the  help  of 
a  strong  educational  missionary  program  which  would  involve  the  strengthening  of 
our  total  stewardship  life. 

He  shall  endeavor  to  establish  a  definite  ministry  for  our  single  military  men  in 
and  around  Jacksonville. 

He  shall  also  establish  a  ministry  to  better  relate  all  of  our  military  people  to 
our  churches. 
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He  shall  also  endeavor  to  develop  a  definite  and  positive  ministry  for  our  language- 
speaking  people. 

At  all  times  the  Association  shall  make  clear  the  duties  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Missions,  and  through  its  properly  organized  structure  shall  consider  its  responsi- 
bilities to  him,  and  shall  seek  to  meet  these  responsibilities  within  the  framework 
of  the  adopted  procedures  and  consideration  of  the  Association  and  its  Executive 
Committee.

A  MISSION  PROGRAM  FOR  THE  NEW  RIVER 
ASSOCIATION 

INTRODUCTION: 

Paramount  in  the  successful  endeavor  of  any  work  is  a  clear  conception  of  the 
nature  of  the  work.  The  Missions  Committee  has  made  a  conscientious  effort  to 
determine  the  nature  and  the  scope  of  the  work  of  a  Baptist  Association.  It,  of  course, 
is  recognized  that  all  definitions  can  be  improved  upon,  and  this  report  is  by  no 
means  conclusive.  It  merely  points  to  some  beginnings.  However,  this  committee 
feels  that  the  total  work  of  this  Association  can  be  strengthened  and  enlarged  only 
if  we  know  who  we  are  and  what  we  are  trying  to  do. 

We  have  sought  guidance  from  many  sources.  As  we  have  sought  to  draft  a  pro- 
gram of  missions  for  the  Association,  the  prolific  literature  of  the  Home  Mission 
Board  has  been  invaluable — especially  in  the  areas  of  "A  Definition  of  a  Baptist 
Association,"  and  "Suggested  Objectives  of  a  Baptist  Association."

I.  SUGGESTED  DEFINITION  OF  A  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

A  Baptist  Association  is  a  self-detemiining  body  whose  authority  is  derived  from 
the  actions  of  messengers  elected  by  Baptist  churches.  Usually  located  in  a  limited 
geographical  area,  these  churches  have  voluntarily  associated  and  have  organized  for 
Christian  fellowship  and  cooperation  in  the  advancement  of  Christ's  kingdom.  An 
association  is  dependent  on  the  churches  that  create  and  sustain  it,  and  is  autonomous 
in  relation  to  other  Baptist  bodies. 

II.  SUGGESTED  OBJECTIVES  OF  A  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

All  of  the  objectives  of  an  association  are  designed  to  assist  the  churches  in 
bringing  men  to  God  through  Jesus  Christ.  Specifically  the  suggested  objectives  of 
an  association  may  be  stated  as  follows: 

1.  To  afford  and  promote  a  larger  fellowship  of  Christians  in  the  work  of  Christ. 

2.  To  discover  needs  which  cannot  be  met  effectively  by  churches  individually, 
and  to  coordinate  the  use  of  resources  in  meeting  these  needs. 

3.  To  provide  programs  and  projects,  and  establish  organizations  to  strengthen 
the    churches   and    to   assist  them   in   achieving   their  objectives  and  goals. 

4.  To  encourage  every  church  to  support  the  missionary,  educational,  and  benevo- 
lent cause  of  the  Association,  the  State  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention. 


5.  To  discuss  such  subjects  as  the  biblical  doctrines,  policy  and  ethical  standards, 
and  to  interpret  the  Baptist  position. 

Indeed,  the  above  objectives  are  philosophically  oriented  and  are  general  in  their 
scope.  No  doubt,  however,  they  speak  to  the  needs  of  the  New  River  Baptist  Associa- 
tion. Some  specific  interpretation  of  these  objectives  may  be  expressed  in  the  follow- 
ing manner. 

1.  As  an  association  we  need  to  strengthen  our  churches  by  creating  a  greater 
unity  of  purpose  in  our  total  evangelistic,  educational,  and  missionary  program. 
This  can  be  done  with  the  help  of  a  strong  associational  program  which  would  in- 
volve the  strengthening  of  our  total  stewardship  life. 

As  an  association,  we  have  a  far  greater  potential  than  we  have  realized.  Few 
associations  have  the  opportunities  which  ours  has  -  and  if  opportunities,  indeed 
responsibilities.  This  young  association  has  already  established  itself  in  this  state. 
When  our  energies  are  more  closely  correlated,  still  greater  advances  can  be  realized. 
Probably  at  no  time  before  has  the  need  been  so  great.  Probably  at  no  time  shall  we 
have  a  greater  opportunity  than  the  present. 

2.  Moreover,  a  well- developed  ministry  is  needed  which  will  better  relate  all 
of  our  military  people  to  our  churches  in  our  Associational  area.  To  accomplish  these 
tasks,  old  and  tried  methods  must  be  employed  -  not  to  the  conclusion  however,  of 
new  methods  -  methods  which  have  not  yet  been  tried.  The  association  must  pioneer 
in  new  methods  and  in  new  areas  of  work  if  the  complex  needs  of  our  people  are 
met.  The  extension  of  our  evangelistic,  missionary,  and  educational  ministry  must 
seek  new  ways  to  reach  the  homes  of  our  people. 

III.  RELATIONSHIPS  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS 

1.  Associational  Work 

Indeed,  there  are  many  facets  of  associational  work,  and  the  Superintendent  of 
Missions  has  primary  responsibility  of  coordinating  and  promoting  each  facet.  His 
primary  endeavor  should  be  exercised  in  an  effort  to  strengthen  the  total  associa- 
tional program. 

In  the  New  River  Association,  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  coordinate  the 
total  associational  program,  and  perform  those  duties  which  normally  attend  to  this 
office.  The  General  Board  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  Director  of  the  Division  of  Missions  has  set  forth  some  guiding  prin- 
ciples for  associational  work.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  will  be  expected  to 
work  harmoniously  with  the  Convention  in  implementing  the  work. 

The  Superintendent  of  Missions  does  not  displace  any  of  the  organized  structure 
of  the  association.  Rather,  he  coordinates  and  guides  the  existing  associational 
organizations  in  a  well-defined,  well- developed  program  of  work.  As  the  pastor  en- 
deavors to  lead  a  church  into  the  proper  areas  of  work,  so  the  Superintendent  of 
Missions  endeavors  to  lead  the  association  toward  the  successful  fulfillment  of  its 
duties  and  responsibilities. 

2.  Local  Church  Work 

It  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  the  office  of  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  an  asso- 
ciational one,  and  the  person  occupying  this  office  has  major  responsibility  in  guiding 
the  churches  as  they  seek  to  carry  out  the  Great  Commission  in  a  unified,  associa- 
tional program.  Therefore,  work  with  the  churches  individually  should  always  be  done 
in  an  effort  to  strengthen  not  only  the  local  church,  but  the  associational  program  as 
well.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  is  not  a  "private  missionary"  for  individual 
churches.  However,  much  of  his  time  will  be  spent  within  the  local  church  giving 
what    counsel,    guidance,    teaching,    and    training   that   may   lie  within  his  power. 

IV.  RESPONSIBIUTIES  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION  TO  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS 
1.   The  association  shall  provide  a  salary  and  other  benefits  according  to  the  bud- 
get as  adopted  by  the  Association. 
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2.  It  is  believed  that  at  this  time  it  would  be  more  economical  for  the  associa- 
tional  office  to  be  located  in  the  Missionary's  home.  The  home  should  be  centrally 
located,  accessible  for  all  the  churches  in  the  association.  For  at  least  the  first 
year,  or  nine  months  at  least,  it  probably  would  be  in  the  discretion  of  wisdom  to 
rent  a  house  -  with  possibly  an  option  to  buy  if  the  association  deems  this  to  be 
wise.  The  Missions  Committee  of  the  association  shall  be  charged  with  the  respon- 
sibility of  finding  suitable  quarters. 

V.  CALLING  A  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS 

The  Missions  Committee  shall  seek  out  a  qualified  person,  who  according  to  the 
standards  of  the  Christian  ministry,  may  fill  the  office  of  Superintendent  of  Missions. 
This  person  shall  be  presented  before  the  Executive  Committee  or  the  Association 
in  session,  and  if  an  affirmative  vote  of  two- thirds  majority  is  cast,  the  Association 
or  its  Executive  Committee  shall  issue  the  call.  Moreover,  the  Superintendent  of 
Missions  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  association,  and 
shall  work  in  cooperation  with  the  Missions  Committee. 

VI.  SUPPORT  OF  THE  WORK 

The  Missions  Committee  concurs  with  the  Associational  Finance  Committee 
concerning  the  dignified  support  of  the  associational  program.  The  Missions  Com- 
mittee urges  each  church  to  contribute  at  least  2%  of  its  budget  to  the  associational 
program.  Further,  the  Missions  Committee  recommends  that  the  Association  request 
$3,000  annually  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention  in  order  to  help  finance  its  work. 

The  Missions  Committee  recommends  that  the  program  of  work  begin  January  1, 
1965.

During  the  past  25  years  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges  have  enjoyed  a  phenom- 
enal growth.  Today  in  these  seven  Baptist  colleges  we  have  enrolled  more  than  11,000 
students.  The  total  property  value  of  the  colleges  exceed  $60,000,000.  These  colleges 
have  graduated  almost  50,000  students.  Of  special  interest  to  our  church  people  is 
the  fact  that  enrolled  in  these  seven  colleges  are  426  young  men  and  women  studying 
to  be  pastors,  missionaries,  directors  of  religious  education,  and  leaders  in  church 
music. 
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The  Cooperative  Program  is  a  lifeline  for  the  Baptist  colleges. 

The  Cooperative  Program  is  a  Ufeline  because  of  these  reasons:  accreditation  by 
the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools.  This  agency  requires  a  guaranteed 
annual  endowment  or  income.  Without  this  accreditation,  students  could  not  enter 
the  ministry  or  practice  a  single  profession.  The  Cooperative  Program  income  rep- 
resents an  endowment  of  $33,000,000,  without  which  not  a  single  North  Carolina 
Baptist  college  at  the  present  could  meet  standards  for  accreditation.  North  Carolina 
Baptists  rank  well  with  all  denominations  in  supporting  Christian  higher  education 
out  of  the  total  amount  which  they  have  to  give. 

A  covenant  relationship — the  ties  which  bind  these  seven  colleges  to  the  Con- 
vention are  not  now  nor  have  they  ever  been  primarily  financial.  The  true  ties  which 
bind  us  together  are  to  be  found  in  the  Bible,  in  our  history,  and  what  we  believe  as 
Baptists  is  our  mission  in  the  world.  Ours  is  a  covenant  relationship. 

Baptists  from  the  beginning  have  believed  that  the  task  of  learning  is  appointed 
by  God  and  that  all  knowledge  and  wisdom  has  its  unity  in  Christ;  and  since  we  do 
believe  that  Jesus  Christ  is  Lord  of  Life,  we  believe  that  Baptist  churches  through 
their  colleges,  as  members  of  the  covenant  community,  have  an  obligation  to  every 
area  of  life  and  culture.  Thus,  our  fellowship  comes  through  a  covenant  relationship 
and  a  sense  of  working  together  to  achieve  a  common  goaL 

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  DAY  EMPHASIS,  1965 

The  Council  on  Christian  Education  is  deeply  grateful  for  the  support  of  the  Broth- 
erhood in  promoting  the  1964  Christian  Education  Day  emphasis,  with  special 
emphases  on  the  church- related  vocational  workers.  We  are  also  grateful  for  the  splen- 
did response  in  the  offering.  The  Christian  vocational  worker  will  be  a  continuing 
emphasis  of  the  Council.  In  addition  to  continuing  this  emphasis  each  year  on  Chris- 
tian vocational  workers,  the  theme  for  Christian  Education  day  next  year  will  be 
built  around  "The  Contribution  of  NorthCarolinaBaptis^'Colleges  to  Lay  Leadership." 

A  fine  Christian  doctor  said  recently,  "I  enrolled  as  a  freshman  in  a  North  Carolina 
Baptist  college  at  the  age  of  16.  This  college  had  more  to  do  with  the  shaping  of  my 
life  and  Christian  commitment  than  any  other  experience  outside  of  my  own  family. 
I  have  said  many  times  that  I  do  not  believe  that  my  experience  with  Christian 
teachers  could  have  been  duplicated  anywhere  else;  and  as  I  look  back  over  those 
years,  I  know  that  my  personal  interest  and  activity  in  the  First  Baptist  Church  in 
Kinston  has  been  greatly  strengthened  and  motivated  by  my  experience  on  the  campus 
of  a  Christian  college." 

COUNCIL  SELF-STUDY 

The  Council  on  Christian  Education  is  now  engaged  in  a  serious  self-study,  which 
includes  the  theological  basis  for  Christian  education;  the  objectives  of  a  Christian 
college;  the  responsibility  of  a  Christian  teacher;  and  the  place  of  worship  in  the  life 
of  the  campus.  Of  special  interest  to  our  Associations  will  be  the  portion  of  the  study 
dealing  with  the  ministerial  student  and  the  Christian  vocational  worker.  This  study 
will  deal  with  the  problem  of  enlisting  more  young  people  in  full-time  Christian 
service,  studying  ways  and  means  of  more  financial  help;  and  study  will  also  be 
concerned  with  how  the  churches  and  colleges  can  work  more  closely  together  to 
meet  these  needs. 

HELP  FOR  PASTOR  AND  CHURCH  LEADERS 

The  Council  has  produced  this  year  a  pamphlet  directed  toward  the  young  people 
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in  the  local  church  who  wish  to  attend  a  Baptist  college.  This  pamphlet  will  show 
parents  how  to  figure  the  actual  college  cost,  what  financial  help  is  available,  and 
also  how  to  get  information  about  these  Baptist  colleges  and  about  admission  pro- 
cedures. Copies  may  be  obtained  by  writing  the  Council  Office,  301  Hillsboro  Street, 
Raleigh,  North  Carolina. 

The  colleges  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  through  the  Associa- 
tion to  our  Baptist  churches  a  genuine  appreciation  for  the  support  which  is  making 
possible  the  continued  operation  of  these  colleges.

ANNUITY  BOARD  OF  THE   SOUTHERN  BAPTIST 
CONVENTION  1964  ASSOCIATIONAL  REPORT 

NEW  "LIFE  BENEFIT  PLAN"  is  offered  to  churches  and  denominational  employees. 

Every  pastor,  church  and  denominational  employee  is  eligible  for  the  new  group 
term  Life  Benefit  Plan  being  offered  by  the  Annuity  Board,  regardless  of  whether  they 
are  a  member  of  one  of  the  Board's  retirement  plans.  The  Board  is  currently  in  a 
campaign  to  enlist  3,000  members  needed  to  put  the  Life  Benefit  Plan  into  effect,  and 
hopes  to  have  it  in  operation  by  October  1  of  this  year. 

COST  IS  LOW — The  new  plan  provides  low  cost  life  protection  to  members  while 
in  active  service,  during  disability  or  in  actual  age  retirement.  Cost  is  only  1%  of 
the  annual  salary  basis,  with  minimum  basis  of  participation  set  at  $4,000  and  maxi- 
mum at  $12,000.  Minimum  payments  will  be  $3.34  a  month  and  maximum  payments 
$10.00.  Car  expense,  housing  and  utility  allowance,  etc.,  may  be  added  to  the  cash 
salary  to  allow  the  member  to  pay  on  a  larger  amount.  All  participation  is  on  even 
thousands,  and  the  cost  remains  the  same  every  year  unless  the  member's  salary 
increases  and  he  wants  to  increase  payments  accordingly. 

BENEFITS  ARE  LARGE— The  widow  or  beneficiary  of  a  member  45  or  under  will 
receive  21/2  times  his  salary  basis  of  participation  in  the  event  of  his  death.  Thus 
the  widow  of  a  man  44  years  of  age  who  has  been  paying  on  a  $12,000  salary  basis 
would  receive  $30,000.  If  death  was  accidental,  her  benefit  would  be  twice  this,  or 
$60,000.  After  the  member  passes  45,  benefits  are  scaled  downward  by  1/lOth  of  a 
per  cent  each  year  as  he  gets  older.  At  age  65,  the  member  who  joined  during  the  first 
year  of  eligibility  and  paid  at  least  10  years  continuously  prior  to  retirement  will 
have  a  paid  up  benefit  of  $1,000,  or  an  amount  equal  to  total  contributions  if  less 
than  $1,000.  In  case  of  total  and  presumably  permanent  disability,  the  member's 
payments  are  waived,  but  his  coverage  continues.

MEMBERSHIP  IN  RETIREMENT  PLANS— As  of  May  1,  1964,  there  were  16,251,  or 
SO^^o  of  the  total  churches  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  participating  in  the 
Annuity  Board's  Retirement  Program  with  their  pastors.  Out  of  174  educational  insti- 
tutions, hospitals,  children's  homes,  homes  for  the  aged  and  other  southwide  agencies, 
118  are  enrolled  in  an  Annuity  Board  plan  with  their  employees.  Total  membership 
in  the  Board's  retirement  plans  is  approximately  25,000. 

BENEFITS  PAID— More  than  $431/2  million  have  been  paid  in  relief  and  annuity 
benefits  by  the  Annuity  Board  since  its  beginning  in  1918.  Last  year  these  benefits 
were  more  than  $31/4  million,  and  were  paid  to  ministers  and  denominational 
workers  or  their  families  who  were  members  of  a  retirement  plan,  and  to  those  on 
relief  rolls. 
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ANNUITT  SECRETARY— The  Annuity  Secretary  for  North  Carolina  is  Guy  Cain. 
He  conducts  a  program  of  promotion  and  education  regarding  all  phases  of  the 
Annuity  Board's  protection  ministry.  He  seeks  first  to  enlist  those  pastors  and  church 
and  denominational  employees  who  are  not  enrolled  in  a  retirement  plan  with  the 
Board.  Secondly,  he  helps  those  who  are  in  the  plans  to  know  more  about  the  finan- 
cial provisions  they  are  entitled  to,  and  advises  them  in  seeking  additional  protec- 
tion through  the  Board's  supplemental  plans.

1964  REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATIONS  OF  THE 
BIBLICAL  RECORDER 

In  the  modern  world  nothing  stays  around  very  long  that  doesn't  have  some  def- 
inite purpose  and  mission.  The  BIBLICAL  RECORDER,  now  131  years  old,  grows  in 
strength  and  stature  because  its  course  is  fixed  upon  the  primary  purpose  of  service 
to  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina. 

Never  has  there  been  a  day  when  the  Christian  witness  was  more  needed  in  dealing 
with  the  problems  of  the  world.  The  church  at  work  in  the  world  needs  all  the  in- 
formation and  insight  it  can  get.  Our  democratic  form  of  church  government  is  founded 
upon  the  belief  that  people  will  do  the  right  thing  when  properly  informed.  To  help 
Baptists  fill  these  needs,  the  RECORDER  seeks  to  do  the  following: 

1.  TO  INFORM.  Baptists  cannot  properly  do  until  they  properly  know.  With  special 
attention  to  the  interests  and  needs  of  Baptists  in  this  state,  the  RECORDER  staff 
gathers,  sifts  and  publishes  significant  news  from  as  many  sources  as  possible.

STEWARDSHIP  AND  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

There  has  been  a  real  effort  on  the  part  of  the  entire  Association  to  enlist  mem- 
bers to  be  good  stewards  of  their  possessions  this  year. 
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In  June,  Mr.  OJ.  Hagler  and  Mr.  Harold  White  from  the  Division  of  Stewardship, 
Baptist  State  Convention,  led  a  clinic  at  Blue  Creek  Church,  instructing  church  leaders 
as  to  how  to  best  carry  out  a  Biblically  inspired  program  of  Christian  Stewardship. 
This  was  a  successful  meeting  since  seventeen  of  our  twenty-eight  churches  were 
represented  at  that  time. 

During  the  month  of  July,  the  State  Stewardship  leaders  held  a  meeting  at  several 
Baptist  colleges  throughout  our  State,  of  which  your  representative  and  five  lay 
members  from  the  Cedar  Fork  Church  attended  a  meeting  at  Campbell  College.  Dr. 
John  Bunn  brought  a  message  on  Higher  Education  as  supported  through  the  Coopera- 
tive Program. 

On  August  20,  a  Stewardship  dinner  was  planned  and  carried  through  at  Cowell 
Memorial  Auditorium  in  Jacksonville.  About  two  hundred  of  the  leaders  of  our  Associ- 
ation attended  this  meeting.  Dr.  Floyd  North  from  our  Foreign  Mission  Board  brought 
an  inspirational  message  for  the  evening. 

During  the  year  our  Association  has  sent  out  over  2200  pieces  of  mail  to  the 
leaders  of  our  churches  concerning  stewardship. 

The  Baptist  Brotherhood  joined  in  the  effort  to  encourage  Christians  to  be  more 
faithful  in  their  Christian  stewardship.  Under  the  leadership  of  Brother  L.D.  Stubbs 
twenty-three  teams  of  men  were  organized  and  visited  the  churches  of  our  Association. 
The  results  have  been  overwhelming  as  many  good  reports  have  been  given  of  their 
work. 

Several  of  our  churches  are  using  the  Forward  Program  this  year  and  several  are 
using  the  Growth  In  Christian  Stewardship  Program.  We  might  note  that  some  of  our 
churches  are  beginning  now  to  prepare  for  the  usage  of  some  type  of  Biblically 
centered  stewardship  program  for  the  year  1965-66. 

As  your  representative,  let  me  encourage  every  church  to  plan  to  adopt  the  two 
plus  next  year  in  your  Cooperative  Program  giving. 

In  conclusion  let  me  express  my  gratitude  to  those  who  helped  make  the  Steward- 
ship Program  a  success,  to  Mrs.  Nix  for  seeing  that  the  Cooperative  Program  mate- 
rials were  mailed  out  and  to  the  Brotherhood  for  its  spirit  of  cooperation  in  the  layman's 
witness  plan.

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  trustees  and  administration  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  have  expressed  their 
appreciation  for  the  interest  and  concern  our  churches  have  shown  in  the  ministry 
of  the  hospital.  In  behalf  of  thousands  of  our  people  who  cannot  pay  for  the  sl<i lied 
care  received  at  our  Medical  Center,  they  express  their  thanks  for  our  Mother's  Day 
gifts  which  make  this  service  possible. 

This  is  a  crucial  year  in  the  life  of  our  hospital.  It  is  serving  more  sick  people 
than  ever  before  in  its  history.  At  the  same  time,  the  needs  continue  to  grow  faster 
than  its  capacity  to  serve.  For  more  than  a  year  there  has  been  an  average  of  above 
700  sick  people  on  the  waiting  list  for  beds.  A  number  of  seriously  ill  or  injured 
persons  have  had  to  be  sent  from  the  emergency  rooms  to  other  hospitals  because 
no  beds  were  available. 

Another  difficult  problem  is  that  of  meeting  the  cost  of  caring  for  those  who  cannot 
pay  for  the  service  they  need.  Within  our  state  there  are  many  older  people  who  live 
on  a  meager  Social  Security  or  Old  Age  Assistance  income,  families  whose  savings 
and  sometimes  their'  ability  to  earn  have  been  wiped  out  by  long  and  serious  illness, 
and  great  numbers  who  cannot  rise  above  the  poverty  line.  All  who  come  must  pay 
for  their  medical  care  in  so  far  as  they  can,  but  there  are  great  numbers  who  simply 
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cannot  pay  the  full  cost.  Our  hospital  tries  to  get  all  the  help  it  can  for  these  persons 
from  welfare  and  health  agencies,  but  these  agencies  do  not  pay  the  total  cost  and 
many  persons  are  not  eligible  for  such  assistance. 

The  hospital  receives  a  share  of  our  Cooperative  Program  money,  which  helps 
to  support  the  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  and  provide  equipment  and  facilities  re- 
quired in  the  work  of  the  hospital;  but  the  Mother's  Day  Fund  provided  by  our  churches 
is  the  only  means  the  hospital  has  of  bridging  a  wide  gap  between  the  funds  available 
and  the  cost  of  caring  for  those  who  cannot  pay  for  their  medical  service. 

Our  hospital  and  medical  school  are  beginning  a  large  development  program  greatly 
to  increase  the  capacity  of  our  Medical  Center  to  care  for  our  sick  people  and  to  train 
additional  doctors,  nurses,  and  other  personnel  to  serve  in  our  communities,  on  our 
mission  fields,  and  wherever  these  trained  persons  are  so  badly  needed.  The  people 
of  the  Winston-Salem  area  have  expressed  their  confidence  in  our  Medical  Center 
by  pledging  more  than  seven  million  dollars  to  this  enlargement  program.  Our  great 
concern  is  that,  when  our  hsopital  has  increased  its  capacity  to  meet  our  sepcialized 
medical  needs,  will  our  churches  provide  the  money  to  take  care  of  those  who  need 
these  services  but  cannot  pay  for  them. 

This  is  a  heavy  burden  on  those  who  are  responsible  for  the  operation  of  our 
hospital.  We  are  confident  that  if  our  people  are  informed  of  the  work  and  the  great 
need,  they  will  provide  the  necessary  means.  We  call  upon  our  pastors  and  other 
church  leaders  to  lay  this  upon  the  hearts  of  their  members.  It  is  a  greatly  needed  and 
wonderful  ministry  to  which  Jesus  gave  himself  without  reserve.  We  who  are  His 
followers  must  not  fail  those  to  whom  he  would  minister  through  us.

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

Our  Baptist  Homes  have  just  completed  their  13th  year  of  operation  and  are 
entering  into  the  14th ,-  year  with  eager  anticipation  and  with  much  enthusiasm.  God 
has  blessed  brief  years  with  an  abundance  of  His  love  and  with  the  good  things  of 
life.  Growth  has  been  rapid,  the  development  of  facilities  amazing,  and  the  need  for 
additional  space  staggering.  We  have  come  from  1  resident  and  1  building,  since  March 
of  1951,  to  160  residents  and  4  buildings  in  1964.  Today  there  are  170  people  waiting 
for  admission.  There  are  hundreds  of  inquiries  during  any  given  year  from  aging 
persons  who  are  sick,  for  whom  we  cannot  care  because  of  lack  of  bed  patient  space. 
We  must  give  an  answer  to  these  good  people  and  begin  now  making  plans  for  a 
nursing  facility  that  will  be  large  enough  to  receive  some  of  these  who  are  sick,  or 
invalid,  at  admission. 

The  choicest  bit  of  news  for  1964  is  the  development  of  a  5th  Baptist  Home,  to  be 
located  at  Yanceyville,  North  Carolina.  Wearehopingto  begin  construction  on  this  new 
project  during  this  year,  and  thus,  the  burden  of  our  hearts  will  have  been  relieved, 
in  a  measure,  by  being  able  to 'care  for  30  additional  residents.  The  Home  at 
Yanceyville  is  the  greatest  single  bequest  that  has  ever  been  left  for  us  in  our  minis- 
try. Enough  land  at  Yanceyville  and  money  were  given  to  the  Baptist  Foundation  of 
North  Carolina  for  us  by  the  late  R.  Sterling  Graves  and  his  sister  Mrs.  Sallie  Willie 
Graves  Bradsher,  to  build  and  equip  the  Home  there.  Even  so,  we  will  still  need  to 
look  to  our  Baptist  people  for  the  maintenance  of  this  Home  and  for  assistance  in 
supplementing  needy  residents  who  will  live  through  the  years. 

Today  North  Carolina  Baptists  are  contributing  an  average  of  $90.00  a  month  on 
the  cost  of  care  of  90^0  of  the  residents  who  live  in  our  four  Baptist  Homes  at  Resthaven 
and  the  Hayes  Home  in  Winston-Salem,  at  the  Albemarle  Home  and  Hamilton  Home. 
This  support  comes  through  the  Special  Day  Offerings,  received  in  the  churches  on 
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the  third  Sunday  of  February  each  year,  through  designated  gifts  from  church  budgets, 
and  through  the  Homes'  share  in  the  Cooperative  Program.  These  needy  residents  could 
not  possibly  be  with  us,  nor  could  they  receive  the  loving  care  that  they  do,  if  it  were 
not  for  the  gifts  from  our  3400  Baptist  churches.  Earnest  heed  should  be  given  each 
church,  therefore,  towards  increasing  the  amount  of  Special  Day  Offerings  and  des- 
ignated gifts  to  the  Homes.  This  should  be  emphasized  especially  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  there  was  a  5%  decline  in  gifts  to  the  Homes  during  1963.  Wewill  not  have 
an  accounting  on  gifts  for  1964  until  September,  but  we  can  only  hope  that  there  will 
be  a  considerable  increase. 

Life  among  the  residents  these  days  is  most  interesting  and  filled  with  a  variety 
of  experiences.  The  youngest  resident  celebrated  her  66th  birthday  in  January,  and 
the  oldest  her  103rd  birthday  in  July.  Some  are  doing  creative  writing,  others  sewing, 
gardening,  teaching,  painting,  and  living  a  good  life  in  general.  All  are  praying  for  a 
world  and  its  needs.  All  are  expressing  thanksgiving  to  God  for  the  people  called 
"Baptist"  and  for  the  happiness  and  security  of  the  Homes  that  our  Baptist  people 
are  helping  to  make  possible  for  them. 

There  is  nothing  to  prevent  our  receiving  any  needy  aging  person,  65  years  old  and 
above,  who  is  reasonably  well  mentally  and  physically,  except  lack  of  space.  Let  us 
join  our  hearts  in  prayer  and  our  lives  in  dedication  that  we  may  give  a  good  account 
of  our  stewardship  in  this  great  area  of  human  concern  and  give  an  answer  to  as  many 
of  these  dear  people  as  possible. 

May  I  urge  eachchurch  in  our  Association  to  remember  our  "Homes  for  the  Aging" 
in  February  when  the  special  offering  is  taken.

REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATION  BAPTIST 
CHILDREN'S  HOMES  1964 

The  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  NorthCarolina  opened  in  1885  as  the  Thomasville 
Baptist  Orphanage.  The  original  institution,  now  known  as  the  Mills  Home  in  honor  of 
John  H.Mills,  founder,  is  the  largest  and  headquarters  for  the  program  of  child  care  by 
North  Carolina  Baptists.  Kennedy  Home,  Kinston,  opened  in  1914;  Odum  Home, 
Pembroke,  has  been  a  part  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  since  1958;  and  the  I.G. 
Greer  Home  in  Chapel  Hill  opened  in  1963. 

The  31  Children's  Homes  throughout  the  Southern  BaptistConvention  care  for  some 
five  thousand  dependent  boys  and  girls.  The  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North 
Carolina  cared  for  850  last  year,  including  those  at  Mills  Home,  Thomasville,  Kennedy 
Home,  Kinston;  Odum  Home,  Pembroke;  I.G.  Greer  Home,  Chapel  Hill;  those  in  foster 
homes,  and  Mother's  Aid  program,  and  other  services. 

Helping  children  and  young  people  to  grow  and  develop  toward  Christian  maturity 
is  one  of  the  greatest  privileges  in  life.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Children's  Homes  to 
develop  the  highest  quality  of  men  and  women  possible  out  of  boys  and  girls  who  are 
served.  Careful  attention  is  given  to  their  needs,  both  present  and  future. 

Applications  for  admission  of  children  to  the  Homes  far  exceed  resources  with 
which  to  care  for  them.  Areas  of  unmet  need  in  child  care  await  our  attention.  Many 
couples  who  have  a  double  micasure  of  love  to  share  with  homeless  and  dependent 
children  have  a  wonderful  opportunity  of  service  awaiting  them  through  the  foster 
home  program. 
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Genuine  appreciation  is  expressed  by  those  who  direct  our  child  care  program  for 
all  who  have  helped  to  make  this  ministry  possible.  Income  through  the  Cooperative 
Program,  through  the  Thanksgiving  offering  and  through  special  gifts  are  vital  to  the 
services  which  are  provided  those  who  need  our  help.  Financial  support  for  the  past 
year  has  come  from  the  following  sources: 

Cooperative  Program 36  per  cent 

Thanksgiving  Offerings 30  per  cent 

Once- a- Month  Offerings 15 percent 

All  Other 19  per  cent

the  official  publication  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes.  This  unique  newspaper  is 
published  each  week  and  goes  to  more  than  55,000  subscribers.  Well  over  half  the 
Baptist  churches  in  the  State  receive  it  in  bundles  for  distribution  to  members  on 
Sunday.  See  that  your  church  receives  Charity  and  Children  so  that  every  family  may 
be  better  informed  of  the  work  of  North  Carolina  Baptists,  and  particularly  the  program 
of  child  care.  The  subscription  price  is  sixty  cents  per  year  in  bundle  form. 

More  and  more  people  are  remembering  loved  ones  and  friends  with  memorial 
contributions  to  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes.  These  gifts  help  feed,  clothe,  educate, 
while  also  providing  medical  care  and  spiritual  growth  for  little  children  who  because 
of  tragic  circumstances  must  be  separated  from  their  own  home  and  loved  ones.

"God's  Word  for  a  New  Age"  is  the  theme  of  a  program  of  missionary  advance  in 
which  the  American  Bible  Society  is  seeking  to  provide  greatly  increased  quantities 
of  Scriptures  urgently  needed  for  mission  work  around  the  world. 

If  the  people  of  the  world  are  to  know  Jesus  Christ  the  one  hope  of  men  and  nations, 

they  must  have  the  Bible. 

Each  person  must  have  the  Bible  in  his  own  language  because  it  speaks  to  his  heart 

as  no  other  language  can  speak. 

The  Bible  is  the  essential  tool  of  missions  and  evangelism.  The  missionary  uses 
it  in  all  his  work.  The  Bible  itself  is  a  missionary.  It  can  go  where  the  human  mission- 
ary cannot.  It  can  stay  after  he  must  leave  -  and  keep  on  speaking  to  a  person's  heart. 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  an  active  partner  of  Southern  Baptists.  It  serves 
mission  work  at  home  and  abroad.

The   American   Bible  Society's  goal  for  the  years  ahead  is  to  increase  the  total 
world-wide   Scripture   distribution   to  150  million  volumes  per  year,  which  is  three 
times  the  present  global  distribution,  with  half  of  this  goal  (75  million  volumes  per 
year)  being  undertaken.  The  long-range  goals  are: 
A  Bible  for  every  Christian  home. 
At  least  a  New  Testament  for  every  Christian. 
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At  least  a  Scripture  portion  for  all  who  can  read. 

An  opportunity  for  every  Christian  to  distribute  Scriptures  in  personal  witnes- 
sing. 
During  1963  the  American  Bible  Society  rejoiced  that  some  part  of  the  Bible  has 

been  published  in  1216  languages;  the  full  Bible  in  231;  a  Testament  in  290  or  more; 

a  Gospel  or  other  complete  book  in  695  more  but  counted  over  1000  more  languages 

in  which  no  book  of  the  Bible  has  yet  been  published. 

Southern  Baptists  support  the  work.  Southern  Baptists  believe  in  the  importance 

of    giving    to    the  American   Bible   Society.    In   1963  Baptists  gave  $167,498  to  the 

American  Bible  Society.

WHEREAS  increasing  numbers  of  business  establishments  are  boldly  advertising 
that  their  doors  are  open  for  business  seven  days  a  week,  and 

WHEREAS  another  recent  recreational  entertainment  was  imprudently  opened  for 
Sunday  use,  namely  the  Jacksonville  International  Speedway,  and 

WHEREAS    statistics   prove   that  the  alcoholic  beverage  consumption  in  Onslow 
County  has  increased  to  unbelievable  quantities. 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  New  River  Baptist  Pastors' Conference? 
that  we  express  to  all  interested  persons  that  we: 

1.  Encourage  all  Christians  to  return  to  reverent  worship  on  the  Christian  Sabbath 
and  to  honor  the  entire  day-- 

2.  That  we  remind  all  persons  that  their  obligation  to  the  Christian  Sabbath  is  not 
fulfilled  nor  responsibility  discharged  in  partial  observance  of  the  Christian  Sabbath-- 

3.  That  we  wholeheartedly  disapprove  of  business  establishments  in  full  operation 
for  financial  profit  on  Sunday — 

4.  That  we  express  our  disapproval  of  and  disappointment  in  the  establishment  of 
any  type  of  Sunday  recreation  that  does  not  enhance  nor  encourage  Christian  worship — 

5.  That  we   also   disapprove  completely  of  alcohol  as  a  beverage  in  any  form. 
NOW,   THEREFORE    BE    IT  ALSO   RESOLVED  that  this  resolution,  expressing  our 

Christian  conviction,  be  made  known  to  interested  persons  in,  around  and  beyond  the 
locale  of  the  New  River  Baptist  Pastors'  Conference.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT    ' 

The  Great  Commission  of  our  Lord  is  just  as  relevant  in  our  generation  as  it  was 
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in  the  first  Christian  century.  We  are  to  "Go  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them 
in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost;  teaching  them  to 
observe  all  things." 

The  Sunday  Schools  of  our  churches  have  been  assigned  the  task  of  outreach, 
teaching  the  Bible,  leading  all  church  members  to  worship  and  witness  daily,  pro- 
viding opportunities  to  perform  the  personal  ministries  of  the  church,  furnishing 
workers  for  various  projects,  and  interpreting  the  work  of  the  church  and  denomination. 

Dr.  A.V.  Washburn,  secretary  of  our  Southern  Baptist  Sunday  Schools,  says,  "Before 
outreach  can  become  a  continuing  reality,  our  churches  must  get  their  programs  in  the 
right  order.  The  natural  order  is  the  reaching  of  people,  the  winning  of  the  lost,  and  the 
development  that  should  come  out  of  it." 

Southern  Baptist  Sunday  Schools  are  seeking  to  enroll  ten  million  by  1970.  In 
order  to  achieve  this  goal  we  must  gain  approximately  30%  in  the  next  six  years. 
In  North  Carolina  we  are  challenged  to  reach  a  Sunday  School  enrollment  of  one 
million  by  1970,  or  a  gain  of  29%.  This  tremendous  task  of  outreach  must  have 
priority. 

We  are  asking  each  Sunday  School  in  our  association  to  accept  an  enrollment  in- 
crease of  2^0  for  1965,  3%  for  1966,  4%  for  1967,  5%  for  1968,  6%  for  1969,  and  7%for 
1970.  We  will  grow  great  Sunday  Schools  as  we  show  compassionate  concern  for  the 
unreached.  Evangelism,  stewardship,  missions,  discipleship--  all  of  these  wait  upon 
outreach.  People  must  be  our  concern. 

These  enrollment  gains  can  be  realized  by  organizing  new  Sunday  Schools  (a  new 
Sunday  School  will  gain  30);  the  creation  of  Extension  Bible  classes  (each  will  gain 
10);  the  starting  of  new  adult  classes  (each  will  gain  6);  the  activating  of  Extension, 
Cradle  Roll,  and  Young  People  Away  departments  (each  will  gain  6);  and  enrolling 
Vacation  Bible  School  pupils  not  in  Sunday  School, 

If  we  follow  the  simple  growth  formula  advocated  by  Dr,  Arthur  Flake  many  years 
ago — locate  the  prospects,  enlarge  the  organization,  provide  needed  space,  enlist  and 
train  workers,  and  visit  the  people — we  will  experience  the  glorious  opportunity  of 
reaching   people  for  Bible  study  that  they  might  become  followers  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Along  with  an  accelerated  emphasis  upon  outreach,  each  Sunday  School  is  urged 
to  observe  January  Week  of  Bible  Study,  to  plan  a  church  and  mission  Vacation  Bible 
School,  to  promote  Operation  Home  Study  and  other  opportunities  of  training  in  the 
Church  Study  Course,  to  cooperate  in  the  Adult  Thrust  effort  to  reach  thousands  of 
Adult  church  members  not  enrolled  in  Sunday  School,  to  participate  in  the  associ- 
ational  Sunday  School  projects  -  clinics,  conferences,  enlargement  campaigns,  and 
to  encourage  workers  to  attend  the  Sunday  School  emphasis  at  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Assembly,  Fruitland,  and  Ridgecrest,  As  our  Sunday  Schools  go,  so  will  our 
churches  go. 

Our  Sunday  Schools  in  the  association  reported  a  total  enrollment  in  1964  of  6,973 
as  compared  with  6,407  in  1963. 

Our  Association  had  two  Sunday  School  meetings  this  year.  On  January  21, 1964 
at  First  Church  in  Jacksonville,  we  had  a  conference- type  meeting  with  147  present 
and  20  churches  represented.

MUSIC  REPORT 

The  purpose  of  an  Associational  Music  Ministry  is  manifold.  It  attempts  to  pro- 
vide capable  music  leadership  for  all  Associational  meetings.  Through  cooperation 
with  organizational  leaders  and  program  committees,  an  effort  is  made  to  prepare 
acceptable  music  for  various  programs,  in  the  form  of  special  music  and  congregation- 
al singing. 

The  chief  function  of  this  department  is  in  the  field  of  music  education.  This 
involves  work  on  the  associational  level  and  in  the  local  churches.  Music  Schools, 
Clinics,  and  Church  Study  Courses  are  just  a  few  of  the  methods  used  to  gain  this 
objective.  Although  much  room  for  improvement  remains,  some  contributions  have 
been  made.  Perhaps  the  most  notable  has  been  an  effort  to  enlist  persons  in  the  music 
course  offered  by  the  Seminary  Extension  Center  in  our  association. 

The  distribution  of  Music  Ministry  pamphlets  is  a  vital  part  of  our  work.  This 
material  is  furnished,  without  cost,  to  assist  us  in  doing  a  better  job  with  Church 
Music  in  every  Baptist  church. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  year  before  us  will  reveal  many  new  avenues  for  service, 
and  will  be  marked  by  increased  usefulness.  The  officers  of  this  department  stand 
ready  to  render  help  whenever  and  wherever  possible.

EVANGELISM  REPORT 

The  New  River  Baptist  Association  had  a  57.3  per  cent  increase  in  baptisms  this 
year  over  last  year  which  is  a  ratio  of  one  baptism  to  every  fifteen  members.  Last 
year  336  were  baptized  into  the  fellowship  of  the  churches.  This  year  there  were  586. 
1  otal  church  membership  increased  from  7,420  to  8,272  -  an  increase  of  852  which 
is  more  than  a  ten  per  cent  increase. 

This  is  an  outstanding  record,  but  we  failed  in  breaking  the  record  that  was  set 
in  1961,  the  first  full  year  after  the  New  River  Association  was  organized.  During 
that  firstyear,  there  were637  that  were  baptized,  giving  our  association  the  distinction 
of  leading  North  Carolina  Baptists  in  the  number  of  baptisms  on  a  ratio  basis  which 
was  "one  to  ten."  During  these  four  years  of  organized  work  as  an  association  of 
churches,  the  New  River  Association  has  remained  very  near  the  top  among  all  the 
other  associations  within  the  state. 

It  is  believed  that  much  of  the  success  in  evangelism  can  be  attributed  to  the 
simultaneous  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  churches  in  cooperating  together  each  spring 
when  a  large  percentage  of  all  the  churches  join  in  revival  efforts  during  a  given 
period  of  time.  This  simultaneous  endeavor  has  become  standard  procedure  as  it 
has  been  during  these  four  years  as  an  organized  association.  The  dates  for  the 
Simultaneous  Revival  for  1965  are  March  28  through  April  11.  Every  church  is  urged  to 
schedule  their  spring  revival  within  this  period  of  time. 
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The  program  of  evangelism  should  be  and  can  be  perennial  -  an  every  -  week 
affair.  Let  us  take  a  fresh  look  at  evangelism  as  is  practiced  in  our  personal  lives 
and  in  our  own  local  church.  May  each  of  us  be  an  effective  Christian  witness  for 
Christ  in  our  daily  lives.

CONSTITUTION 

Adopted  November  10,  1960,  Revised  October  22,  1965 

ARTICLE  I   -  NAME 

The  name  of  the  association  shall  be  the  New  River  Baptist  Association,  co- 
operating with  the  North  Carolina  State  Baptist  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention. 

ARTICLE  II  -  PURPOSE 
The  purpose  of  this  association  shall  be  to  promote  Christian  fellowship  and 
cooperation  among  the  churches  affiliated  with  the  association:  to  uphold  the  doctrines 
and  principles  of  our  Baptist  faith  and  to  encourage  the  churches  to  be  loyal  to  and 
practice  these  doctrines  and  principles;  to  promote  the  preaching  and  teaching  of 
God's  Word,  and  the  enlisting  and  training  of  all  Christians  for  service;  to  promotej: 
missions,  benevolence,  stewardship.  Christian  education,  and  the  winning  of  all  men' 
to  Christ  to  the  end  of  the  earth.  To  cooperate  with  the  North  Carolina  State  Baptist 
Convention    and    the    Southern    Baptist    Convention    in   a   world  mission  program. 
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ARTICLE  m   -  MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  A.  This  body  shall  be  composed  of  pastors  of  affiliated  churches  and 
missions  and  elected  messengers  from  the  churches  and  missions  affiliated  with  the 
body.  Each  church  and  mission  shall  be  entitled  to  three  elected  messengers  plus  the 
pastor  for  the  first  one  hundred  (100)  members  or  fraction  thereof,  and  one  additional 
messenger  for  each  one  hundred  (100)  members  or  major  fraction  thereof  above  the 
first  one  hundred  (100),  provided  that  no  church  or  mission  shall  be  entitled  to  more 
than  eight  (8)  messengers.  When  such  messengers  are  approved  by  the  credentials 
committee  and  the  association  they  shall  be  seated  and  entitled  to  participate  in  the 
affairs  of  the  body.  Such  messengers  shall  be  duly  certified  in  the  annual  church 
letters  to  the  annual  association  meeting. 

SECTION  B.  Churches  from  another  association  of  Missionary  Baptist  Churches, 
or  newly  organized  Missionary  Baptist  Churches  may  petition  by  letter  for  member- 
ship in  this  association,  the  letter  of  petition  shall  be  submitted  to  the  missions 
committee  not  later  than  thirty  days  preceding  the  annual  session.  Upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  missions  committee,  the  church  may  be  received  by  a  two-thirds 
(2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  present. 

SECTION  C.  Any  church  may  be  granted  a'  letter  of  dismission  to  unite  with 
another  association  by  presenting  a  written  request  of  same  to  the  clerk  of  the  as- 
sociation thirty  days  prior  to  tlie  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  to  be  voted  on 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association.  The  association  may  withdraw  fellowship 
from  any  church  which  fails  to  cooperate  over  a  period  of  time  fulfilling  the  purposes 
of  the  association. 

ARTICLE  IV  -  AUTHORITY 
The  association  is  an  autonomous  body  and  therefore  reserves  the  right  to  deter- 
mine its  own  policies  and  direct  its  own  business.  This  body  shall  never  exercise 
any  authority  over  any  church  or  churches  which  are  affiliated  with  it  or  which  may 
have  been  affiliated  with  it;  but  the  association  will  stand  ready  to  lend  any  assistance 
or  counsel  to  any  church  making  request  for  such  help. 

ARTICLE  V   -  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 
SECTION  A.  ASSOCLA.TIONAL  OFFICERS 

The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  moderator,  vice -moderator,  clerk, 
treasurer,  and  historian.  These  officers  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee of  the  Association  and  elected  by  a  majority  vote  at  the  annual  session  of 
the  association.  (Their  nomination  does  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.) 
They  shall  serve  until  the  close  of  the  following  annual  session  of  the  association  or 
until  their  successors  shall  be  nominated  and  elected.  The  moderator  and  vice- 
moderator  shall  be  limited  to  not  more  than  two  successive  years  of  service, 
SECTION  B.  ORGANIZATIONAL  OFFICERS 

The  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  Music  Director, 
Brotherhood  President,  and  all  chairmen  of  standing  committees.  In  order  that  a 
program  of  work  be  properly  planned  for  the  succeeding  year,  the  nominating  com- 
mittee, at  the  July  session  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  submit  the  names  of  persons 
to  fill  the  above  mentioned  offices  for  the  coming  year.  (Their  nomination  does  not 
preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.)  These  persons  shall  be  elected  by  majority 
vote  of  the  Executive  Board,  and  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  planning 
a  program  of  work  in  cooperation  '"ith  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  for  the  suc- 
ceeding year,  and  with  aiding  the  nominating  committee  and  or  department  leaders 
of  their  respective  offices  --such  persons  to  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
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association.  All  officers  shall  have  their  election  confirmed  by  the  association  in  its 

annual  session. 

*****The   officers    listed    in  Section  A  and  B  may  be  either  laymen  or  pastors  of 

cooperating  churches. 

SECTION  C.  DUTIES  OF  THE  OFFICERS 

1.  The  MODERATOR  shall  call  to  order  and  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  as- 
sociation and  the  executive  board,  and  direct  the  affairs  of  the  association  in  an 
orderly  manner  and  Christian  spirit.  (He  may  for  good  reason  ask  other  officers  or 
members  of  the  body  to  preside  at  times.) 

2.  The  VICE-MODERATOR  may,  if  the  moderator  so  directs,  preside  over  the 
sessions  of  the  association  or  executive  board.  He  shall  preside  over  other  meetings 
in  the  absence  of  the  moderator  and  shall  assist  the  moderator  in  such  ways  as  he 
may  direct. 

3.  The  CLERK  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  record  of  all  business  of  the  as- 
sociation and  the  executive  board,  and  of  all  recommendations  of  the  association  or 
executive  board.  At  each  meeting  he  shall  be  prepared  to  read  all  minutes  of  the 
previous  meetings.  All  records  for  at  least  one  year  shall  be  on  hand  at  each  meeting. 

4.  The  TREASURER  shall  receive  all  funds  of  and  for  the  association,  not  otherwise 
designated  and  shall  disburse  all  funds  in  accordance  with  the  adopted  associational 
budget,  or  according  to  the  specific  instructions  of  the  association  upon  receipt  of  a 
bill  or  voucher  properly  authorized.  He  shall  keep  accurate  records  of  all  monies 
received,  with  sources  and  designations  of  same.  He  shall  make  reports  to  the 
regular  meetings  of  the  executive  board  and  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association 
and  have  the  same  approved.  The  executive  board  shall  have  the  treasurer's  report 
audited  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  report  the  same  to  the  annual  association 
for  approval.  (It  is  wise  to  have  the  treasurer  bonded  and  insured.) 

5.  The  HISTORIAN  shall  write  in  orderly  form  the  events  of  the  association, 
beginning  with  the  organization.  The  association  shall  request  the  churches  and 
individuals  who  may  possess  historical  information  about  the  association  to  make  it 
accessible  to  the  historian.  He  shall  make  records  of  current  events  of  each  fiscal 
year  and  read  his  annual  chapter  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association  for  a - 
d  option. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS 

SECTION  A.  CALLING 

The  Missions  Committee  of  the  Association  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsi- 
bility of  seeking  a  person  who  can  serve  as  Superintendent  of  Missions.  The  com- 
mittee shall  bring  only  one  name  at  a  time  for  the  consideration  of  the  Association, 
and  action  may  be  taken  by  either  the  Association  in  its  annual  meeting  or  by  its 
Executive  Board  in  a  regular  or  special  called  meeting.  In  this  particular  matter 
there  must  be  two-thirds  of  the  membership  churches  of  the  Association  present  in 
order  to  constitute  a  quorum.  An  affimiative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  those  present  shall 
be  necessary  for  an  extension  of  a  call.  Should  the  nominee  fail  to  receive  a  two- 
thirds  vote,  the  Committee  shall  seek  another  nominee. 
SECTION  B.  TERMINATION  OF  RELATIONSHIP 

The   relationship   of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  to  the  Association  may  be 
dissolved  at  the  request  of  either  himself  or  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board. 
In  either  case,  at  least  thirty  days  notice  shall  be  given  of  termination  of  relation- 
ship, unless  otherwise  mutually  agreed  upon. 
SECTION  C.  DUTIES 

1.  At  all  times  the  Association  shall  make  clear  the  duties  of  the  Supt.  of  Mis- 
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sions,  and  through  its  properly  organized  structure  shall  consider  its  responsibilities 
to  him,  and  seek  to  meet  these  responsibilities  within  the  framework  of  the  adopted 
procedures  and  consideration  of  the  Association  and  its  Executive  Board. 

2.  The  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  work  harmoniously  with  the  Association, 
and  shall  endeavor  to  coordinate  the  goals  of  the  Association,  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention with  proper  respect  being  given  to  the  Missions  Committee  and  other  com- 
mittees and  organizations  of  the  Association. 

3.  He  shall  at  all  times  endeavor  to  strengthen  our  churches  by  creating  a  greater 
unity  of  purpose  in  our  total  missionar}^  program.  This  being  done  with  the  help  of  a 
strong  educational  missionary  program  which  would  involve  the  strengthening  of  our 
total  stewardship  life. 

4.  He  shall  endeavor  to  establish  a  definite  ministry  for  our  single  military  men 
in  and  around  Jacksonville. 

5.  He  shall  also  establish  a  ministry  to  better  relate  all  of  our  military  people  to 
our  churches. 

6.  He  shall  endeavor  to  develope  a  definite  and  positive  ministry  for  our  language - 
speaking  people. 

7.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees. 

ARTICLE  VII   -  ORGANIZATION 

SECTION  A.  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

1.  The  Association  shall  have  an  Executive  Board  consisting  of  the  pastor  from 
each  church  (including  the  interim  pastor)  and  mission  and  any  additional  ministers 
on  the  church  or  mission  staff.  Additionally,  Chairman  of  Deacons,  Sunday  School 
Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  Music  Director,  Brotherhood  President,  W.M.U. 
President  of  each  church  and  mission  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Board.  The  quorum  of 
the  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of  at  least  one  member  from  fifty  (50)  per- 
cent of  the  Associational  churches  and  missions. 

2.  The  officers  of  the  Association  namely:  Moderator,  Vice -Moderator,  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  Historian,  Superintendent  of  Missions  and  or  Executive  Secretary,  or  of- 
ficers who  might  be  named,  shall  bemembersof  the  Executive  Board,  and  shall  serve 
as  officers  of  the  Board  unless  the  Association  directs  otherwise, 

3.  The  Executive  Board  shall  attend  to  all  matters  of  the  Association  between 
sessions,  promote  all  programs  authorized  by  the  Association,  and  carry  out  all 
directives  given  by  the  Association. 

4.  The  Board  shall  hear  reports  of  the  work  of  the  Associational  officers,  the 
various  Departments  and  committees,  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  As- 
sociation of  all  work  carried  on  and  of  all  finances  handled. 

5.  The  Board  shall  have  authority  to  create  or  initiate  or  project  any  new  work 
or  project  deemed  necessary  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of  the  Executive  Board 
members  present. 

6.  The  Board  shall  hold  regular  quarterly  meetings  and  special  sessions  at  the 
call  of  the  Moderator  or  the  Associational  Council. 

SECTION  B.  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

1,  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  persons  who  represent  the  following  of- 
ficers of  the  Association:  Moderator,  Vice -Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian, 
Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  Music  Director,  Brotherhood 
President,  W.M.U.  President,  and  Superintendent  of  Missions.  Other  officers  and 
committee  members  will  be  invited  to  meet  with  the  Council  for  consultation  when 
matters  related  to  their  work  are  to  be  considered. 

2.  The  Council  shall  hold  regular  meetings  prior  to  each  regular  session  of  the 
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Executive    Board.    Special    sessions  may  be  called  at  the  request  of  the  Moderator. 

3.  The  Council's  work  is  to  correlate  the  activities  and  emphases  of  the  various 
groups  and  of  the  Association  and  the  Executive  Board.  It  shall  strive  for  a  smooth 
operation  of  the  Association  Program. 

4.  The  Council  in  cooperation  with  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  shall  serve 
as  the  Calendar  Committee  to  prepare  and  submit  a  printed  program  of  activities  to 
the  Executive  Board  and  /  or  Association  for  adoption.

ARTICLE  DC.  MEETINGS 

The  association  shall  hold  annual  meetings  of  the  body  at  such  time  and  place 
as  it  may  determine.

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ARTICLE  X   -  AMENDMENTS 

This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  annual  session  of  the  associ- 
ation by  a  two-thirds  majority  of  the  messengers  present,  provided  notice  of  such 
change  has  been  given  in  writing  at  the  previous  quarterly  executive  board  meeting 
and  provided  it  is  read  in  the  first  session  of  the  annual  meeting  and  voted  on  in 
another  session  of  the  annual  meeting. 


BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE  I.  In  parliamentary  procedure  the  body  shall  be  governed  by  Kerfoot's 
Parliamentary  Law. 

ARTICLE  II.  The  fiscal  year  for  the  association  shall  be  from  the  first  day  of 
October  to  the  last  day  in  September  inclusive.  Annual  reports  to  the  Association 
shall  cover  this  period. 

ARTICLE  III.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  association  shall  be  in  the  month  of  Oc- 
tober, The  exact  day  and  place  shall  be  recommended  by  the  Program  Committee  or 
other  authorized  by  the  association  and  approved  by  that  body.  The  Executive  Board 
may  make  such  adjustment  in  the  time,  place,  preacher  as  may  become  necessary 
because  of  circumstances  which  develop  after  the  close  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
whole  body. 

ARTICLE  IV.  All  officers  of  the  association  must  be  members  of  churches  within 
the  association,  in  good  standing,  and  recognized  for  their  knowledge  of  and  loyalty 
to  Southern  Baptist  doctrines  and  programs. 

ARTICLE  V.  All  associational  organizations  and  regular  committees  shall  make  re- 
ports to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  executive  board  and /or  to  the  Association. 
The  executive  board  shall  exercise  authority  over  these  organizations  and  commit- 
tees only  to  the  extent  of  determining  whether  they  are  working  within  the  bounds  of 
the  organizational  programs  as  approved  by  the  association. 

ARTICLE  VI.  A  place  shall  be  made  on  the  order  of  business  for  miscellaneous 
business  at  each  session  of  the  association. 

ARTICLE  VII.  A  sermon  on  doctrines  and  one  on  missions  shall  be  provided  for 
at  each  annual  meeting.  Addresses  on  assigned  topics  relating  to  phases  of  our  Bap- 
tist work  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  program  committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  Messengers  to  the  association  shall  be  accorded  equal  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  floor,  provided  each  messenger  who  desires  to  speak  shall  rise, 
address  the  moderator,  and  be  recognized  before  he  begins  to  speak.  No  messenger 
shall  be  entitled  to  speak  on  any  subject  more  than  twice  until  other  messengers 
desiring  to  speak  have  been  heard.  Upon  request  of  a  messenger  and  by  consent  of  the 
body,  the  moderator  may  invite  a  visitor  to  speak  during  a  discussion. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  by-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  by  a  majority 
vote  of  messengers  present,  provided  such  amendment  has  been  read  to  the  body  not 
later  than  the  second  session,  and  is  voted  on  before  the  last  session. 

The  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE  brings  the  following  recommendation:  That  the 
above  revisions  and  outline  of  the  constitution  be  adopted.  Since  this  includes  some 
items  in  outline  form  only  we  recommend  that  the  Constitution  Committee  be  asked 
to  study  and  bring  to  the  next  Annual  Session  any  additional  revisions  and  the  com- 
pletion of  those  articles,   sections  and  /or  sub-sections  that  appear  in  outline  form.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT   1964-65 

The    Great    Commission   of   our   Lord    continues   to   be  the  marching  orders  of 

Christians  in  this  twentieth  century.  We  are  to  "Go  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing 

them    in   the   name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost;  teaching 
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them  to  observe  all  things..." 

The  Sundays  Schools  of  our  churches  have  been  assigned  the  task  of  teaching 
the  Bible,  reaching  the  unreached,  leading  all  church  members  to  worship,  witness, 
learn,  and  minister  daily,  furnishing  workers  for  various  projects,  and  interpreting 
the  work  of  the  church  and  denomination -thus  helping  the  church  in  its  basic 
functions  of  worship,  proclamation,  education  and  ministry. 

Southern  Baptist  Sunday  Schools  are  seeking  to  enroll  ten  million  by  1970.  In 
order  to  achieve  this  goal,  we  must  have  an  enrolment  gain  of  one  million  in  North 
Carolina  by  1970.  Outreach  must  have  priority. 

We  are  asking  each  Sunday  School  in  our  Association  to  accept  a  net  enrolment 
increase  of  3%  for  1966,  4^o  for  1967,  S^ofor  1968,  6^o  for  1969,  and  7^ofor  1970. 
We  will  arow  great  Sunday  Schools  as  we  show  compassionate  concern  for  the  UN- 
REACHED. Evangelism,  stewardship,  missions,  discipleship--all  wait  upon  OUT- 
REACH. 

Along  with  an  increased  emphasis  upon  OUTREACH,  each  Sunday  School  is 
urged  to  observe  January  Bible  Study  Week,  to  plan  a  church  and  mission  Vacation 
Bible  School,  to  promote  Operation  Home  Study  and  other  opportunities  for  training; 
to  cooperate  in  the  Adult  Thmst  movement,  to  participate  in  the  A ssociational 
Sunday  School  projects-clinics,  conferences,  enlargement  campaigns;  and  to  attend 
the  Sunday  School  weeks  at  Caswell  and  Ridgecrest.  When  our  Sunday  School  begin 
moving  forward,  our  churches  will  move  forward. 

For  a  report  of  the  statistics  of  the  Sunday  Schools  see  Table  B  in  the  back  of 
the  book. 

On  May  18,  1965,  at  the  New  River  Baptist  Church  we  had  a  semi -conference 
type  meeting  with  49  present  and  13  churches  represented.  There  were  three  con- 
ferences conducted  as  follows:

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THE  REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORIAN 

The  history  of  the  New  River  Baptist  Association  could  best  be  defined  in  one 
word  "change,"  for  this  has  the  character  of  the  Associational  year  of  October  1964 
to  September  1965. 

The  year  had  its  beginning  in  change  when  a  new  office,  Superintendent  of  Mis- 
sions, was  filled  by  Rev.  EJ.  Hines,  former  pastor  of  the  Calvary  Baptist  Church, 
in  this  Association.  The  work  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  included  the 
continuance  of  the  Seminary  Extension  program,  the  establishment  of  a  Central 
Training  School,  which  held  one  session  at  the  Brookwood  Baptist  Church,  and  the 
approval  ofthedevelopment  of  work  with  Japanese  Nationals  residing  in  the  Associa- 
tional area.  Also,  there  is  a  report  pending  before  this  body  for  the  establisment  of 
a  Baptist  Information  Center  in  the  city  of  Jacksonville. 

Progress  continued  during  the  year  with  the  movement  to  this  city  of  the  office 
of  the  State  Military  Ministry,  and  the  arrival  of  Ned  Beatty,  who  works  under  the 
State  Division  of  Missions  in  the  field  of  Military  Personnel  Work.  Mr.  Beatty  will 
coordinate  the  work  with  military  personnel  in  New  Bern,  Jacksonville,  Fayetteville 
areas  and  will  maintain  his  office  in  Jacksonville. 

There  was  additional  change,  and  progress,  in  physical  construction  within  the 
Association.  Bethany  has  completed  their  new  building  and  is  holding  regular  services 
in  it.  Maple  Hill  has  constructed  a  new  pastorium.  Bethel  Chapel  is  in  the  process 
of  new  sanctuary  construction.  Further  change  and  progress  is  indicated  in  the  fact 
that  the  Catherine  Lake  Church  has  become  a  full  time  church  under  the  leadership 
of  Rev.  Russell  Padgett,  who  continues  to  serve  that  church  as  its  pastor. 

The  greatest  change,  however,  has  been  in  the  matter  of  pastors  who  filled 
pulpits  within  the  Association,  for  nearly  50°/o  of  the  churches  in  the  area  have 
experienced  changes  in  pastoral  leadership  during  the  year.  Rev.  Harold  Smith  has 
resigned  from  the  Beulaville  Church,  and  that  church  is  currently  without  a  pastor. 
Rev.  Marvin  Haire  resigned  from  Brookwood,  and  Rev.  Billy  Mobley  is  presently 
serving  the  church  as  pastor.  Rev.  E.J.  Hines  resigned  from  Calvary  to  accept  the 
position  of  Superintendent  of  Missions,  New  River  Association,  and  Rev.  Walter 
Jones  is  currently  pastor  of  Calvary,  having  himself  resigned  from  the  Cedar  Fork 
Church,  which  is  currently  without  a  pastor.  Rev.  Don  Purvis  resigned  from  Commu- 
nity, which  is  also  currently  without  a  pastor.  Rev.  Claude  Conard  resigned  from 
the  Grants  Creek  Church,  and  Rev.  Ray  Patterson  is  now  serving  as  pastor.  Rev. 
Deon  Butler  resigned  from  Hallsville,  which  is  currently  being  served  by  Rev.  Jasper 
Stutts.  Rev.  M.E.  Gibson  resigned  from  First  Church,  Maysville  and  that  pulpit  is 
currently  being  filled  by  Rev.  Dennis  Wright.  Rev.  Don  Farrow  as  interim  pastor  of 
the  Midville  Church  resigned,  and  that  pulpit  is  now  filled  by  Rev..Alin  F.  Butters, 
who  resigned  from  the  Tar  Landing  Church,  and  the  Rev.  Don  Coley  is  presently 
filling  the  position  of  pastor  of  Tar  Landing.  Rev.  Albert  Hastings  resigned  from 
Providence  Church,  and  they  have  not  as  yet  called  a  pastor  to  replace  him.  Rev. 
D.M.  Clemmons  resigned  from  Richlands  Church,  and  that  pulpit  is  still  vacant  of 
a  pastor.  Rev.  J.R.  Scales  resigned  the  Salem  Church  and  that  pulpit  is  still  vacant 
of  a  pastor.  Rev.  Gerald  Davis  resigned  from  New  Hope  Mission  and  served  as 
interim  pastor  of  the  Calvary  Church,  until  they  had  called  a  new  pastor,  and  Rev. 
Russell  Talley  is  currently  serving  as  pastor  of  New  Hope  Mission,  and  is  also  a 
student  in  Southeastern  Baptist  Seminary  at  Wake  Forest,  N.C. 

Change  has  been  the  character  of  the  association  during  the  past  year,  and 
now  that  the  changes  have  been  made,  and  recorded  in  the  history  of  the  association, 
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it  is  to  be  hoped  that  settled  progress  can  be  made  in  the  field  of  our  endeavor  to 
win  souls  to  Christ  and  strengthen  the  character  of  the  Christian  witness.

REPORT  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION  COUNCIL 

The  organizational  leaders  met  and  under  the  leadership  of  our  Supt.  of  Missions 
decided  to  form  the  Associational  Council.  The  Council  to  be  composed  of  the 
following:  Moderator,  Vice -Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School 
Supt.,  Training  Union  Director,  Music  Director,  Brotherhood  President,  W.M.U. 
President,  Supt.  of  Missions,  other  officer  and  committee  members  to  be  invited  to 
meet  when  matters  related  to  their  work  was  to  be  discussed. 

The  council  shall  hold  regluar  meetings  prior  to  each  regular  Executive  Board 
meeting.  Specials  sessions  to  be  held  at  the  request  of  the  Moderator. 

The  first  offical  meeting  was  held  on  April  12,  1965. 

The  matter  of  changing  the  Constitution  was  discussed  and  decided  to  ask  that 
the  Constitution  Committee  be  enlarged  to  include  the  Council  for  the  purpose  of 
revising  the  Constitution. 

The  next  item  to  be  considered  was  the  Central  Training  School  that  was  planned 
for  Sept.  15-16-18-19.  Classes  were  planned  and  the  teachers  selected,  and  decided 
that    the    office    would    coordinate    the   plans    and    the  advertising  of  the  school. 

The  next  meeting  was  held  on  June  21,  1965.  Our  Supt.  of  Missions  presented  a 
memo  sheet  with  suggested  changes  in  the  Constitution,  it  was  discussed  and 
accepted  by  the  group,  we  recommended  that  it  be  presented  to  the  Executive  Board. 

Central  Training  SchoolPlans  were  completed.  The  classes  were  to  be  as  follows:

Provisions  were  made  for  Nursery-Beginner-Primary  children. 

The  next  meeting  was  held  on  September  28,  1965.  The  Council  prepared  the 
calendar  for  1966  tobepresented  to  the  Executive  Board  on  October  12.  We  discussed 
the  revision  of  the  Constitution  and  decided  that  a  smaller  group  would  meet  on 
Friday  morning  to  work  on  it  and  then  come  to  a  supper  meeting  at  6:00  p.m.  on 
October  12  to  make  further  study  before  it  is  presented  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

We  decided  to  recommend  that  the  Association  do  the  Associational  Stewardship

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

There  were  several  outstanding  evangelistic  efforts  made  during  the  1965 
Associational  year.  The  first  was  an  Evangelistic  Qinic  which  was  held  at  the 
Bethlehem  Baptist  Church  on  January  29,  1965.  This  clinic  was  directed  by  Dr. 
Julian  Hopkins  and  Reverend  Tom  Freeman.  Forty -Three  persons  representing  15 
churches  were  registered  for  attendance. 

An  Evangelistic  Rally  was  held  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Jacksonville  on 
March  28,  1965,  with  Reverend  Billy  Mobley  as  the  speaker.  No  formal  registration 
was  taken  at  this  meeting  and  we  have  no  way  of  knowing  how  many  churches  were 
represented.  It  was  assumed  by  those  present  that  only  a  small  number  of  churches 
participated. 

The  dates  for  the  Simultaneous  Revivals  in  1965  were  March  28,  April  11.  Twenty 
churches  reported  participation  in  the  simultaneous  effort.  There  were  five  prayer 
breakfasts  held  during  these  two  weeks,  which  were  well  attended. 

Several  churches  reported  having  a  twenty -four  hour  chain  of  prayer  preceeding 
their  revival. 

The  1965  church  year  was  indeed  a  good  and  fruitful  year,  but  not  necessarily 
a  record  breaking  one.  A  complete  record  of  baptisms  and  other  additions  as  turned 
in  by  you  in  your  Associational  Letter,  is  printed  on  the  next  page  in  these  annual 
Associational  Minutes. 
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The  dates  for  next  year's  SIMULTANEOUS  REVIVAL  are  March  27,  April  10.  We 
hope  that  all  churches  will  find  it  convenient  and  agreeable  to  join  hands  and  hearts 
in  a  united  effort  of  evangelism  during  those  dates. 

I  will  be  requesting  quarterly  reports  of  your  baptisms  and  other  additions  in  the 
coming  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 

Few  associations  have  greater  mission  responsibilities  and  opportunities  than 
the  New  River  Baptist  Association.  Because  of  its  strategic  location,  its  membership 
can  personally  be  involved  in  a  world-wide  mission  outreach.  In  an  effort  to  more 
fully  reach  this  potential  ministry,  the  Missions  Committee  recommends  the 
following: 

1.  That  the  Association's  office  be  moved  to  the  New  River  Shopping  area.  It  is 
suggested  that  the  Association  rent  an  apartment  in  the  New  River  Housing  Develop- 
ment facing  the  Shopping  Center.  This  will  provide  a  private  office  for  the  Super- 
intendent of  Missions,  a  lobby  or  reception  room  for  the  Secretary,  an  equipment 
or  storage  room  and  a  kitchen.  The  proposed  budget  for  the  fiscal  year  1966  will 
adequately  support  this  recommendation. 

The  image  created  and  projected  of  Southern  Baptists  can  be  greatly  enhanced 
through  a  more  adequate  and  desirable  office  facility. 

2.  That  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  give  through  his  office  continued  lead- 
ership in  the  developing  of  a  strong  associational  foundation  from  which  we  may 
in  the  future  project  a  more  ambitious  program  of  outreach. 

The  Missions  Committee  reports  that  the  application  of  the  following  churches 
for  pastoral  aid  have  been  approved  by  the  Missions  Committee  and  the  Executive 
Committee:

New    Hope    900.00

Midville 1600.00 

To  support  the  Associational  program,  the  Missions  Committee  has  requested 
through  the  Executive  Committee  that  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention 
grant  $3000.00  for  aid  toward  the  salary  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions. 

In  an  effort  to  further  correlate  the  activities  of  the  Missions  Committee  and  the 
Secretary  of  the  Military  Ministries  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention, 
Mr.  J.  Ned  Beatty,  the  Missions  Committee  will  provide  a  sub-committee  that  will 
work  in  close  cooperation  with  Mr.  Beatty.

SOCIAL  SERVICE  AND  TEMPERANCE  REPORT 

The  time  has  come  again  when  we  are  to  give  our  reports  to  the  New  River  Bap- 
tist Association.  As  your  Social  Service  and  Temperance  representative  may  I  ask 
that  we  as  leaders  look  back  over  the  year  and  ask  ourselves  if  we  have  done  our 
best  against  the  social  evils  of  the  Day? 

We  want  to  commend  the  Christian  Action  League  for  their  fine  work  as  seen  in 
their  fight  against  the  sale  of  beverage  alcohol  by  the  drink,  and  in  their  opposition 
to  a  proposed  law  which  would  have  made  legal  the  building  and  operation  of  a 
liquor  distillery  in  North  Carolina. 

We  are  convinced  that  the  effects  of  alcohol  takes  many  more  lives  than  smoking, 
yet  our  government  has  enacted  a  law  to  have  a  health  warning  sign  on  each  pack  of 
cigarettes  and  nothing  on  the  bottle  of  alcohol.  Also,  nothing  has  been  done  about 
the    social  evils  which  are  so  highly  advertised  on  the  TV  screens  in  our  homes. 

When  one  looks  at  the  newstands  and  sees  that  so  much  of  the  literature  there 
is  ungodly,  we  do  wonder  at  the  breakdown  of  our  moral  standards.  One  sad  fact  is 
that  much  of  this  literature  finds  its  way  into  the  homes  of  our  people. 

Let  us  as  pastors,  leaders,   and  Christian  laymen  ask  ourselves  this  question, 

have    we   done    our   best    to   oppose   these    social  evils?  Have  we  stood  firmly  as 

opposing  these  things  that  break  down  our  high  standards  of  living?  My  prayer  is 

that  each  of  us  will  do  more  in  the  future.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MISSIONS 

It  was  with  a  strong  sense  of  divine  inspiration  that  I  accepted  the  call  to  be 
Superintendent  of  Missions  for  the  New  River  Baptist  Association.  Since  January  1 
of  this  year,  I  have  rejoiced  in  the  work,  and  over  the  continued  prospects  which 
are  before  us.  I  am  gratified  and  humbled  by  the  privilege  to  be  associated  with 
this  growing  Association,  I  feel  that  the  Association  has  made  tremendous  strides 
during  its  short  history.  The  enormous  evangelistic  and  missionary  opportunities 
across  the  Association  has,  no  doubt,  contributed  to  this  fact.  I  am  confident  that 
Baptists  throughout  the  Association  shall  rise  to  the  challenge  of  the  hour,  and 
shall  proceed  with  added  zeal  and  enthusiasm. 

This  Association  is  to  be  commended  for  the  faith  and  confidence  it  has  placed 
in  the  mission  program  which  is  being  projected.  This  Association  has  built  and  is 
building  a  base  from  which  the  best  which  Baptists  have  to  offer  may  be  thrust. 
Moreover,  we  gratefully  recognize  that  this  base  is  being  built  with  the  cooperative 
endeavor  of  our  Convention.  In  this  calendar  year  seven  of  our  twenty -eight  churches 
received  either  pastoral  aid  or  aid  on  church  lots.  Additionally,  the  missionary's 
salary  was  supplemented  by  Convention  funds.  This  means  that  almost  $10,000  of 
Cooperative  Program  funds  will  have  been  given  to  the  New  River  Baptist  Association 
in  1965.  This  compares  to  $21,392  which  the  churches  of  the  Association  gave 
through  the  Cooperative  Program  in  the  1963-64  associational  year. 

Our  Lord  told  his  disciples  that  they  should  bear  witness  of  Him  throughout  the 
world;  but,  he  said  they  were  to  begin  at  Jerusalem.  His  Commission  is  not  min- 
imized in  our  day.  We,  too,  must  begin  our  witness  here  in  the  local  association. 
Missions  do  not  begin  a  thousand  miles  away.  Few  associations  in  North  Carolina 
have  the  opportunity  New  River  has.  Certainly,  we  would  not  minimize  the  importance 
of  foreign  missions:  but,  the  propogation  of  foreign  missions  must  not  be  done  at 
the  expense  of  missions  in  the  association.  The  churches  of  this  Association  gave 
$5,039  for  associational  missions  this  year.  This  compared  to  $36,021  which  was 
given  in  1963-64  for  mission  causes  outside  the  association! 

There  are  missionary  needs  in  this  Association  which  are  imperative.  A  real 
need  is  the  establishment  of  new  work -mission  Sunday  Schools,  and  churches. 
There  are  several  areas  in  the  association  where  hundreds  of  persons  are  living, 
and  no  church  is  reaching  them.  These  areas  shall  be  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  Missions  Committee. 

Additionally,  the  need  of  strength  in  the  churches  of  the  association  cannot  be 
ignored.  A  strong  educational  program  is  needed  in  order  that  our  churches  may 
become  stronger  bodies  of  witness.  Indeed,  it  is  improper  stewardship  to  ignore 
the  needs  of  a  weaker  church  that  is  striving  to  rise  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  rapidly 
exploding  and  expanding  community.  All  of  our  twenty-eight  churches  have  full 
time  preaching  services;  but,  not  all  of  our  churches  are  able  to  launch  a  well 
rounded  program  for  our  Lord.  Often  they  lack  the  multiple  resources  which  a 
Ministry  demands.  The  associationof  churches  is  as  responsible  for  these  situations 
as  they  are  for  situations  beyond  our  borders. 

Geographically,  the  New  River  Baptist  Association  covers  a  four  county  area. 
Yet,  not  one  of  the  twenty -eight  churches  is  unaffected  by  Camp  Lejeune.  Most 
churches  have  some  military  peopleintheir  congregations.  All  churches  are  socially 
and  economically  affected  by  the  presence  of  military  connected  persons  who  live 
in  the  New  River  Association  area.  Certainly,  the  needs  and  opportunities  created 
by  the  presence  of  these  persons  cannot  be  ignored.  There  is  hardly  an  association 
that  has  such  heterogeneous  population  as  does  New  River.  Persons  from  every  state 
and  every  continent  have  come  within  our  midst.  Failure  to  meet  the  challenge  here, 
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is  to  emit  failure  in  the  total  principle  of  missionary  outreach. 

Service  is  rendered  only  in  proportion  to  recognized  needs.  Indeed,  one  needs 
only  to  lift  his  eyes  and  see  the  "fields  white  unto  harvest."  I  urge  upon  the  lead- 
ership of  each  church  to  inform  the  people.  Moreover,  I  urge  you  to  earnestly  pray 
for  divine  guidance  in  order  that  the  needs  may  be  met  within  the  sphere  of  God's 
Will.  Finally,  I  urge  the  churches  to  become 'more  involved  in  the  task  which  is 
before  us.  The  Proposed  Budget  for  1965-66  is  just  under  $11,000.  Of  this.  $3000 
is  expected  from  the  State  Convention.  Based  upon  the  1963-64  figures,  if  the 
churches  contributed  only  two  per  cent  of  their  undesignated  gifts  to  associational 
missions,  $8,772,56  would  be  given!  Now  I  ask,  it  not  better  stewardship  to  give 
to  associational  missions  in  the  first  place?  Will  we  continue  to  limit  associational 
giving,  and  request  help  from  the  Cooperative  Program  funds  in  order  to  do  what  we 
could  do?  If  the  churches  in  the  association  gave  two  per  cent  of  their  undesignated 
offerings  this  year  to  associational  missions,  we  would  hardly  have  a  need  to  request 
$3000  of  the  Cooperative  Program  funds -money  that  could  be  used  in  areas  where 
resources  are  limited.   SHALL  WE  RISE  TO  MEET  THE  CHALLENGE  OF  THE  HOUR?

MILITARY  PERSONNEL  MINISTRIES 

The  Military  Personnel  Ministries  -  now  in  its  fourth  year  of  existence  is  a 
joint  endeavor  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  and  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina. 

This  past  year  has  been  a  significant  one  in  the  development  and  expansion  of 
the  work.  The  Japanese  Ministry  has  received  a  tremendous  boost  through  the 
ministry  of  Reverend  and  Mrs.  Takashi  Yoshizu,  students  at  Southeastern  Seminary, 
as  they  visit,  preach,  and  teach  the  Bible  classes  among  the  Japanese  wives  and 
families  of  military  men,  A  highlight  came  for  them  on  July  6,  1965,  when  they 
were  privileged  to  share  with  these  to  whom  they  minister  a  luncheon  in  the  Fort 
Bragg  Religious  Center  and  have  speak  to  them  in  their  native  tongue  Reverend 
Yoshikazu  Nakajima,  Executive  Secretary  to  the  Japan  Baptist  Convention  and  Mrs, 
Yoshie  Kaneko,  former  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Japan  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 
Through  the  labors  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Yoshizu,  there  have  been  17  Japanese  women  to 
make  professions  of  faith,  16  have  united  with  our  churches  by  baptism,  and  2  by 
letter. 

In  response  to  a  request  by  the  New  River  Associational  leaders,  pastors,  and 
others,  the  transfer  of  the  office  of  Military  Personnel  Ministries  from  Fayetteville 
to  Jacksonville  was  unanimously  approved  on  May  11,  1965  by  the  General  Board's 
Executive  Committee  and  subsequently  by  the  Chaplains  Committee  of  the  Home 
Mission  Board.  On  June  1,  1965the  office  was  actually  relocated  in  the  Jacksonville 
Camp  Lejeune  area.  At  this  time,  Mrs,  Billy  Mobley  became  associated  with  Mr, 
Beatty  as  Office  Secretary. 

A  conference  on  Military  Personnel  Ministries  was  held  on  September  9  and  10 
at  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  Beach  Cottage,  Emerald  Isle.  This  first  meeting  of 
such  nature  waswellattendedby  Pastors  and  Missionaries  from  the  four  associations 
where  our  military  personnel  is  concentrated -namely,  the  Jacksonville -Camp 
Lejeune  area,  the  Gold sboro -Seymour  Johnson  area,  the  Havelock -Cherry  Point 
area,  and  the  Fayetteville -Fort  Bragg  area.  This  conference  brought  many  favorable 
comments  and  must  enthusiasm.   "Let's  do  it  again"  seemed  to  be  the  attitude  of 
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those  present. 

Some  of  the  needs  and  hopes  related  to  the  ministry  as  we  look  to  the  future 
include:  (1)  A  more  adequate  means  of  transportation  for  Reverend  and  Mrs*  Yoshizu, 
our  workers  among  the  Japanese;  (2)  That  we  continue  to  work  toward  full-time 
workers  or  associates  in  each  of  the  major  military  areas;  (3)  That  we  do  something 
about  meeting  the  need  for  Baptist  Military  Centers  to  provide  significant  means  for 
involving  all  the  military  men  in  Christian  growth.  These  could  serve  to  assist  the 
local  churches  in  meeting  the  needs  of  our  military  men  and  families  as  a  center  of 
information,  recreation,  counsel,  and  instruction. 

This  has  been  a  fruitful  year  as  the  results  of  the  labors  of  many  people.  A 
special  word  of  appreciation  is  due  the  Superintendent  of  Missions  and  the  Pastors 
in  these  four  associations,  Mr.  James  Sasser,  Dr.  E.L.  Spivey  and  other  Convention 
staff  members,  and  to  all  who  have  shared  in  this  ministry.  To  God  be  the  glory  for 
what    He   has  done.   May   we    continue   to  use  this  ministry  to  glorify  His  name.

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY  REPORT,    1965 

"Into  All  The  World."  If  the  people  of  the  world  are  to  know  Jesus  Christ  the 
one  hope  of  men  and  nations,  they  must  have  the  Bible.  The  American  Bible  Society 
is  an  active  partner  of  SouthernBaptists.lt  serves  mission  work  at  home  and  abroad. 
For  129  years  the  Society  has  been  providing  Scriptures  to  those  without  sight; 
921,059  Braille  volumes  and  Talking  Bible  Records  have  been  distributed  in  about  50 
different  languages  and  systems.  Copies  are  often  supplied  free  of  charge  or  at  a 
fraction  of  the  cost.  The  American  Bible  Society  is  at  work  in  Africa,  Asia,  Europe 
and  in  Latin  America.  The  Society  has  recently  made  available  the  15th  Chapter  of 
Luke  in  popular  French;  the  new  selection  entitled  "RETROUVE."  More  than  100,000 
New  Testaments  were  distributed  in  Argentina  during  1963.  In  Brazil  from  1959  to 
1963,  Scripture  distribution  was  increased  over  400  percent,  reaching  5,024,271 
copies  last  year. 

One  of  the  most  important  advances  in  recent  years  has  been  the  creation  of 
TRANSLATORS  INSTITUTES.  Experts  are  taken  to  the  field  to  work  with  missionaries 
and  other  churchmen  on  problems  and  techniques  in  Bible  translation.  By  the  end  of 
1963  some  part  of  the  Bible  had  been  published  in  1,216  different  languages  and 
dialects.  The  complete  Bible  has  been  published  in  231  languages,  the  New  Tes- 
tament in  290,  and  at  least  a  complete  Gospel  or  other  book  in  695.  More  than  1,000 
languages  and/or  dialects  remain  in  which  no  part  of  the  Bible  has  yet  been  pub- 
lished. 

New  Publications,  ONE  WAY  FOR  MODERN  MAN,  the  paper-back  edition  of  J.B. 
Phillips,  TRANSLATION  OF  THE  GOSPEL  OF  JOHN,  has  been  compiled  in  pocket 
size  with  photographs  of  contemporary  city  life.  THEPICTORL^L  NEW  TESTAMENT, 
profusely  illustrated  with  581  photographs,  plus  diagrams  and  maps,  is  now  avail- 
able in  the  Revised  Standard  Version  as  well  as  the  King  James.  The  American 
Bible  Society  is  at  work  "INTO  ALL  THE  WORLD."  Let  us  help  by  hiving-to  the 
American  Bible  Society,

THE  LIFE  BENEFIT  PLAN 

The  Life  Benefit  Plan  was  inaugurated  on  October  1,  1964  to  meet  the  need  for 
supplemental  life  protection  for  our  pastors  and  denominational  employees,  and  has 
already  achieved  phenom'inal  success  with  more  than  ten  thousand  active  partic- 
ipants. It  affords  protection  ranging  from  ten  to  thirty  thousand  dollars  for  death 
under  age  46  with  graduated  benefits  there-after  for  dues  of  $3.34  to  $10.00  per 
month.  It  is  still  open  for  membership. 

THE  HEALTH  BENEFIT  PLAN 

The  health  benefit  plan  is  an  all-inclusive  program  of  hospital,  surgical  and 
major-medical  protection  which  is  now  being  offered.  The  target  date  for  the 
beginning  of  this  plan  is  October  1,  1965.  Five  thousand  applicants  are  required  by 

September  1  in  order  to  put  this  program  in  effect. 

BENEFITS  PAID  -  "MANNA  FROM  HEAVEN" 
It  has  been  said  by  many  annuitants  that  the  checks  which  come  from  the  Annu- 
ity Board  each  month  are  like  "Manna  From  Heaven."  These  checks  vary  in  size, 
depending  upon  the  length  of  time  one  was  a  member  and  the  amount  of  dues  paid. 
Since  the  beginning  of  the  Annuity  Board  in  1918,  almost  47  million  dollars 
have  been  paid  in  relief  and  annuity  benefits  to  the  men  and  women  of  God  who 
serve  Southern  Baptists.  In  1964  alone,  3  1/2  million  was  paid  out  to  ministers  and 
denominational  workers  or  their  families. 

MEMBERS  IN  ANNUITY  BOARD 

Today  more  than  16,352  churches  arc  in  the  Protection  Plan  Program  for  their 
pastors.   Approximately    10,000    of  these  churches  are  paying  the  total  lO^odues. 

There  are  now  127  of  the  176  educational  institutions,  hospitals,  children's 
homes,  homes  for  the  aging  and  other  southwide  agencies  protected  by  one  of  the 
Annuity  Board  programs.  This  means  that  more  than  25,000  members  are  in  the 
Annuity  Board's  retirement  plans. 

There  are  seven  states  with  70^o  or  more  of  the  churches  in  the  plan.  At  the 
present  time  North  Carolina  has  46%  of  the  churches  in  the  Protection  Program  for 
ministers. 

ANNUITY  BOARD  SECRETARY 
Reverend  Guy  Cain  is  jointly  employed  by  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention 
and  the  Annuity  Board.  He  promotes  the  Board's  total  program  of  protection  by  trying 
to  enlist  all  pastors,  churches,  and  denominational  employees  who  are  not  enrolled 
in  the  program  in  North  Carolina.  He  works  to  help  those  who  are  in  the  program  to 
better  understand  the  protection  they  have.

1965  REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATIONS  OF 
THE  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 

With  serious  moral  issues  facing  us  on  every  hand.  Baptists  need  an  accurate 
and  comprehensive  source  of  information.  Secular  papers  cannot  meet  this  need. 
These  papers  cover  somany  things --sports,  society,  business,  obituaries,  entertain- 
ment, national  and  foreign  affairs,  to  mention  a  few.  All  too  often  religion  is  found 
only  on  a  Saturday  church  page --if  at  all. 

In  the  past  year  those  who  look  to  the  secular  press  for  coverage  of  Baptist  events 
were  disappointed  on  more  than  one  occasion.  The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in 
Dallas  and  the  Baptist  World  Alliance  in  Miami  Beach  provide  two  examples.  Even 
the  best  daily  papers  had  no  more  than  one  article  a  day  on  these  meetings.  Some 
had  none. 

Where  can  Baptists  get  coverage  of  these  and  other  significant  meetings?  The 
BIBLICAL  RECORDER,  their  dependable  medium  of  information  for  132  years.  Typical 
of  its  service,  the  RECORDER  devoted  special  editions  to  these  important  meetings 
at  Dallas  and  Miami  Beach.  Many  people  who  read  these  issues  said  they  felt  like 
they  were  there.  This  is  the  RECORDER'S  job -to  be  our  eyes  and  ears  when  we  cannot 
be  there. 

In  many  ways  the  RECORDER  serves  its  readers.  For  example,  a  bill  was  in- 
troduced in  the  1965  General  Assembly  that  would  have  legalized  distilleries  in  our 
state.  The  bill  was  soundly  defeated.  A  liquor -by -the -drink  bill  can  be  expected  in 
the  1967  Assembly.  Again,  the  RECORDER  will  keep  you  infonned.  With  so  many 
papers  now  accepting  beer  and  liquor  advertising,  the  question  arises  as  to  how  they 
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can  give  unbiased  coverage  to  liquor  proposals. 

Let's  talk  money  for  a  moment:  The  average  Baptist  family  spends  at  least  500 
to  $1.00  a  week  on  newspapers  with  little  complaint.  And  yet,  for  only  4(^  or  5(^  a 
week- -the  cost  of  a  stamp-  the  RECORDER  can  come  into  your  home,  if  your  church 
does  not  have  a  Recorder  Club,  please  see  that  one  is  organized.  Only  four  people 
are  needed  to  form  a  club.  Better  still,  send  the  RECORDER  to  every  resident  family 
under  the  Church  Budget  Plan.  Our  Baptist  people  must  be  enlisted  in  the  fight 
against  evil.  The  best  way  this  can  be  done  is  through  the  pages  of  the  BIBLICAL

REPORT  OF  THE  BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES 

The  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina  have  provided  the  following 
report  to  the  Associations. 

The  care  of  dependent,  neglected  and  homeless  children  is  the  central  mission  of 
the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina.  In  addition  to  providing  care  for 
children,  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  Homes  to  join  hands  with  other  Christian  forces 
to  strengthen  wholesome,  Christian  family  life  throughout  the  state.  Our  people 
have  supported  this  ministry  in  a  most  generous  and  commendable  way. 

Our  homes  are  serving  as  many  people  who  need  our  help  as  possible.  They 
are  dependent  upon  North  Carolina  Baptists  for  support.  Every  gift,  however  small 
or  large,  is  appreciated  and  is  used  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  given.  Income 
through  the  Cooperative  Program  is  becoming  increasingly  important. 

The  Thanksgiving  Offering  last  year  is  approaching  $31,000.00  and  is  the  largest 
ever  given.  This  suggests  that  our  people  welcome  an  opportunity  to  support  the 
"helping  ministries"  of  the  church  which  are  close  to  the  heart  of  the  Lord. 

Two  estates  have  made  possible  two  fine  buildings  which  have  just  been  com- 
pleted on  the  Mills  Home  campus.  Income  from  the  estate  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Leland 
J.  Sadler  of  Anderson,  South  Carolina,  was  used  to  build  a  library.  An  addition  to 
the  church  was  financed  from  the  estate  of  Robert  M.  Idol  and  Lela  Idol  of  Winston - 
Salem,  These  buildings  will  fill  a  most  useful  purpose  in  the  educational  and  reli- 
gious life  of  the  Mills  Home  family. 

There  is  a  growing  need  for  good  Christian  foster  homes  in  which  children  needing 
this  kind  of  care  can  live.  Many  families  are  finding  much  happiness  and  a  great 
opportunity  for  service  in  caring  for  foster  children.  Thus,  many  boys  and  girls  are 
privileged  to  grow  up  in  Christianhomes  who  otherwise  would  not  have  this  opportu- 
nity. Should  you  have  an  "extra  measure  of  love"  to  share  in  this  way,  the  Homes 
would  like  to  know  of  your  interest. 

The  need  for  a  home  in  the  western  part  of  the  State,  more  adequate  to  serve  the 
people  west  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains,  has  been  discussed  in  various  meetings 
and  conferences.  The  possibility  of  such  a  home  is  meeting  with  genuine  interest 
and  enthusiasm.  Attention  is  currently  being  given  to  a  suitable  location.  Members 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Children's  Homes  are 
committed  to  the  task  of  maintaining  a  Christian  program  of  child  care  —  a  program 
that  will  merit  the  undivided  support  and  loyalty  of  our  people  and  that  will  bring 
honor  to  our  Lord.  To  that  end,  it  is  our  purpose  to  meet,  as  effectively  as  possible, 
the  challenges  of  our  day.

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1965  ASSOCIATIONAL  REPORT 
NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

The  day  that  North  Carolina  Baptist  launched  a  ministry  to  the  aging  fourteen 
years  ago  was  a  good  day  indeed.  Since  that  times  four  Homes  for  the  Aging  have 
come  into  being,  and  a  fifth  one  is  in  the  making.  Many  elderly  people  have  been 
blessed  by  this  compassionate  ministry  through  the  years,  and  today  160  people  are 
in  residence  at  Resthaven,  and  the  Hayes  Homes  in  Winston -Salem,  the  Albemarle 
Home  in  Albemarle,  and  the  Hamilton  Home  in  Hamilton.  When  the  proposed  new 
home  at  Yanceyville  is  completed,  there  will  be  capacity  for  200.  It  is  anticipated 
that  construction  will  begin  on  the  Yanceyville  Home  during  1965. 

This  labor  of  Christianlove  and  nurture  is  ours  together,  and  we  could  not  operate 
without  the  concern,  the  prayers,  and  the  financial  support  of  our  Baptist  People. 
This  financial  aid  from  the  churches  comes  to  us  through  two  very  vital  avenues- - 
the  Special  Day  Offering,  received  on  the  third  Sunday  of  February  each  year,  and 
the  Cooperative  Program.  Special  Day  Offering  receipts  for  1964  were  at  an  all  time 
high  and  exceeded  $96,000.00.  Through  these  gifts  we  were  able  to  supplement  from 
80%  to  90%  of  our  needy  residents  who  could  not  be  with  us  otherwise. 

It  is  urgently  hoped  that  the  Special  Day  Offering  for  1965  will  be  the  greatest 
ever,  especially  in  view  of  the  pressing  and  ever -increasing  needs  of  the  aging  in 
our  midst  who  seek  our  help.  The  waiting  list  now  is  175  and  grows  almost  daily. 

As  the  great  heart  of  the  Saviour  yearns  for  all  in  the  various  areas  of  human 
need,  we  are  grateful  that  He  has  commissioned  us  to  include  also  a  special  min- 
istry to  the  aged  among  us.  We  have  responded  to  His  plea,  we  are  giving  an  answer 
to  Him  for  these  elderly  people  who  are  very  dear  to  Him,  and  we  pray  that  every 
church  will  be  careful  to  give  increasing  emphasis  to  this  vital  ministry.

BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  Baptist  Hospital  of  North  Carolina  opened  its  doors  in  1923.  Baptists  were 
concerned  about  establishing  a  hospital  for  those  who  were  sick  and  in  need  of 
medical   attention.   This   primary  purpose  has  remained  down  through  the  years. 

Today,  our  Baptist  Hospital  has  become  a  great  medical  center  where  those  who 
suffer  serious  disease  are  assured  of  the  care  of  specialists  who  have  the  newest 
and  best  devices  of  medical  science  for  their  use. 

At  the  Hospital  those  who  cannot  pay  the  cost  of  medical  treatment  are  designated 
as  service  patients.  In  1964  there  were  17,971  service  patients  who  made  102,402 
visits    to  the  clinics,   of  these  patients   4,512  had  to  be  admitted  for  bed  care. 

Through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  the  Mother's  Day  Offering  Baptist  Churches 
of  North  Carolina  have  an  opportunity  to  share  in  this  healing  ministry.  The  Mother's 
Day  Offering  is  the  only  means  the  hospital  has  of  paying  the  cost  of  treatment  and 
care  of  thousands  of  service  patients  who  count  on  its  help  in  this  time  of  emer- 
gency and  trouble. 

In  the  year  1964,  20  churches  of  the  New  River  Baptist  Association  gave  an 
offering  of  $1,203,65.  From  January  through  September  of  this  year  (1965)  17  churches 
contributed  $880,41, 

We  urge  each  church  to  share  in  this  healing  ministry  at  Baptist  Hospital.  We 
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urge  each  church  to  make  available  the  opportunity  of  giving  to  the  Baptist  Hospital 
through  the  Mother's  Day  Offering  on  May  8,  1966.

Any  Church  could  have  the  kit  by 
just  stating  they  would  use  it  in  some  type  of  Christian  stewardship  program.  Each 
church  that  received  a  kit  was  asked  touse  it  in  the  best  way  possible  to  lead  more 
Christians  to  recognize  their  responsibility  in  being  a  good  steward  of  all  God's 
blessings. 

Eight  of  our  churches  asked  for  these  kits  and  plan  to  use  them  in  the  promotion 
of  Christian  Stewardship.  Six  of  our  churches  plan  some  type  of  unified  effort  in 
Christian  growth  this  year  but  will  not  be  using  the  suggestions  of  the  "Tithers  Kit'* 
as  such. 

Only  two  of  our  churches  plan  to  use  the  Forward  Program  in  it's  entirety,  one 
will  use  the  Growth  In  Christian  Stewardship  program. 

It  is  the  hope  of  our  Steward  ship  Department  that  each  church  will  make  a  special 
effort  to  enlist  more  Christians  to  become  tithers  in  the  coming  year. 

Reports  indicate  that  more  than  one  half  of  our  potential  tithe  each  year  is  used 
in  some  other  means.  Have  you  ever  stopped  to  think  that  our  work  everywhere  could 
be  trippled  if  all  christians  not  only  gave  a  tithe,  but  an  offering  also? 

May  the  Lord  help  us  in  these  perilous  times  to  be  faithful  stewards.
